ANNUAL MEETING MARCH 31, 1898. 
WARRANT. 


COMMONWEALTH OF MASSACHUSETTS. 
NORFOLK, Ss. 
To either of the Constables of the Town of Brookline, Greeting :— 


In the name of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, you are hereby 
required to notify and warn the inhabitants of the town of Brookline, 
qualified to vote in elections, to meet at the Town Hall, in said town, on 
Thursday, the thirty-first day of March, current, at seven o’clock in the 
morning, for the following purposes, to wit : — 


First,— To choose a Moderator. 

Second,—To choose by ballot the following town officers: One Town 
Clerk, for oneyear; five Selectmen, for one year; one Collector of Taxes, 
for one year; one Treasurer, for one year; three Assessors, for one year ; 
three members of the School Committee, for three years; four Trustees 
of the Public Library, for three years; two Trustees of Walnut Hills 
Cemetery, for three years; one Commissioner of the Sinking Fund, for 
three years; one Park Commissioner, for three years; one member of 
the Water Board, for three years; three Auditors, for one year; a Com- 
mittee for Planting Trees, of three members, for one year; five Consta- 
bles, for one year; two Fence Viewers, for one year. 

Also, upon the same ballot, to vote ‘‘ Yes” or ‘‘ No” upon the question, 
‘Shall licenses be granted for the sale of intoxicating liquors in this 
town?” 

For these purposes the polls will be opened at 7.15 o’clock in the fore- 
noon, and may be closed at 5.15 in the afternoon. 

Also to choose or appoint all the other usual town officers in such man- 
ner as the town may determine. 

Third, To see if the town will authorize the Treasurer with the 
approval of the Selectmen, to borrow money in anticipation of taxes. 

Fourth,—To accept the list of Jurors, as revised by the Selectmen and 
posted according to law. 

Fifth,—To appropriate $100,000 for the construction of the new school- 
house on School and Prospect streets, and to authorize the Treasurer to 
borrow the same. 

Sixth,—To appropriate $45,000 for the construction of the new school- 
house on Harvard street, and to authorize the Treasurer to borrow the 
same. 
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Seventh,—To appropriate $40,000 for the construction of the new 
school-house on Stearns road, and to authorize the Treasurer to borrow 
the same. 

KHighth,—To see if the town will adopt the division of the town into 
three voting precincts as made by the Selectmen and reported to the Town 
Clerk as required by law. 

Ninth, — To appropriate $25,000 for the enlargement of the Town 
Stable on Cypress street, and to authorize the Treasurer to borrow the 
same. 

Tenth,—To see what action the town will take upon the request of 
Felix F. Johnson for the reimbursement of a part of the taxes assessed 
and paid upon the estate of Felix Johnson. 

Eleventh,—To accept Chapter 106 of the Acts of 1898 relating to, the 
Tree Planting Committee. 

Twelfth,—To authorize the School Committee to provide facilities for 
manual training and the domestic arts at the Heath School, and to appro- 
priate $2,000 therefor. 

Thirteenth,—To confirm the action of the Selectmen in executing and 
delivering releases of easements in land conveyed to the town by Henry 
M. Whitney and Eugene R. Knapp by deeds dated March 5th, 1885, and 
recorded with Norfolk Deeds, in book 564, pages 638 and 639 respec- 
tively, pursuant to two votes passed at the town meeting on December 
23d, 1896. 

Fourteenth,—To accept and allow the building lines on both sides of 
Prescott street as laid out by the Selectmen and reported to the town at 
this meeting. 

Fifteenth,—To accept and allow the building lines on both sides of 
Mountfort street as laid out by the Selectmen and reported to the town 
at this meeting. 

Sixteenth,—To accept and allow Stedman street as laid out by the 
Selectmen and reported to the town at this meeting, and to appropriate 
$3,000 for its construction. 

Seventeenth,—To accept and allow Cloudesley road as laid out by the 
Selectmen and reported to the town at this meeting. 

Highteenth,—To accept and allow Salisbury road as laid out by the 
Selectmen and reported to the town at this meeting. 

Nineteenth,—To accept and allow Williston road as laid out by the 
Selectmen and reported to the town at this meeting. 

Twentieth,—To accept and allow Netherlands road as laid out by the 
Selectmen and reported to the town at this meeting, and to appropriate 
$2,000 for its construction. 

Twenty-sirst,—To accept and allow Villa lane as laid out by the Select- 
men and reported to the town at this meeting, and to appropriate $2,000 
for its construction. 

Twenty-second,—To make an appropriation for the salary of a Sealer 
of Weights and Measures. 

Twenty-third,—To appoint an additional Inspector of Buildings, and to 
make an appropriation for his salary. 
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Twenty-fourth,—To see what action the town will take with reference 
to a new building for a Police Station. 

Twenty-jifth,—To see if the town will lay a water pipe in Newton street 
as far as the premises occupied by Jerry Bond, a distance of about 1,700 
feet, at South-street entrance.

their names on the lists when so delivered. Cards of instruc- 
tion and specimen ballots were also posted in diffierent places 
in the hall outside of the railing. 

The ballot-box to be used at elections (the Ideal) was then 
opened in the public meeting and examined by the Moderator 
and Town Clerk, and shown to be empty. The register of the 
box was then set at zero (0) and locked, and the key delivered 
to Constable Willard Y. Gross. The polls were then declared 
open for the reception of votes, at fifteen minutes past seven of 
the clock in the forenoon.

CHAPTER 106 OF THE ACTS OF 1898. 


AN ACT RELATIVE TO THE TREE PLANTING COMMITTEE OF THE TOWN 
OF BROOKLINE. 


Be it enacted, etc., as follows : — 


SECTION 1. Section one of chapter fifty-seven of the acts of .the year 
eighteen hundred and eighty-five is hereby amended by adding at the end 
thereof the following words: Said committee of three shall serve with- 
out compensation, and shall have and may exercise all the powers and 
authority, and shall perform all the duties, which now or may hereafter 
be conferred or imposed by law upon tree wardens or park commis- 
sioners of towns, in relation to shade trees in the public ways in said 
town; provided, however, that the powers and duties of said committee 
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shall not extend to any trees, shrubs or vines within the limits of any 
public parks or public grounds of said town, so as to read as follows: 
Section 1. The town of Brookline may at an annual meeting, by a vote 
of two-thirds of the legal voters present and voting the1eon, appro- 
priate a sum not exceeding one dollar for each of its ratable polls in the 
preceding year, to be expended by a committee of three to be chosen by 
ballot, in setting out and maintaining shade trees, shrubs or vines upon 
the public squares and highways of said town, or in premiums, or in any 
other way which they may deem most effectual to encourage the planting 
of shade trees, shrubs or vines upon said public squares or highways by 
the owners of adjoining real estate, or upon said adjoining real estate, at 
a distance not exceeding twenty feet from said public squares or high- 
ways, for the purpose of shading or ornamenting the same. Said com- 
mittee of three shall serve without compensation, and shall have and may 
exercise all the powers and authority, and shall perform all the duties, 
which now are or may hereafter be conferred or imposed by law upon 
tree wardens or park commissioners of towns, in relation to shade trees, 
in the public ways in said town; provided, however, that the powers and 
duties of said committee shall not extend to any trees, shrubs or vines 
within the limits of any public parks or public grounds of said town. 
Secrion 2. This act shall take effect upon its passage, so far as to 
allow said town to vote upon the acceptance of the same, but shall not 
take full effect unless or until it shall have been accepted by two-thirds 
of the voters of said town present and voting thereon at a meeting duly 
called for the purpose, and held within one year from its passage. 
[Approved March 2, 1898. 


Twelfth Article taken up,— “To authorize the School Com- 
mittee to provide facilities for manual training and the 
domestic arts at the Heath School, and to appropriate $2000 
therefor.”

Thirteenth Article taken up,— “To confirm the action of 
the Selectmen in executing and delivering releases of ease- 
ments in land conveyed to the town by Henry M. Whitney 
and Eugene R. Knapp, by deeds dated March 5th, 1885, and 
recorded with Norfolk Deeds, in book 564, pages 638 and 639, 
respectively, pursuant to two votes passed at the town meeting 
on December 23d, 1896.” 

Voted, That the action of the Selectmen, elected at the annual town 
meeting held March 3lst, 1897, in executing and delivering several 
releases, all dated March 7th, 1898, to Henry M. Whitney and S. Endicott 


Peabody, as trustees of the West End Land Company, under a declara- 
tion of trust dated November 6th, 1886, and recorded with Norfolk 
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Deeds, in book 585, page 568, and with Suffolk Deeds, to Frances A. 
Knapp, wife of Eugene R. Knapp, Sr., to Louler N. Pearson, wife of 
Charles H. Pearson, and to Peter B. Bradley, of the respective parcels 
of land of said releases contained in a strip of land fifty (50) feet wide, 
mentioned in two grants to the town of Brookline from Henry M. 
Whitney and from Eugene R. Knapp, both dated March 5th, 1885, and 
recorded with Norfolk Deeds, in book 564, pages 688 and 639 respect- 
ively, be and the same hereby is ratified and confirmed, the said releases 
having been executed pursuant to two votes passed at a special town 
meeting of the qualified voters of the town of Brookline, duly notified 
and held on the 16th day of December, A. D. 1896, and by adjournment 
on the 23d day of December, 1896.

The Selectmen, Town Clerk, Ballot Clerks and Tellers made 
an equal number of election officers from the two leading 
political parties. 

One set of the ballots supplied by the Secretary of the 
Commonwealth, marked “ First set of ballots, 3550, Town of

Brookline,” was then delivered sealed to the presiding election 
officer by the Town Clerk, together with specimen ballots and 
cards of instruction, and the presiding election officer gave his 
receipt therefor in conformity to law. 

The presiding election officer publicly broke the seal on the 
package of ballots, and delivered the ballots to Messrs. Robert 
A. Smiley and John E. Griffin, Ballot Clerks, taking their 
receipt therefor, who took their positions at the entrances to 
the polling place and furnished the ballots to the voters who 
presented themselves and were found to be qualified. The 
Registrars of Voters had prepared duplicate lists of the qualified 
voters entitled to vote at this election, one copy of which was 
placed in the hands of the Ballot Clerks, and the other copy 
was placed at the ballot-box in charge of Messrs. Charles A. 
Bowditch and Harry H. Whitney, Tellers. No voter was fur- 
nished a ballot until his name had been found and checked on 
the list at the entrance to the polling place, and he was not’ 
allowed to deposit his ballot in the ballot-box until his name 
was found and checked on the list in charge of the Tellers. 
The cards of instruction and specimen ballots were posted in 
different parts of the building outside the rail as provided by 
law. 

The ballot-box — the “Ideal,” as furnished by the Common- 
wealth to be used at elections — was then opened in public 
meeting, examined by the election officers and found to be 
empty. The register of the box was then set at zero (0) and 
the box was locked; the key was delivered to Willard Y. 
Gross, the constable who was in charge of the meeting. 

At ten minutes before seven o’clock the polls were declared 
open for the reception of votes and were kept open until thirty 
minutes after four o’clock in the afternoon, when, after due 
notice, they were declared closed. 

The election officers had charge of the election, and the 
ballot-box and the check-lists were in their charge. By unani- 
mous consent the ballot-box was opened at five minutes before 
nine o’clock, and also several times during the day, for the 
purpose of removing the ballots to be counted. When the 
ballot-box was opened at the close of the polls, the register 
stood at twenty-four hundred and ninety-one (2491). 

The names checked on the voting lists by the Ballot Clerks 
at the entrances to the polling place, and by the Tellers at the 
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ballot-box were counted up and compared and found to agree, 
and the number of names so checked was twenty-four hundred 
and ninety-one (2491), which agreed with the number regis- 
tered by the ballot-box. 

The Ballot Clerks reported that thirty-five hundred and 
sixty-four ballots were found by them in the package marked 
“3550,” of which twenty-four hundred and ninety-one had 
been delivered to voters, and ten hundred and seventy-three 
unused were enclosed in a package, endorsed, sealed and 
delivered to the Town Clerk. . 

The election officers then proceeded to canvass the votes 
given in and the whole number was found to be twenty-four 
hundred and ninety-one (2491), which were sorted, counted 
and recorded, and declaration thereof made in open meeting 
as required by law. 

In counting the ballots the blank forms supplied by the 
Secretary of the Commonwealth were used, but the so-called 
‘‘ Holt Counting Apparatus” was not used, it being impossible 
to count the large number of ballots cast quickly with only 
one set of counting apparatus as supplied.

AN ACT 


PROVIDING FOR THE ORGANIZATION OF A FIRE DEPARTMENT AND THE 
APPOINTMENT OF A FIRE COMMISSIONER IN THE TOWN OF BROOKLINE. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives in General Court 
assembled, and by the authority of the same, as follows ;— 


SECTION 1. The town of Brookline is hereby authorized to organize 
a fire department to be under the control and direction of a fire com- 
missioner who shall be appointed by the Selectmen for a term of three 
years. He shall serve until his successor is appointed, and may be 
removed by the Selectmen.at any time for cause, and after a hearing. 
Such commissioner shall signify his acceptance in writing, shall serve 
for such salary as the town may fix, shall have full and absolute 


authority in the administration of the department, shall make all rules

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and regulations for its control, shall report to the Selectmen from time 
to time as they may require, and shall annually report to the town the 
condition of the department with his recommendations thereon. 

SECTION 2. This act shall take effect upon its acceptance by the town 
at a meeting of legal voters duly called for the purpose.

All sums of money appropriated at this meeting, having 
been provided for in the several votes under the foregoing 
articles, no action was taken under this article. 


At ten minutes past eight o’clock, all business having been 
completed, the meeting was dissolved.

fund will be almost if not quite sufficient to. extinguish these 
at maturity, they will not affect the taxes of the current year. 

It will be seen that none of our debt is now older than 1890, 
except these sinking fund bonds which were issued for water 
purposes in 1889. Our present system of paying each debt by 
annual instalments is simply a convenient way of distributing 
over several years the cost of large improvements of a per- 
manent nature. The cost of this method of distribution is 
measured by the interest charge. This cost can be to some 
extent checked by paying, as far as practicable, for improve- 
ments as they are made. It is far pleasanter to pay each year 
for the needs of that year than to be always paying a lot of 
instalments upon old debts. A good start on these lines has 
been made in the past year by raising $120,000 towards the 
cost of two new schools and the addition to the town stable. 
It may fairly be said, however, that the debt now outstanding 
is represented by existing assets of a tolerably permanent 
character, and that, in so far as it stands for investment in 
buildings, it is being paid off faster than the buildings are 
depreciating. There is a single exception to this in the case of 
the enlargement of the old high school, upon which three more 
annual payments must be made, although the structure itself 
has been torn down. A classified summary of the objects for 
which the outstanding debt was incurred and of the interest 
charge compared with last year’s interest charge is as fol- 
lows : —

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To make up the interest appropriation for 1899-1900 there 
must be added to the above sum of $50,870.38 a further 
amount of $385 to provide for interest coupons due, but not 
presented during the past year, and if any new loans are to be 
issued during the year, provision must be made for the interest, 
if any, which will come due upon them on or before February 
Ist, 1900. Loans have been authorized by the town, but not 
yet issued, to the amount of $12,000 for Longwood bridge and 
$75,000 for land for playgrounds. 

The valuation of real and personal property for 1898 is 
$66,527,000 as compared with $64,169,200 for the previous 
year. The town’s borrowing capacity, under the Municipal 
Indebtedness act, is about $865,000. 

The amount of taxes which the taxpayer is called upon to 
pay depends upon two factors, the valuation and the rate. 
While the tax rate in Brookline has usually been moderate, 
and during the past year exceptionally so, it is a well recog-. 
nized fact that our taxes are, on the whole, high, by reason of 
the high level of valuation which prevails. If our prosperity 
is to be maintained it is plain that our high valuation must 
continue to be accompanied by a relatively low tax rate, and 
this end must be kept constantly in view in fixing the size of 
our appropriations. The fiscal condition of the town is at 
present a thoroughly sound one, and it can be kept so by 
avoiding unnecessary increase of annual appropriations, by 
choosing wisely the objects for large exceptional expenditure 
and by taking pains not to borrow for current expenses. 
It is believed that the perennial increase, which is to be 
expected in the requirements for school accommodation and 
the growing demands for improved transportation facilities, 
can be provided for, if judiciously managed, without materi- 
ally raising the tax rate. Meanwhile the constant growth of 
our share of Metropolitan District taxation, and the ever- 
threatening revolution in those tax laws, upon the basis of 
which our finances have been adjusted and our debts incurred, 
cannot fail to be the cause of much solicitude.

APPROPRIATIONS. 


State Tax. 


The preliminary estimates indicate that the State tax this 
year will not exceed that of last year, when it was $1,500,000, 
of which our proportion is $36,360. 


County Tax. 


The amount asked for by the County Commissioners for the 
County tax is $135,000, to which should probably be added 
$20,000 for the purehase of land in Dedham for the erection 
thereon of a new building for a registry of deeds and a 
registry of probate. If the total tax is $155,000, our propor- 
tion will be $55,910.71, compared with $54,107.14 last year. 


Metropolitan Sewer Tax. 


As stated in last year’s report the Metropolitan Sewerage 
Commission is investigating the feasibility of a new high-level 
outlet for the Charles River Valley portion of the Metropolitan 
sewer. One of the principal objects of the proposed new 
sewer is to relieve the district from the necessity of using the 
outlet belonging to the city of Boston, for which a very high 
rental has to be paid each year. It is expected that the report 
will be made to the present Legislature in a short time. 

Last year the amount of our Metropolitan sewer tax was 
$19,500.87, and it is hoped that it may be somewhat smaller 
this year. 


Metropolitan Parks. 


In spite of the pledge incorporated into the statute, by 
which the Metropolitan Park award was set aside some years 
ago, that all metropolitan parks and boulevards should be 
constructed prior to the first of January, 1900, there are now 
pending before the Metropolitan Park Commission and the 
Legislature a great number of propositions looking to the 
increase of both parks and boulevards. The total debt 
incurred for these purposes up to January Ist, 1899, is 
$7,900,000, towards which nothing has yet been paid by the 
cities and towns. As the law now stands, the proportions in 
which the municipalities in the Metropolitan Park district are 
to contribute towards the payment of this debt, are to be fixed 
in 1900 by a commission to be appointed for the purpose by 
the Supreme Court. 
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Appropriations. 

The amount of the annual and minor exceptional appropria- 
tions recommended for the current year as shown in the table 
below is $922,481.09, compared with the total amounts charged 
against the taxes and receipts of previous years of —

These figures taken in connection with the probable receipts 
show that the money required for completing the new school- 
house on Prospect street, as well as a considerable portion of 
the amounts likely to be needed for other exceptional purposes 
can and ought properly to be raised by taxation and not 
borrowed. 

The net expenditures from all sources after deducting pay- 
ments to sinking fund and for maturing debt, compare as

Last year, for reasons stated in the report, the appropria- 
tions recommended were presented in the form of a proposed 
vote instead of in the usual tabular form. As the change did 
not prove universally popular, the tabular form is now retained 
for convenience, while a form of vote is added for carrying out 
what can only be suggested in the limits of space permitted 
by the table. The proposed appropriations for annual main- 
tenance are also compared with the expenditures of last year 
under a few general heads, in a form which will doubtless be 
more interesting to many than the more detailed figures 
which follow : —

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Lighting Streets. 


It will be remembered that at about the time of the last 
annual meeting a proposition was made by the Welsbach 
Street Lighting Company to reduce the price per light from 
$32 per year, the price under their contract, to $30 per year, 
provided that the number of lights should be increased by 
changing the ordinary gas lights to Welsbachs. This propo- 
sition met with approval, especially as it was found that no 
increase would be required in the appropriation which had 
been recommended, and accordingly the Selectmen ordered 
the change, which was carried out during the summer months. 
This change has vastly improved the lighting of our streets, 
which is now better and more thorough than ever before. 
The contract with the Welsbach Company was printed in full 
in last year’s report, and by its terms, as it was not terminated 
last year, it continues in force for three years from July first 
next. 

The electric lighting contract, which is also printed in last 
year’s report, is terminable by either party after the first of 
May next. The service rendered by this company has some- 
what improved during the year. In Boston an electric light- 
ing contract has been made during the past year which pro- 
vides for lights of the new enclosed arc pattern which afford 
a steadier and less dazzling light. Some experiments are 
being made by the Brookline Company to ascertain whether 
this form of light can be advantageously used here, and it is 
expected that information upon this subject will soon be 
obtained. 

The price of oil or naphtha lights furnished by the Globe 
Gas Light Company has been reduced from seven cents to six 
cents per night per light. The Welsbach Company are 
anxious to substitute for these their self-generating naphtha 
lights, costing, at $30 per year, a little more than eight cents 
per night per light. While the Welsbach lights are much 
more brilliant than the others, the oil lights are now only in 
use on outlying streets where there are few houses and com- 
paratively little need of brilliant illumination. 

In last year’s appropriation an item of $1,200 was included 
for substituting wooden poles for the iron ones in the Park- 
way, and for placing under ground the wires leading to some 
of the poles near the intersection of Brookline avenue and

the Parkway. The poles have been obtained but not yet set 
and the rest of the work has been substantially completed. 
The estimated cost of finishing this work and setting the 
poles is $200. 

Assuming that all the present systems of lighting will be 
retained, and making due allowance for new lights, an appro- 
priation of $45,000 will be required for the current year, made

No important changes have occurred in this department 
during the past year. The good work of Officer Crory on 
more than one occasion, which is described in the report of 
the Chief, is worthy of favorable mention. 

There will doubtless be a number of expenses in connection 
with the removal of the department to the new station when 
finished, but it is not proposed to ask at: this time either for 
an appropriation for this purpose, or for any enlargement of 
the department. 

The cost of maintaining the Police Department for the 
coming year on its present footing is estimated at $52,000, as

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Fire Department. 

As legislation has been asked for by the town and is likely 
soon to be obtained, placing this department entirely under 
the control of a single officer, the Selectmen do not desire to 
settle any of the questions presented by the recent and 
prospective enlargement of the department, preferring to 
leave the new commissioner unhampered to deal with them. 
It is probable that the new Act can be presented to the town 
for acceptance at the annual meeting. 

During the past year a new engine house has been built on 
Heath street, and considerable progress has been made with 
the erection of the one on Washington street. A new combi- 
nation wagon and chemical and a new ladder truck have been 
purchased, the latter to replace an old one. 

The board of Fire Engineers recommends that $12,000 be 
added to the appropriation for current expenses for the pur- 
chase of new hose and apparatus and for additional men.. 
Their report, which is quite full and complete, presents clearly 
the present condition of the department and the plans of the 
Engineers. If all these plans are carried out, the cost of the 
department this year cannot be estimated at much less than 
$55,000, divided as follows :—

Fire and Police Alarm Telegraph, Poles and Wires. 

The fire and police alarm system continues to work satis- 
factorily. Itis proposed to put in four new fire alarm and 
two new police boxes during the coming year. One of the 
former was purchased some time ago when’ the price was 
lower than it is now. The department has been exceptionally 
fortunate in the need for incidental repairs and the economy 
in this particular has made it possible to pay out of the 
appropriation the sum of $200 for the striker at the Chestnut 
Hill Engine House. It will be necessary to remove all the 
central apparatus to the new police station, and as this work 
must be done during the year, an item to cover its cost is 
included in the estimates. The policy of placing the wires of 
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the system under ground in the conduits of the telephone 
company should be continued, and it is probable that $1500 
can profitably be spent for this purpose, the amount depend- 
ing upon the telephone company’s plans for construction of 
this kind. The attention of the different companies main- 
taining poles in the streets of the town has been called to a 
number of poles which are decaying at the base. Many of 
these poles have already been replaced by sound ones and the 
rest soon will be.

Highway Department. 

Full particulars of the new town stable accommodations 
and much other interesting information, including the usual 
table of new streets, will be found in the report of the 
Superintendent of Streets. 

As the snow-fall during January was comparatively light, 
part of the additional appropriation made at the last town 
meeting was not needed and accordingly was not spent. It is 
anticipated that the exceptionally large expenditure for re- 
moving snow in the past year may again prove necessary. 
Very full details of last year’s expenditure will be found, pre- 
sented in quite different ways, in the reports of the Superin- 
tendent and of the Accountant. The appropriation asked for

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Accounting Department. 

A clear system of accurate accounts is the foundation upon 
which intelligent management of the town’s affairs from year 
to year must rest. Any system should, of course, make it 
plain that all money to which the town is entitled has been 
received, and that all which has not been paid out for duly 
authorized purposes is still on hand, but a really good system 
must do a great deal more than that. Among other things it 
must enable citizens to see just what has been done with their 
money, and to control future expenditures; it must make it 
easy for heads of departments to present detailed estimates of 
prospective expenditure, which should be the basis of every 
considerable appropriation ; it must enable those charged with 
the duty of spending appropriations to ascertain promptly 
whether any specific item of expenditure proposed is war- 
ranted by the condition of the appropriation and to check 
unwarranted expenditures; it must enable the responsible ' 
officers of the town at all times to take a comprehensive view 
of the town’s finances, that proper steps may be taken for 
providing ways and means and that the annual budget may 
be wisely prepared; it must enable those who direct the policy 
of the town to compare readily from year to year the receipts 
from similar sources and the expenditures for similar pur- 
poses. Accounts may be very elaborate and valuable for some 
of these purposes and yet wholly inadequate for others. 
Accounting is the art of keeping books in such form as to 
show the things worth knowing, not the science of adding up 
figures according to hard and fast rules, and is valuable only 
as a means to an end, not as an end in itself. The best results, 
therefore, are to be obtained while, as is the case under the 
present town by-laws, the spending rather than the accounting 
officer is the final judge of what things are worth showing. 

When the accounting department was established two years 
ago, different departments kept accurate books of their own 
on various systems, and the Treasurer kept very elaborate 
books, which, however, were not intended to accomplish all of 
the purposes which have been mentioned. To perform all the 
other duties required of the Accountant by the by-laws and 
at the same time to devise and keep up such accounts as were 
needed and would harmonize with the accounts of others 
without overturning cherished ideals, has involved an enorm- 
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ous amount of dry mechanical detail. Some features of the 
work have inevitably proceeded rather slowly and are not yet 
entirely complete, although much progress has been made 
towards a perfect system. At certain times in each month 
the Accountant is overworked and even then the promptness 
which is so important an element in the value of accounts has 
to be to some extent sacrificed. To meet these conditions the 
salary was increased a little last year to permit the Account- 
ant to employ clerical assistance, but as the salary is not a 
very large one, this plan has only partially remedied the 
difficulty. With the knowledge of the special requirements, 
which two years’ experience has developed, our accounting 
system has steadily improved and will soon leave nothing to 
be desired. 

It has sometimes been suggested that the existence of the 
office of Accountant makes that of the Auditors of the town 
superfluous, but we do not think so. The Auditors are 
chosen by the town to review what has been done, and they 
occupy an independent and critical position which can be 
made of great value. The amount of money annually passing 
through the town’s treasury is a very large one, and there 
cannot be too many safeguards around it. So long as good 
men can be obtained to fill this important office at the present 
trifling salary, there seems to be no adequate reason for 
making any change. 


Legislation Asked For by the Town. 


The bill for licensing gas fitters asked for by the town last 
year has been again brought before the Legislature and has 
been shortened and much simplified. The bill relating to the 
fire department recently asked for by the town has been 
presented and is now pending in a slightly modified form. 


Contingencies. 


Last year the appropriations for legal expenses and contin- 
gencies and for printing were united in one, and this arrange- 
ment has made possible a clear statement of the purposes of 
the appropriation. The expenditures for 1897 and 1898 com- 
compare as follows.

Street Railway Taxes. 


The law permitting the lease of the West End Street Rail- 
way Company to the Boston Elevated Railway Company 
(St. 1897, Ch. 500) provided, among other things, that the 
Elevated Company, as compensation for certain privileges 
granted to it in the Act and for the use and occupation of the 
public streets, should pay for twenty-five years a tax based on 
the gross earnings and annual dividends of the company. If 
the annual dividend paid does not exceed six per cent the tax 
amounts to seven-eighths of one per cent of the gross earnings 
of all the lines of elevated or surface roads owned, leased or 
operated. If the dividend exceeds six per cent, then a sum 
equal to the excess of the dividends over six per cent, is added 
to the seven-eighths of one per cent. The whole amount of 
the tax is paid into the State Treasury and thence distributed 
to the several cities and towns in which the company’s track is 
situated in proportion to the mileage of elevated and surface 
main track, reckoned as single track, which is situated in each. 
Under the provisions of this Act the sum of $2,580.85 was 
received by the town last December. 

By the Street Railway Act of 1898 (St. 1898, Ch. 578) the 
corporation franchise tax which all street railway companies 
pay, is hereafter to be distribnted among the cities and towns 
in proportion to mileage, in the same manner as the compensa- 
tion tax, instead of as heretofore among the cities and towns 
where the stockholders reside, as is the case with the franchise 
tax upon other corporations. 
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Repairs of Town Buildings. 


The safe in the Town Clerk’s office has been entirely refitted 
at a cost of $620.00, in consequence of suggestions made by 
the Commissioner of Records. A new heating apparatus has 
been put into the Engine House in the village, and the usual 
minor repairs have been made on other buildings, the most 
expensive of which have been repairs of roofs. Fuller details 
may be looked for in the Accountant’s report.

The Liquor Laws and their Enforcement. 

All violations of the liquor laws of the state have been 
promptly prosecuted, whenever sufficient evidence could be 
obtained to warrant prosecution. 

It is thought that but small quantities of intoxicating 
liquors have been sold in the town the past year, and mostly 
from dwelling houses and on Saturday nights and Sundays. 
The several licensed druggists in town have, so far as I have 
been able to ascertain, done their business in a legal manner. 

But few serious offences have occurred the past year. 
Several dwelling houses and flats were entered and robbed 
early in the year, and considerable personal property ‘stolen. 
A good many bicycles have been stolen, several of which have 
been recovered in pawn shops and second-hand places by the 

nspector of Police. 
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The amount of property reported stolen (value reported by 
losers) was $3,884; amount recovered, $2,945. 

This, in a municipality of $16,000,009 personal property, so 
far as losses, or values are concerned, is not a bad showing. 
The annoyances, the mental unrest and disturbances are of 
more moment to our citizens than the financial losses. 


The Patrol Signal System (the Gamewell) 
continues to be a very important part of our police system, 
and under the very able and scientific control of Supt. Davis 
seems to be increasing in value every year. I shall ask for 
two additional boxes the coming year.

I quote from report of last year :— 


“It is a matter for sincere regret that the list of juvenile 
offenders is rapidly increasing. One of the most serious 
problems that contronts this department, as well as all law- 
abiding people, is what are we going to do with the children 
on our streets—the young boys, yes, and girls, who are fast 
learning their first lessons in crime. 

«“ As I expressed in a former report, the parents of these 
children are largely to blame. I would that a law could be 
made that would hold parents responsible for misdemeanors of 
their minor children in certain cases and to a certain extent. 

“The number of juvenile offenders— mostly boys— arrested 
in the last five years under 17 years of age: — 


In 1893 there were 95 arrested, 63 of whom were before the court, 32 were 
reprimanded and released. 

In 1894 there were 80 arrests, 53 of whom were before the court, 17 were 
reprimanded and released. 

In 1895 there were 104 arrests, 69 of whom were before the court, 36 
were reprimanded and released. 

In 1896 there were 140 arrests, 115 of whom were before the court, 25 
were reprimanded and released. 

In 1897 there were 144 arrests, 115 of whom were before the court, 26 
were reprimanded and released.” 


Total number of juvenile offenders arrested in the last six 
years, 723; number in court, 520. 
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Mounted Service. 

The mounted force has made a good record the past year. 
Sunday afternoons on the Parkway the mounted officers have 
done valuable work, as well as at other times and places. 
The committee allowed us, in June last, to purchase two 
bicycles for police use; they have been a great success, and 
in the night time they have proved especially valuable. 
An officer mounted on a bicycle can approach very near a 
person or place without being heard, whereas a horse in the 
stillness of the night can be heard a long way off. Unfortu- 
nately there are several months in the year when a wheel 
cannot be used. I recommend an increase in the number of 
wheels the coming year. 

I quote from the late report of the Chief of Police of 
Worcester regarding the use of wheels in his department :— 


‘MOUNTED SERVICE. 

“In addition to the officer mounted on horse, three officers ' 
have been mounted on wheels for day service. I believe that 
the mounting of officers having large beats in the residential 
part of the city, would increase the efficiency of the service, 
and I recommend that the department be provided with a suf- 
ficient number of wheels to mount such officers for night ser- 
Vice,” 

Especial Mention. 

Mounted Officer Crory is deserving of special mention for 
acts of special daring and gallantry on the Beacon Boulevard 
during the late sleighing, in pursuing and catching a runaway 
team. Although thrown from his horse, he managed to hold 
on to the runaway team until it was stopped, thereby saving 
the occupants from injury. Also on Christmas day, when some 
twenty-five children broke through the ice on Leverett Pond, 
Patrolmon Crory plunged into the pond four different times 
and, with others, brought many small children to the shore. 
This gallant action of Mr. Crory has been personally acknowl- 
edged by the Park Commissioners of Boston. This case of 
gallantry and courage has been reported to the Massachusetts 
Humane Society, with several other parties, and action is being 
taken by the society. 

The special or detective work of the Department has been 
done as before by Inspector Paige with a good degree of 
success. This line of work demands great patience and 
perseverance but little known to the ordinary citizen. 
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Prevention of Crime. 


I have constantly sought to impress on the members of the 
Department the importance of adopting this theory —the 
prevention of crime. 

A close observation of all strangers and suspicious appear- 
ing people on our streets, especially at night, has a strong 
tendency to keep such people away from our neighborhood. 


I am strongly of the opinion that there cannot be readily 
found a more competent set of staff officers, lieutenants, 
inspector or sergeants of police, than is furnished by the Brook- 
line police force. I have been strongly impressed in that direc- 
tion in the last few weeks, when I have been absent by reason 
of illness. To these officers my best thanks are due. The 
discipline and general conduct of the force, with a few excep- 
tions, has been excellent the past year. 

I am under obligations to the Fire Engineers for courtesies 
rendered; to Mr. Parker, Clerk of the Municipal Court, our 
thanks are due for valuable service and advice; also to the 
Police Committee, for strong support and a well equipped 
department.

REPORT ON SUITS TO WHICH THE TOWN 
IS SACRA LY. 


Boston, February 6th, 1899.

Dear Sir,—I report as follows concerning the suits I have 
had charge of for the town :— 


First. 
Henry P. Nawn vs. Brookline. 


Action of contract brought to recover about $13,000 for 
macadamizing the walks and drives of the Brookline part of 
the Muddy River Improvement. 

This case had been fully heard by the late Judge Bennett as 
auditor, but Judge Bennett died before any report was made. 
After full consideration of the matter, and conference with 
your board, it was thought best to settle the case, the plain- 
tiff being willing to compromise for $2000. This sum was 
paid, and the proper entries were made on the docket of the 
court. 


Second. 
Town of Brookline vs. Daniel A. Lynch. 


Bill in equity brought by the town to secure the removal 
from land in Dedham, formerly owned by the defendant and 
taken by the town for its water supply, of a windmill which 
the defendant continued to use to pump water for his own use 
from a well on the land taken, hes ee that the town 
had taken the land and paid for it. 

After a hearing before Mr. Justice Barker in ahs Supreme 
Judicial Court, who made a decree in favor of the town, the 
defendant appealed to the full court. The appeal was after- 
wards waived, and the decree made by Mr. Justice Barker in 
the town’s favor stands. The windmill has been removed 
from the land. 
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Third. 
Stephen A. Ferrin vs. Brookline. 


Action of tort for injuries alleged to have been received by 
plaintiff by being thrown from a carriage in which he was 
driving on Beacon street. 

This case has not yet been tried. 


Fourth. 
Eugene B. Stoddard vs. Brookline. 


Willet M. Clark vs. Brookline. 


These are two actions brought to recover damages for injur- 
ies alleged to have been received by the plaintiffs while driving 
on Boylston street in Brookline. 

As stated in my last report the city of Boston was sum- 
moned in to defend the actions, and I am informed by the city 
attorneys that the cases have not yet been tried. 


Fifth. 
James H. Beals vs. Brookline. 


Peter Graffam vs. Brookline. 
Mary F. Jenks vs. Brookline. 
Lester I’. Stevens vs. Brookline. 


These are petitions brought to secure a reduction of the bet- 
terment assessments levied by the Selectmen on the estates of 
the several petitioners for the Smelt Brook Improvement. 
The cases were tried at the sitting of the Superior Court 
held last May. 

The betterment assessed by the Selectmen in the Beals case 
was $7000, and this the jury reduced to $5000. In the Graf- 
fam, Jenks and Stevens cases the jury did not reduce the 
assessments levied by the Selectmen. 

In each of these cases the petitioners alleged exceptions to 
the rulings of the Superior Court, and intend to carry their 
exceptions to the Supreme Judicial Court for the Common- 
wealth. 


Sixth. 
James H. Beals et al. vs. Brookline. 


This is a petition for a writ of certiorari brought by James 
H. Beals, Peter Graffam, Mary F. Jenks and Lester F. Stevens, 
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to quash the proceedings of the Selectmen in levying better- 
ments on the petitioners’ estates for the improvement of Smelt 
Brook, on the ground that the action of the Selectmen was 
illegal. 

The case has been heard before Mr. Justice Knowlton in the 
Supreme Judicial Court, and has been reported by him to the 
full bench. 


Seventh. 
Hina Mills et al. vs. Brookline. 
These cases are set out at length in my report of last year, 
and no action has been taken in them. 


Eighth. 
Julia Daly vs. Brookline. 

Action of tort to recover damages for injury alleged to have 
been caused by a fall on an icy sidewalk. 

After full consideration of the matter, and conference with’ 
your board, it was deemed wise to settle this case for $200. 
This amount was paid, and the proper entries made on the 
docket.

James Quinn vs. Brookline.

Petitions for the revision of betterments assessed by the 
Selectmen for the improvement of the Chestnut Street Brook. 

These cases have not been tried, for the reason that Mr. 
Quinn has brought a writ of certiorari to quash the assessment 
for illegality, and until this matter is determined these cases 
cannot be heard. 


Tenth. 
James Quinn vs. Brookline. 

This is a petition for certiorari to quash the assessment of 
a betterment made by the Selectmen for the laying out of the 
Chestnut Street Brook Improvement. 

The petioner claims that the action of the Selectmen was 
illegal. The case has been heard by Mr. Justice Hammond of 
the Supreme Judicial Court, and has been reported to the full 
court. 
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Eleventh. 
FHlenrg G. Dorr et al. vs. Brookline. 

This is a petition for damages alleged to have been caused 
by the adoption of a building line on Beacon street. The 
estate in question is situated at the corner of Beacon and St. 
Mary’s streets. 

It was found that this case could be settled for the sum of 
$2750. After careful investigation of this matter, and confer- 
ence with real estate experts and your board, it was deemed 
wise to settle the case, and the sum of $2750 was paid to the 
petitioners, and the proper entries made in court. 


Twelfth. 
Martha A. McKay vs. Brookline. 


David H. McKay vs. Brookline. 


These are actions brought for damages for the laying out of 
Naples road. They have not yet come up for trial. 


Thirteenth. 
All Saints Parish of Brookline vs. Brookline. 


This is an action brought to recover a tax assessed by the 
Assessors of Brookline on a portion of the land owned by the 
plaintiff on Beacon street, Brookline, paid by the plaintiff 
under protest. 

The Assessors claim that the whole lot of land was not 
exempt from the payment of a tax, and accordingly assessed a 
tax upon a part of the lot. The plaintiff claims that the whole 
lot is devoted to religious uses, and is exempt from taxation. 
The action has not come up for trial. 


Fourteenth. 
Mary Cleary vs. Town of Brookline. 
This is an action brought to recover damages for injuries 
alleged to have been sustained by falling on the sidewalk on 
Allerton street, and was entered in court this present month. 


Fifteenth. 
Charles E. Riley vs. Brookline. 

This is an action to recover damages for injuries alleged to 
have been sustained by the plaintiff while in the employ of the 
Water Board of the town. This action has just been entered 
in court. 
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Sixteenth. 
Town of Brookline vs. Bartholomew J. Connolly. 


This was a bill in equity brought by the town to restrain 
the defendant from constructing a road over the main conduit 
of the town of Brookline, through which the water is carried 
into Brookline, at a point in the land of the defendant in West 
Roxbury, the Water Board being apprehensive that the filling 
used for the construction of the street might injure the conduit, 
and make it difficult to get at it in case of need to repair 
breaks. 

' The case was heard before Mr. Justice Barker on the ques- 
tion of issuing a preliminary injunction. Inasmuch as the 
defendant proposed, in constructing the street, to deposit a bank 
of filling over the line of the conduit, the court decided that the 
town should have an opportunity to raise its conduit so that 
after the street should be constructed, the conduit should be, 
no further below the surface of the street than it formerly 
was below the surface of the land; that the parties should 
enter into a stipulation to be filed in the case, that the 
question which party should pay the expense of so raising the 
conduit should be determined at the final hearing of the cause ; 
that until the petitioner should enter into this stipulation he 
should be enjoined from constructing the street. 

The petitioner has thus far declined to enter into this stipu- 
lation, and the injunction accordingly stands, and nothing 
further can be done by the petitioner towards the construction 
of the street unless he shall enter into the stipulation, or 
prevail in the final hearing of the cause.

REPORT OF THE FIRE ENGINEERS. 





Brook.ineg, Feb. 1, 1899. 


To the Board of Selectmen :-— 


GENTLEMEN,— In compliance with the town by-laws, the 
Board of Engineers herewith respectfully submit their annual 
report of the condition and operation of the department dur- 
ing the year ending Jan. 31,1899. You will find annexed a 
statement of fires and alarms which have occurred the past 
year, with the amount of loss and insurance as nearly as 
could be ascertained. 

Fire Record. 

During the past year the department has answered one 
hundred and one alarms; fifty of which were bell alarms, and 
fifty-one still and telephone alarms. The causes of these 
alarms were as follows :—

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Although there has been a greater number of alarms than 
in any previous year, the loss has been very small, in fact 
much smaller than for a number of years past, which is owing 
largely to the increase in the permanent force, making the 
time quicker in getting away from the houses and more men 
to work with when we get there, for it is the work in the first 
part of a fire that counts. 


Manual Force. 
The force permanently employed consists of three officers 
and twenty-four men, an addition of eleven the past year, and 
a call force of fifty-one officers and men classed as follows :—

There will have to be more permanent men added the com- 
ing year to properly man the apparatus which will have 
to be placed in the new house on Washington street, which 
will be completed in the spring. 


Apparatus. 

During the past year a new ladder truck was purchased of 
C. W. Moulton of Cambridge, to take the place of truck two 
which had been in service about twenty-two years. Also a Hollo- 
way combination wagon and chemical, with the latest improve- 
ments, was purchased and placed in house on Devotion street, 
and the combination wagon which had been doing duty at 
that house, after having been thoroughly repaired and painted, 
was placed in the new house on Heath street. With this 
addition we now have in service the following apparatus: 
One ladder truck, one aerial ladder, two two-horse hose 
wagons, two one-horse hose wagons, two combination chemical 
and hose wagons, one chemical engine, two steam fire engines, 
four hose pungs and a four-wheel reel in reserve, all in good 
condition with the exception of some of the wagons, which 
should be repainted and varnished.

Hose. 

There is on hand at the present time 8,000 feet of cotton 
rubber-lined fire hose in good condition, and 1,900 feet in fair 
condition; we also have in service 200 feet of rubber hose 
which has been put in on trial. As there was no provision 
made for hose for the new house on Heath street and for the 
new house on Washington street, we would recommend that 
three thousand feet of new hose be purchased for this 
department. 

Horses. 

We have in service in this department at the present time 
twenty-four horses which belong to the town and one which 
we have for the winter for the keeping. During the past year 
three new horses have been purchased, two for new apparatus, 
and one to take the place of one which was transferred from 
engine two to ladder two. The horses have received the 
same care and attention as in other years, and as some of them 
are getting old and liable to give out at any time it may be 
necessary to replace two of them next year. 


Harnesses. 


There are in service five sets of double harnesses, four sets 
of three-horse-hitch harnesses, and two single harnesses, all of 
the Berry patents; we have also three old sets of double har- 
nesses used in watering streets, and one single lead harness. 


Houses. 

We have to report the houses under our charge as in fair 
condition with the exception of paint and whitening, of which 
it will be necessary to do some the coming year. By vote of 
the board of Selectmen steam heat has been put into the house 
occupied by hose one and truck two and has given good 
satisfaction. This leaves the Chemical house in Longwood 
the only house which is not heated by steam. We would 
recommend that steam heat be put into that house the coming 
year. 

By vote of the town last spring a new house has been 
erected on Heath street and is now occupied by a combination 
hose wagon and chemical company, with a company of two 
permanent and four call men with two substitutes, which 
gives that district a good fire protection. An appropriation 
was also made for a new house on Washington street near 
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Beacon street, which is being erected and will probably be 
finished in the spring. When completed it is the intention 
to transfer the aerial ladder from the village to that house, 
and also engine two from the Devotion-street house to the 
new house. When the engine was purchased it was for that 
district, and as there has got to be a wagon there we would 
recommend that a combination wagon be purchased and 
placed in that house. When these changes are made it will 
require several more permanent men to properly work them, 
as there are no call men in that district. 


Hydrant Service. 


By the report of the Superintendent of Water Works for the 
year ending Jan. 31, 1899, we find that 41 new hydrants have 
been added during the past year to the high and low service, 
making 493 hydrants which can be used for fire purposes and 
which have always given good satisfaction under the care of ' 
Superintendent F. F. Forbes. 


Fire Alarm. 


During the past year three new boxes have been added to 
the fire alarm service, one on Linden street opposite Perry 
street, one on corner of Newton and Grove streets, and one 
corner of Grove and South streets, making a total of forty- 
eight boxes which can be used for fire purposes, none of which 
have failed to work the past year, owing to the good care 
given them by Superintendent E. N. Davis. To still further 
strengthen that part of service, we would recommend that 
four new boxes be purchased and located as follows: One on 
Park street near Washington street, one on corner of Dean 
road and Druce street, one near corner of Kilsyth road and 
Salisbury road, and one on Winchester street near Williams 
street. For particulars in regard to the fire alarm depart- 
ment we would refer you to Superintendent Davis’s report. 


Recommendations. 


We would at this time recommend that eleven new men 
be added to the permanent force of this department, to be 
stationed as follows: Seven in new house, Washington street ; 
two in house on Devotion street, and one each to Hose 3 and 
Hose 2. Also that a combination chemical engine and hose 
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wagon be purchased and placed in the new house on Wash- 
ington street. We would also recommend that 3,000 feet 
of new hose be purchased to supply the new houses on 
Heath street and Washington street; and as a chemical 
engine could be used to good advantage in the village in 
saving the loss by water a great many times at a small fire, we 
would recommend that the chemical engine in Longwood be 
transferred to the village and that a combination wagon be pur- 
chased and placed in that house.

Arce Lights. 


This system of lighting remains the same as last year. 
Four lights were added and six discontinued, making the 
total number two less than 1897. New lamps have made 
their appearance in the field, known as the “enclosed arc” 
and “enclosed alternating.” 

The “enclosed arc” is run on a higher voltage than those in 
use at present. This means higher pressure on the lines 
through our streets, which would not be advisable, owing to 
the many trees. 

The “enclosed alternating” is said to be equal to the “are,” 
and would not change the voltage in use at present. It will be 
well to watch the result in other cities; if they are such an, 
improvement over the present lights, it might be advisable to 
change when the contract expires, which is May Ist, 1899. 

A special appropriation was made to change the iron lamp 
poles along the Parkway. This was arranged for last spring, 
but owing to some trouble arising in the manufacture of the 
approved pole, we were unable to do the work. Poles were 
purchased of the Boston Electric Light Company in December, 
and will be set as soon as the season permits. 

The Park Commissioners requested that the poles on Brook- 
line avenue, between Pearl street and the town line, be 
removed. This required the wires to be placed under ground, 
and conduits and manholes were placed in Netherlands road, 
Aspinwall avenue and Brookline avenue to enable us to reach 
three arc lights. The cable for this work was purchased in 
January, and will be run as soon as poles are set. 


Welsbach Lights. 

This system on the whole has given good satisfaction. It 
was voted at the annual town meeting to change all gas lights 
for lights equipped with Welsbach burners. This work was 
begun July 16th and the changes were made as fast as the 
lamps arrived. One hundred and eighty-seven were changed 
and fifty-nine new ones added, fourteen of which were placed 
on Dean road, Buckminster road, Clinton road, Druce street 
and Fisher avenue. Three more locations were given, but as 
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the gas-main did not run near these, it was decided to let the 
matter rest until mains were run through the streets. 

A petition was sent in, asking that two lights be placed in 
Regent circle. As the exact location was not determined and 
the ground frozen, it was thought best to let these wait. 


Naphtha Lights. 

A new contract was made with the Globe Gas Light 
Company, by which the price was reduced. The number of 
lights was increased twenty-one, and these were placed in 
Pound lane, Reservoir lane and Houlihan avenue. Three 
were discontinued on Boylston street as shown in table. 

Many new streets are being constructed which will need to 
be lighted during the coming year, so that this appropriation 
will need to be increased. 


Fire Alarm System. 

The number of fire-alarm boxes connected and working in 
this system is forty-five in the streets and one in the Town 
Hall. Three new boxes were added during the year. Box 48 
was placed at the corner of Freeman and St. Paul streets, and 
box 38 changed from this location to Linden place; box 72 
was placed at the corner of Grove and Newton streets; box 
74 was placed at the corner of Grove and South streets, and 
was equipped with a keyless door, the distance being so far it 
would be wearing on horses and apparatus should a false 
alarm be rung in. The extra cost of door was $35.00. One 
eight-inch gong was set and connected in the High-Service 
Pumping Station on Newton street. About two miles of wire 
was used to reach these boxes. 

The change was made in the Town Hall in regard to posi- 
tion of weights for the large striker, as suggested in last year’s 
report, the cost of which was $58.27. The roof over the bell 
was not added. I have reported to the Chief of the Fire 
Department that requests have been made for three new 
boxes — one on Winchester street, corner of Center street; 
one on Druce street, corner of Dean road; one on Kilsyth 
road, near Salisbury road, and one on Park street, opposite 
Park vale. The last mentioned seems to be needed very 
much, as five large buildings have been erected in this vicinity 
within two years, the nearest boxes at present being the one 
on Gardner road, near Washington street, and the one on 
Marion street, near Park street. 
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A new six-circuit repeater was purchased this year, but has 
-not been connected, owing to changes contemplated. Arrange- 
ments are being made to have the batteries for both police 
and fire-alarm placed in the new Police Station. I would 
respectfully recommend that a sufficient appropriation be 
made to cover the cost of changing and new work. 

On October 6th, 1898, the bell was removed from Hose- 
house No. 2, Washington street, and placed in the tower of 
the new hose-house on Heath street at an expense of $47.50. 
A new gong and indicator was also placed in this hose-house, 
and this striker for the large bell in the tower was connected 
on January 20th, about which time the apparatus went into 
commission. About 750 feet of line wire was used for con- 
necting this house. 

It was intended in 1897 to give up the striking machine, 
which was in use on Hose-house No. 2, in part payment for | 
the larger machine on the Town Hall; but when the town 
voted to build the engine-house on Heath street, it was found 
that this could be used advantageously there. The amount 
paid for this striker was not included in this appropriation 
when made up, and in order not to overdraw, supplies which 
were needed were not purchased. 

Five fire-alarm boxes were ordered in December, 1897, at 
$75.00 each, the price advancing in January, 1898, to $125.00. 
Three of these were used and two are in stock. Should your 
committee recommend connected the four boxes as suggested, 
it will only be necessary to purchase two new boxes. 


Police Telegraph. 


This system continues to give good satisfaction. The only 
repairs made were on the register and time-stamp on the desk 
machines. Break-wheels were changed in the boxes, and some 
of the springs which had become worn and burned. 

Five of the “Gardner” pattern were changed for the 
“Chicago,” from number three circuit to number one. At 
present our number three circuit is equipped with the same 
style of box. Two of the “Chicago” pattern are in use at 
present on the number two circuit, and I would recommend 
that these be changed this year. 

For additional boxes, I would respectfully refer to the report 
of the Chief of Police.

Underground Wires. 

The work done on underground wires was not as much as 
was anticipated. The work on Boylston street, between 
Sumner road and Heath street, was finished in June, and 
26,943 feet of wire was putin. This work was laid out to be 
done in 1897, but was delayed by the Metropolitan Water 
Works, laying pipe and setting gates. 

The only new work was on Harvard street, between Beacon 
street and Naples road, when 6,428 feet of wire was placed 
under ground. It was thought at the time the last report was 
written that a conduit would be laid through St. Paul street 
from Aspinwall avenue to Commonwealth avenue, and from 
Harvard street to Summit avenue on Beacon street, but as 
this work was not done it leaves quite a balance in the appro- 
priation. 

Wires entering the Hook and Ladder House No. 1, Wash- 
ington street, were placed under ground, thereby removing all 
aerial wires from the front of the building. Arrangements 
have been made for entering the new engine-house on 
Washington street, near Beacon street, in the same manner. 


Inspection of Wires. 

This work has been followed up very closely during the 
past year, and there seems to be a great improvement in this 
branch. While there have not been as many houses built 
this year as last, the number of lights installed is nearly as 
great. We have inspected twenty-three new houses and 
stores, in which 8,035 sixteen c. p. lamps have been installed ; 
seventeen stables, with a total of 76 sixteen c. p. lamps. 
Changes were made in three houses, and ten new lights were 
added to houses using electric lights. 

Three motors of 14, 74 and 10 horse power were installed 
during the year, and three fan motors. 


Pole Locations. 

Very few poles were set during the past year, five locations 
being granted to the New England Telephone & Telegraph 
Company of Massachusetts, three of which were on Thorndike 
street and two on Heath street. Three new locations were 
granted to the Brookline Gas Light Company, one on each 
of the following streets: Chestnut Hill avenue, Westbourne 
terrace and Summit path. Locations changed by the Tele- 
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phone Company were: One on Washington street, corner 
Evans road; seventeen on Washington street, between 
Gardner road and Beacon street, owing to the width of 
street being changed; three on Beacon street, between 
Washington street and Winthrop road, at the request of the 
Boston Elevated Railway Company, as they interfered with 
their snow-plows. Locations changed by the Brookline Gas 
Light Company: Four on Cypress street, caused by street- 
widening; two on Summit avenue, above Mason terrace; 
eleven on Norfolk road; two on Summit path; one on York 
terrace; one on Heath street, and one on Chestnut Hill road. 

Permission was granted the New England Telephone & 
Telegraph Company of Massachusetts to hang a cable on 
Beacon street, from Tappan street to the town line near 
Chestnut Hill avenue, and on Naples road, from Harvard 
street to the town line. 


The storm of January 31st, 1898, which caused such havoc 
with wires in this section of the state, did not affect the wires 
to any great extent in this town. The fire-alarm was not 
disturbed. The no-school signal was rung in at 7.45 a. m. on 
February Ist. 

The police signal system worked with great satisfaction 
throughout the night. The are and alternating circuits were 
ordered to be shut down about one o’clock to prevent accidents. 
The greater number of wires broken belonged to the Telephone 
Company. These were cleared during the following day with 
the assistance of men from the Brookline Gas Light Company 
and the Wire Department. One pole was broken on Aspinwall 
avenue, which cut out four are lights. Two mast arms in 
other sections of the town were broken. With the excep- 
tion of these six, we were able to have our lights burning on 
the night of February Ist.

AND SEWERS. 





BRookuine, Feb. 15, 1899. 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen : — 


GENTLEMEN,— I[ respectfully submit my twenty-third annual 
report of the work done, and the expense incurred in the 
Highway Department for the year ending January 31, 1899. 

The amount appropriated at the annual meeting for the 
support of highways, including the salary of the Superin- 
tendent, was $67,500 and receipts. An additional appropriation 
of $4,000 was made at the town meeting held January 10, 
1899. The amount charged to other departments, and to 
special appropriations, for the use of horses, and for material 
prepared at the expense of the Highway Department, was 
$2,185.49. $500 was received from the City of Boston, as part 
compensation for injury to our streets caused by laying a 48- 
inch main water pipe in 1896, and $112.26 was received from 
sundry parties for labor and materials furnished. The gross 
amount expended was $72,168.90, and the details of this 
expenditure are as follows :—

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These amounts, and more particularly the third, could be 
subdivided to a great degree, but as I have already given 
the expenditure in detail, and as I understand the Town 
Accountant is to do just this thing in his report, I have not 
thought it necessary to travel over the same ground. 

The second item is very much larger than usual, owing to 
the fact that the cost of the work occasioned by the excep- 
tionally heavy snow storms of February 1 and November 27, 
was included in this expenditure. The storm of February 13 
of this year will cost more than either of last year’s storms, 
and this fact should be remembered when making the appro- 
priation for the coming year. It will be advisable to provide 
a better equipment for breaking out roads during the coming 
year ; our present method of fastening a log under the runners 
of a sled is primitive and inadequate. 

Mr. Fred B. Richardson was appointed assistant superin- 
tendent of streets, and has continued to perform his duties in 
an acceptable manner. 

Three of the older horses were exchanged for three young 
horses, and one horse was received from the fire department 
without cost; one horse died a few weeks ago and has not yet 
been replaced. The department now owns twenty-one work 
horses and one driving horse, which with the horses furnished 
by the Superintendent and his assistant makes the whole 
number maintained at the expense of the Highway Depart- 
ment at present twenty-four, but the number has been twenty- 
five for the greater part of the year; three of these are kept 
in the steam roller shed on the Devotion-street lot. Since 
December 13 a night watchman has been employed at the 
stable. 

In June last permission was given the Boston Elevated 
Railway Company to cut through the asphalt covering of the 
railroad bridge on Washington street, for the purpose of 
fastening the rails to the iron beams. It was impossible to 
keep the surface in a safe condition under the old method of 
using flat rails, relying wholly on the adhesion of the asphalt 
to keep them in position. Every precaution was taken to 
make the work water-tight. At the same time the old parapet 
courses of rough split stone were removed, and new courses of 
cut stone were substituted. The bridge has been in good 
condition since the work was done, but it may be necessary 
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during the coming year to add to the present surface of 
asphalt so that water shall not remain on it. 

On August 16, after due notice and hearings, a location for 
an additional track on Washington street, from the end of the 
double track at the Post-office to and connecting with the 
tracks on Beacon street, was granted to the Boston Elevated 
Railway Company, to replace the single track with its many 
turnouts. The location was given on condition that a full 
grooved rail of approved pattern should be used, and that the 
old paving of small granite blocks should be taken up as far 
as Gardner path and blocks of better quality used. The work 
was carried on as rapidly as possible, but the unexpected 
storm of November 27 prevented its being finished. The 
curves and connections at Beacon street are yet to be laid, and 
the old paving from the Post-office to the railroad bridge is to 
be renewed. Edgestones were set on the westerly side from 
Gardner road to Beacon street, and to gain all the room pos- 
sible for the roadway, the sidewalk was made only eight feet 
wide instead of ten feet. The question of setting back all the 
edgestones to the eight feet line, thus gaining an additional 
width of four feet in the roadway, was considered, but it was 
deemed best to try the present width for a year or two, before 
going to the large expense which such a change would involve. 
The old cobblestone gutters which had become rough and 
uneven after twenty-five years’ wear were removed, and the 
gutters were paved with the discarded railroad blocks. On 
the westerly side the gutters were repaved the entire distance, 
except a short piece from Gardner path to Gardner road, and 
on the easterly side from Harvard square nearly to Gardner 
road, except in front of the Town Hall. The street was resur- 
faced as far as the gutter paving extended. Such of the old 
cobblestones as were fit were carted to Winthrop road and 
Seaver street to be used in paving gutters on the steeper grades 
of Aspinwall and Fisher hills. 

The guide-boards heretofore reported to the town and 
numbered from 1 to 78 are maintained in good condition, and 
seem to be all that are required. 

The lease of the ledge on the land of the Westminster Land 
Company on Washington street in the Brighton district was 
renewed for one year from August 21, 1898, at the same price, 
viz: twenty cents per cubic yard measured in the ledge.

Payments are made twice in the year on the certificate of the 
Town Engineer. After the lease was signed, the crusher was 
thoroughly overhauled and put in good repair. A new screen 
and elevator were put in, and the plant is now in good 
condition. 

Public waste barrels, into which paper and other rubbish 
may be thrown, have been put in several places on the streets 
and near the school-houses; this has helped to keep the streets 
free from litter, and the number of such barrels should be 
increased. 

Devotion street runs from Babcock street only as far as the 
engine house, and it should be continued to Stedman street. 
The cost would be small, as the town owns all the land, and 
the street has been filled to a sub-grade without expense. 
This extension would enable the fire apparatus to go much 
more directly to a large and growing neighborhood, besides 
adding to the convenience of the public. 

Osborne road has been. macadamized and is now in good 
condition. Abbottsford road and Manchester road should be 
treated in a similar manner as soon as the building operations 
now in progress are completed. 

At the town meeting held June 30 an appropriation of 
$25,000 was made to pay for the proposed addition to the 
town stable and new sheds, and for sheds at the Devotion 
street lot. The plans for the addition to the stable which 
were presented at the annual meeting were considerably modi- 
fied by the architects, Messrs Peabody and Stearns; the 
original plan contemplated building the addition on the 
westerly side of the old stable, but considerable opposition 
was made by the owners of adjoining property, and it was 
therefore decided to build it on the easterly side. The addi- 
tion consists of a substantial brick building 98 feet in length 
by 43 feet in width; the foundation is of rubble laid in cement 
mortar, the brick work starting from the ground level. On 
the first floor are twenty-eight single stalls and two box stalls 
with a passageway 14 feet wide between the rows; there is 
also a passageway four feet wide between the stalls and the 
external walls; the windows are of full size; the mangers are 
pivoted so that the horses can be fed from the passageway, 
and their feed can be shut off whenever necessary. A Dol- 
beare floor, pitched from the ends towards the center, is laid 
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under the stalls and the wide passageway between them. 
The ceiling is sheathed with North Carolina pine; the grain 
bins are on the second floor where there is ample room for 
storage of hay, grain and straw. The oats pass to the first 
floor through two Higbie oat cleaners, which completely screen 
out all the dust and refuse. In the cellar is a hot water boiler 
and coal bin, and good storage room for such carts as are not 
in constant use. In the old part the whole inside was re- 
‘modelled. Ample carriage room with washstand is provided, 
and an office for the superintendent, a harness room, a lunch 
room for the men and also a coat room for the men. The 
walls, ceilings and partitions are sheathed with North Carolina 
pine, and extra windows have been put in, so that the whole 
effect is decidedly light and cheerful. In the loft, which is 
reached by an elevator, is good storage room for carriages, 
pungs and harnesses not in use. The drainage of the stall 
floor is into the sewer in Cypress street; that of the carriage © 
and harness room is into the brook which runs through the 
yard. The side walls above the second floor were taken down 
and relaid, and three trusses were put in to carry the roof, 
which was originally of very light construction.

The digging of the cellar, grading, etc., was done by the 
Highway Department, and about one-half the stone used in 
the foundation was furnished by the town, the contractor 
making an allowance of $1.50 per perch therefor. The soil 
was removed from the cellar bottom, and a Telford foundation 
was laid. Considerable grading and labor in the stable yard 
was done by the Highway Department, and the cost was 
charged to the appropriation for the stable. 

Additional work was done by Mr. Bailey amounting to 
$934.58. The architect’s fee was $752. 

Nothing was done in the way of providing necessary sheds 
for the Cypress-street yard, or for the Devotion-street lot, but 
the plans are ready and contracts can be made at once.

Several other crossings were ordered late in the season 
when our force was busy paving gutters on Washington street. 
This work was finished as far as we had material, and we had 
arranged to put in these crossings; in fact, the material for one 
was already on the street, when the snow storm of November 
27th put a stop to all paving. Since then the weather has not 
been suitable for this kind of work, but we will lay these 
crossings as soon as the condition of the ground will permit. 


New Streets. 


NETHERLANDS Roap was accepted as a public way at the 
annual meeting. This street leads from Aspinwall avenue to 
the Parkway, and an appropriation of $2,000 was made for 
its construction. The roadway is finished with about eight 
inches of broken stone on a good gravel base, hardened 
by several years of considerable use. Circular edgestones 
were set at the junction of Aspinwall avenue and the gutters 
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were paved with granite blocks. The work is not quite 
finished, but what remains can be done in a few days in the 
spring. All the work done so far has been paid for except 
the granite block gutters. The cost has been $1,005.51, and 
there is a balance of $994.49 unexpended. 


STEDMAN STREET was accepted as a public way at the 
annual meeting. This street runs from Harvard street to 
Manchester road, and follows substantially the line of the 
Smelt Brook improvement. It was agreed that the street 
should be constructed to the satisfaction{of the Town Engineer, 
without cost to the town, over that part of the land which 
formerly belonged to the Beals estate, leaving the town to 
pay for the cost of construction over its own land, and an 
appropriation of $3,000 was made. The greater part of the 
work was done in accordance with the terms of the agreement, 
but the street was never finished to the satisfaction of the, 
Town Engineer; a sewer has been built, and water and gas 
pipes have been laid in.a part of it. The town voted on the 
10th of January last to lay a water pipe from Harvard street 
to the end of the pipe already laid, and the gas pipe will 
probably be extended. The street is in a wretched condition 
at present, but I think it would be wise to wait until these 
pipes are laid, and the grading around the new school-house 
and a number of dwelling-houses now under construction is 
done, before finishing it. A plank walk was laid this winter 
on the southerly side from Harvard street, a distance of 1,070 
feet. $2,753.27 was expended, and there is a balance of 
$246.73 unexpended. 


Warwick Roap was accepted as a public way January 10, 
1899. This is a short street, formerly known as Cloudesley 
road, leading from Beacon street to Salisbury road, between 
Corey road and Kilsyth road. It was built by the land- 
owners and offered to the town free of cost. Nothing has 
been spent on it. 


SaLispuRY Roap was accepted as a public way January 10, 
1899. This is a continuation of Salisbury road, and leads from 
Corey road to Washington street. It was built by the land- 
owners and has cost the town nothing. 


Wiuston and Evans Roaps were accepted as public 
ways January 10, 1899. At present they form one road lead- 
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ing from Beacon street, nearly opposite Tappan street, in a 
northerly direction for about five hundred feet, then turning 
to the right and extending to Washington street. Williston 
road will sometime be extended in a northerly direction, and 
Evans road towards the west. They were built by the owners 
of the land, and have cost the town nothing. 


PowELLt STREET was accepted as a public way January 10, 
1899. This street was a private way, and leads from Beacon 
street to Freeman street. It has been widened to seventy feet 
between Beacon and Browne streets, and from there to Free- 
man street it is forty feet wide. The estimated cost of con- 
struction is $6,000 and the owners of the fee have agreed to 
pay one-half of this amount, besides giving the land. $3,000 
has been appropriated for its construction, but nothing has 
yet been done. 

CAMERON STREET was accepted as a public way January 
10,1899. This was formerly a private way; it is thirty feet 
wide, leading from Boylston street at No. 245, running north, 
west and south, and returning again to Boylston street at 
No. 289. It is closely built up on both sides for most of the 
way, which prevented its being widened, except at a cost 
which did not seem necessary. The street is to be finished 
with edgestones and paved gutters and $3,200 was appropri- 
ated to pay for it. 


Watering Streets. 


Twenty-three hired teams were employed in this work and 
four teams of the fire department continue to sprinkle limited 
sections of streets near the engine houses. The same rates, 
viz., $100 per month, including Sunday watering, were paid. 
Three of the Abbott-Downing carts owned by the town are 
much in need of considerable repairs; it may be necessary to 
furnish entirely new tanks; the running gear of all the carts 
owned by the town is in fair condition. The usual painting 
will be necessary. The appropriation was $17,000, and 
$14,500.66 was expended. Contracts are made with the 
owners of the teams for six months beginning May 1, and 
ending October 31. Work before May 1 and after October 
31 is paid for by the day. Scarcely any watering was 
needed in November last, and the amount unexpended is 
therefore much larger than it otherwise would have been. 
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Sidewalks. 
The kind and amount of work done on sidewalks is shown 
in the following table, which does not include the small patch- 
ing on brick and concrete sidewalks, nor the repairs of plank 


walks. 


Where plank walks have been rebuilt with old stock 


the work has been considered in the nature of repairs, and is 
not included in the table :—

Hard pine lumber, planed to an even thickness, was used in 
laying the plank walks excepting on Stedman street and a 
short piece on Beacon street, where spruce was used. An 
order has been placed for the delivery of about 60 M feet of 
hard pine lumber for use in the early spring. 

More artificial stone walks than usual have been laid this 
year. The allowance towards the cost of these walks was 
fixed at eight cents per square foot, which is practically what 
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we pay for concrete. About $500 is still due for work which 
was finished so late in the season that it was decided not to 
pay for it until it was seen how it would stand through the 
winter. It would be well, I think, not to pay for any of this 
kind of work until a year, or at least one winter has elapsed. 
It is true that the companies laying this work have given 
bonds to keep the walks in good condition for five years, but 
it is easier to deal with them before the work is paid for than 
after. 
Care of Sewers. 

The usual work of caring for the sewers, catch-basins and 
drains was done at a cost of $6,194.43. It has been the prac- 
tice until this year to charge small repairs to this appropria- 
tion, and when any considerable work was done to charge the 
cost of it to the appropriation for the construction of sewers. 

The sewer in Beacon street, on both sides of St. Paul street, 
of which I spoke a year ago, has been rebuilt at a cost of 
$3,348.73. Under the old system this would have been 
charged to “ sewers,” but it is clearly a matter of repairs, and 
has been charged to “ care of sewers,” and the sum of $2,500 
was therefore appropriated at the meeting held January 10, 
1899, in addition to the ordinary appropriation of $4,000 made 
at the annual meeting. It will probably be necessary during 
the coming year to rebuild other parts of the sewer system in 
Beacon street, and the appropriation should therefore be 
increased. For the last few years the sewers have been built 
on the “ separate” system, and it will not be surprising if the 
cost of their care «nd maintenance is largely increased. 


Collecting Ashes. 

The cost of collecting ashes and dry dirt throughout the 
town was $9,105.65, which sum includes $1,735.72 credited to 
the highway department for the use of horses, the whole cost 
of whose keeping was charged to the highway appropriation. 
The cost of this work for the last six years was as follows :—

The increase in cost is not regular and does not keep pace 
uniformly with the increase in population and _ buildings. 
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This is easily explained by the -fact that in some years more 
convenient dumping places were available than in others. 
The greater increase in the cost of the work this year is owing 
to the fact that it was necessary to double the number of 
horses after the heavy snow storms of February 1 and 
November 27, and also the fact that several parties owning 
large estates in the southerly part of the town, who formerly 
disposed of rubbish on their own grounds, have called on us to 
remove it. An order was passed early in the year requiring 
householders to use three receptacles for waste material, one 
for swill, the second for ashes and non-combustible matter, 
and the third for all other waste, most of which is of a com- 
bustible nature. It was intended to make separate collections 
and to burn all of the third class of waste. The order was 
quite generally complied with, but separate collections have 
not been made, owing to the objections raised by persons 
living near the dumping places to having fires near them. 
The idea is a good one, but to successfully carry it out, it 
will be necessary to build suitable furnaces, with tall smoke- 
stacks, in which the combustible material may be burned. 
During the summer months the amount of ashes collected is 
not sufficient to cover the other refuse, which is frequently 
carried by the wind to places quite remote from the dumps. 
Fires have often been started, the smoke from which is a 
most intolerable nuisance, and the fire department has been 
frequently called to extinguish them. The whole subject is 
one which merits the most serious consideration. 


Sundries. 

Sundry work in connection with building new sewers was 
done, and the cost, amounting to $113.59, was charged to the 
appropriation for sewers. 

Sundry other work in connection with repairs of public 
buildings, the care of Town Hall, hay scales, etc., was done, 
and the cost, amounting to $230.74, was charged to the proper 
appropriations. 

The inventory of property belonging to the department 
will be filed with the Town Accountant.

In addition to the making of surveys and record plans of 
the streets which have been accepted, much time has been de- 
voted to the preparation of designs and estimates of cost of 
proposed street improvements, the proposed Boylston-street 
widening being the one to which a very large amount of time 
has been given. 
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I desire to call your attention to several street improvements 
which I think are almost certain to be needed in the near 
future, and on which real estate improvements are either in 
progress, or are likely to be entered upon very soon, that will 
greatly enhance the cost of any future alteration. In nearly 
all the cases mentioned, construction work could be very well 
deferred, probably for several years, if the width essential for 
future needs can be secured while the lands are comparatively 
unoccupied. | 

The most important case I have in mind is Pleasant street, — 
which is only 40 feet wide. Itis being rapidly built up and 
yet is destined, from its location, to become one of our most 
important thoroughfares, probably requiring a street-car loca- 
tion, if the proposed bridge over Charles River authorized by 
Chapter 315 of the Acts of 1896, should be constructed. If 
this bridge should be built, the very great importance of 
Pleasant street in the system of streets converging at Coolidge’s’ 
Corner will be very apparent to anyone who will take the 
trouble to study a general map of the region. 

Heath street between Chestnut Hill road and the Newton 
line is much travelled, especially the part near the Cemetery ; 
much of it is less than thirty feet in width and in parts it is 
rapidly being built up. 

Freeman street between Essex street and Pleasant street, 
a private way forty feet wide, has been closely built up in part 
on the southerly side, and is already fifty feet wide west of 
Pleasant street. If this street were widened and extended to 
Carlton street, it would form a way of first class importance, 
connecting Longwood and the Babcock Hill district. 

Dudley street from Warren street westerly, Pound street, 
and Carlton street between Beacon street and Ivy street, are 
all streets upon which there has been considerable recent im- 
provement of the abutting property, and are all evidently too 
narrow for future needs. In the case of Dudley street, it is 
too narrow for the present travel, at times. 

While perhaps, strictly speaking, not in the province of the 
writer, he desires to call the attention of your board and the 
town to some features of the Beacon-street boulevard which 
have come under his observation. It is already evident, with 
its great area of road surface, that the character of the trees 
upon the street are to have a very important bearing upon its 
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appearance, as well as upon the comfort of the travelling pub- 
lic and of the persons residing upon it. As constructed, the 
car tracks occupy a strip of land about fifteen feet wide in the 
center of the car location, which has a width of thirty feet, 
all of which is laid down to grass. In about the center of 
the seven and one-half feet strip on either side of the tracks 
are set the trees and all poles for carrying wires, cables, span 
wires, etc. The trees in the planting spaces next to the side- 
walks are doing very well indeed, but those near the car loca- 
tion, although still comparatively small, are already suffering 
by coming in contact with the wires attached to poles set in 
the same line as the trees, and worse still, by the pruning which 
they receive at the hands of the linemen. It is practicably im- 
possible to obtain shapely trees, or those of any considerable 
size under the existing conditions, and it becomes a question 
of allowing those conditions to continue, or of taking the 
necessary steps to correct them. As to the wisdom of the 
latter course, I think there can be no question. 

The proposed result can be accomplished by placing under 
ground absolutely all wires and cables suspended in the line 
of the trees, or by moving one row of trees about five feet into 
the bridle path, and by then spreading the tracks so that 
a Single line of poles set between them shall carry all wires, 
cables, lamps, bracket arms, etc., as is the case on Huntington 
avenue, but with the advantage that the trees, during the 
summer season at least, will conceal much of the ugliness of 
the poles. 

As a rule, the present trees are capable of being safely moved 
by taking sufficient pains, but if the work is much longer de- 
ferred they will become too large to be changed. It is true, of 
course, that new trees can be set out, but we shall lose the 
advantage of trees already partly grown. _ 

It does not appear to me that the diminution of the width of 
the bridle path from twenty feet to fifteen feet, considering the 
extent to which it is used, is a very strong argument against 
the proposed change, although it is clear that such an import- 
ant alteration of the avenue should not be undertaken until it 
has been very carefully considered. 


Sewers and Surface-Water Drains. 


The rapid growth of the town has made necessary about. the 
usual amount of sewer and drain construction, the details of 
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which are given in the appended table. The practice adopted 
in 1879, of contracting for the labor, and of the town furnish- 
ing the materials, has been followed. 

When the town first began to lay sewers, about thirty years 
since, it was the almost universal practice to make them of 
sufficient size to take away both surface water and sewage. 
Some years later, when it became evident that the whole sewer 
flow, save that which passed into Charles River at St. Mary’s 
street, during storms, etc., would have to be conveyed at great 
cost to the harbor front and there pumped through the tunnel 
to the Moon Island outfall, the plan was adoped of laying the 
‘separate system sewers,” 7. e. those for sewage only, wherever 
possible, and a second system of drains for surface water, dis- 
charging it into the nearest watercourse. The result is, that 
our present system is a mixture of the two, and in parts is 
likely at first glance to appear inexplicable to a stranger, in 
consequence of the effort which has been made to make the 
transition from the combined and mixed systems tothat which 
shall be absolutely “separate,”’ as inexpensively as possible. 
That the necessities of the Metropolitan system and the Boston 
Main Drainage system, both of which are now employed to 
dispose of our sewage, will compel the change before many 
years, I consider is more than probable. 

When the time arrives for the complete change in system 
which I anticipate, many of our present sewers will be trans- 
formed into storm-water conduits, and smaller size new sewers 
laid parallel with them for house drainage. House connec- 
tions will have to be changed from the present sewers to the 
new ones, and wherever the plumbing in buildings has been 
arranged to take roof or yard water, as it has to a very con- 
siderable extent, such changes will need to be made in it as 
will convey the water to the proper channel. 

In view of the above, I think that the ultimate cost and 
annoyance incidental to changing over from one system to the 
other will be greatly reduced, if, in those districts where sur- 
face drainage is needed and an outlet is available, it were put 
in at the same time as the sewers. | 

The study for the “* High Level Sewer,” etc., referred to in 
my last report, [understand has been completed and is now in 
the hands of the printer. 
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A good deal of work has been done during the year upon 
the office sewer plans, the need of which was mentioned last 
year. Much remains to be done inorder to get them into such 
shape as will make it possible to give the public full informa- 
tion, at a moment’s notice, regarding the drainage facilities 
of any building lot in town. 

An important piece of repair work was done last summer on 
the trunk sewer in Beacon street east of St. Paul street. The 
engineers of the West End Land Company, who had charge of 
the work of widening Beacon street, found at this point a 
deposit of mud nearly fifty feet deep. In the course of the 
street construction, the pocket was filled with gravel, which 
had the effect of displacing most of the mud, and later on a 
40"x60" brick sewer was built on pile foundations in the 
gravel filling and through which the piling was driven. 

After its completion, the street, at this place, continued to 
settle for several years, carrying with it the sewer and its 
foundation, so that finally the sewer formed a sump, from three 
to four feet below its former level, in which the heavier parts 
of the sewage tended to lodge, and from which it was very 
difficult to remove it. 

The sewer was rebuilt at its original elevation, the old 
foundation being utilized for the reason that the street does 
not appear to be settling, and further, that it seemed extremely 
improbable that any foundation could be built at this point 
which could resist the tendency to settle of this enormous 
bank of gravel. The cost of the work was $3,516.67. 


Assessors’ Plans. 


Less time has been given to this work than previously in 
consequence of more urgent work. ‘Ten new sheets have been 
completed, making a total of sixty-eight completed out of a 
total of about seventy-five which will be needed to cover the 
entire town. A part of the remaining sheets are well ad- 
vanced. 

Bridges. 

The structural parts of all bridges for which the town is 
responsible are in good condition, excepting the lower flanges 
of the I beams of the Washington-street Bridge, for the pro- 
tection of which some action should be taken in the early 
spring. The skew-back brick which were intended, and did in 
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a measure protect the bottoms of the beams, are being gradu- 
ally dislodged by the jar of the street traffic and passing trains, 
and in falling are liable to produce serious injury to persons 
passing beneath the bridge. In consequence of this danger, 
all of the skew-back brick over the tracks have recently been 
removed. 


Park Maintenance. 


The work of maintenance, as has been the case for several 
years, has been in the immediate charge of Mr. David H. 
Sheehan, and the new construction in that of the Town 
Engineer. 

In consequence of the maintenance work becoming more 
widely scattered than formerly it was found necessary to 
furnish Mr. Sheehan with a horse and buggy during the busy 
season. 

The grounds about the Runkle School have been improved 
by grading, draining, and building a substantial iron pipe 
fence for the protection of persons using the entrance drive. 

A substantial, well-painted fence has been built on the 
westerly line of the Cabot School lot, and the land adjacent 
graded and planted. 

The easterly and westerly lines of the Boylston-street 
Primary School lot and the rear of the Thomas Parsons 
School lot have been fenced. 

The coal-tar concrete area about the Heath-street School- 
house has been skim-coated and extended. 

The park drives have been kept up as heretofore by the 
frequent appplication of one-half inch broken stone, as the 
appropriation did not warrant the more extensive repairs 
advised in my last report. [am of the opinion, suggested at 
that time, that a more extensive system of repair is at times 
desirable. 


Lonewoop Priayerounp. The appropriation of $1,000 for 
this work was entirely expended in making up to grade again 
parts of this ground which had already been graded several 
times. The walk which surrounds the ground and the narrow 
belt of land between it and the property line, are in better 
shape than ever before, the latter having been planted. The 
central part of the ground, although up to grade when the 
work was done early in the season, has settled considerably 
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in places. I think it can be safely left for a year or two, how- 
ever, before doing any additional work upon it. 

The original design for this work, and the grading as carried 
out, have had in contemplation the flooding in winter of the 
central area for skating purposes, but in order to do this it 
will be necessary to extend the covered brook channel which 
passes through the Playground, to St. Paul street, at an 
estimated cost of $2,300.00. It should be stated, however, 
that the proposed drain will form a part of the surface 
drainage system of the town, and that its construction will 
soon become necessary for other reasons than those cited above. 


Flag Staff. 


A special appropriation of $400.00 was made at the last 
annual town meeting for the purpose of erecting a staff in the 
Cypress-street Playground, and some time later a contract was 
made with the Boston Spar Company for doing the work for the 
amount appropriated. As the top mast of the former staff 
was found to be in fairly good condition, and that by using it 
it was possible to keep within the appropriation and secure a 
much larger and finer Oregon pine lower mast, it was accord- 
ingly done. The lower mast is about 89 feet long, the top 
mast about 57 feet, and as set up the staff is about 128 feet 
high. 

Longwood-avenue Bridge. 


Save the delays in obtaining materials, this work was in 
a constant state of progress to January Ist, 1899. On the 
bridge proper, there was laid during the year about 3,250 cubic 
yards concrete masonry, about 2,250 cubic yards of granite 
masonry of various classes, about 200 cubic yards brick 
masonry, about 1,600 cubic yards of gravel filling and 2,000 
cubic yards of cinders filling furnished and placed, beside the 
smaller matters of centering, plastering, water-proofing, filling 
the bridge approaches, etc. 

The arch above the railroad was completed October 31st, 
and the main arch September 8th. The centering of the former 
was removed Noy. 13th, and it is gratifying to be able to 
announce that the amount of settlement was so small as to be 
incapable of measurement, although in many cases with 
arches of this span it amounts to an inch or more. It is

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proposed to leave the centering of the main arch in place until 
spring in order that the mortar with which the masonry is 
laid, shall have had as much time to harden as possible, before 
it shall be subjected to its normal compressive load of about 
twelve tons per square foot. 

Inasmuch as the load per square foot upon the foundation 
soil is very large, considering the character of the soil, various 
plans for reducing it to a minimum, such, for instance, as 
hollow masonry in place of gravel filling, were studied. It 
was finally decided to use cinders in place of gravel over the 
abutments, as it is a material which weighs only about half as 
much as gravel, and its use would reduce the unit load on the 
foundation about 500 pounds per square foot. 

The soil under the west abutment is now carrying as much 
load as it will ever be called upon to do, and the abutment 
itself as yet has developed no signs of weakness. As the 
character of the soil and the amount of loading is practically ' 
the same in the other foundations, it is at least a hopeful 
indication that the others will be equally satisfactory. 

The filling of the bridge approaches and over the arches 
was begun as soon as the work on the masonry would permit, 
and was completed so that the avenue was opened again to 
public travel December 28th, 1898, that date being four days 
inside of the contract requirement. The former bridge was 
closed to teaming traffic April 21st, 1897. 

The temporary foot-bridge over the tracks of the Boston 
and Albany railroad was removed at once on the opening of 
the new structure. 

The remaining work consists of removing the center of the 
main arch and the supporting piling, setting of coping stone, 
cleaning and pointing the masonry, setting curbstone, paving 
and cross-walks, macadamizing the roadway, laying the per- 
manent walks, building a flight of steps into the bank on the 
Boston side, grading and planting in the Parkway, etc. Most 
of this work can be taken up in the early spring, but some of 
it should be deferred until mid-summer, at least, in order that 
the filling shall have had sufficient time to settle.

If all the buildings had been built for which permits were 
granted the number of brick buildings would have been in- 
creased to forty, and the number of wood and frame buildings 
to one hundred and forty-one, making an increase of cost over 
the figures given above of $280,000.

The number of brick buildings built the past year has been 
less by 88 than the year before; the number of wood and 
frame buildings, less by 18. The cost of buildings built in

The Inspector of Buildings has received for plumbers’ 
licenses five dollars and fifty cents, which has been passed to 
the Treasurer.

REPORT OF THE INSPECTOR OF PLUMBING. 


OFFICE OF THE INSPECTOR OF BUILDINGS, 
TOWN HALL, BROOKLINE, Mass., January 31, 1899. 


Mr. Wm. KK. Melcher, Inspector of Buildings : — 

Dear Sir, — I herewith submit the following report for the 
year ending January 31, 1899. 

The whole number of permits granted to do plumbing was 
288. Of this number fifty-one were for brick and stone 
buildings, one hundred and twenty-nine were for wood and 
frame buildings, sixty-four were for additions and repairs, 
and fifty-two were for improving the drainage. 

The aggregate cost of the above plumbing was $139,670, a 
decrease from last year of $7,350. 

Number of visits of inspection, 1,020. 

Number of water tests, 274. 

Apart from the operation of the change in the law relating 
to rain-water conductors which went into effect on March 8, 
1898, and the amendment of section 75 exempting certain 
traps from back-venting, the purpose of which was fully ex- 
plained in my last annual report, there is little new to 
record in this department. 

An innovation of the year has been the introduction of gal- 
vanized wrought-iron pipe for plumbing ventilation. The 
results obtained have been fairly satisfactory. While it is not 
as durable as the heavier grades of cast-iron pipe, it has other 
advantages which are generally known and which to some 
extent make up for this deficiency. It has become an impor- 
tant factor in back-venting, and is likely to continue so. 

In connection with the above I would mention a new inven- 
tion, consisting of a series of special castings or fittings de- 
signed to meet any requirement of back-venting, known as 
“Temple back” vent fittings, which, in many respects, is a 
great improvement over the ordinary methods. The chief 
merits of this system are that the number of leaded and 
caulked joints required are very much less than by any other 
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method, and that very much of the objectionable cutting of 
walls, studs and partitions may be avoided. It is certainly 
worthy of investigation by those intending to build, or who 
are interested in house sanitation. 

Aside from the fact that in several instances certain traps 
were not back-vented, advantage being taken of the law 
hereinbefore referred to— a practice considered by some 
experts to impair their efficiency — the quality of the work 
performed compares favorably with that of the past few years. 

Several minor and a few serious violations of the law have 
occurred during the year. The necessary changes having 
been made, no legal steps were taken.

The licenses 
of four master plumbers and two journeymen plumbere have 
been renewed as required by statute. 

The amount of fees collected for plumbers’ licenses for the 
year is $5.50, and said sum has been paid into the town 
treasury as required by law.

AN ACT 


RELATIVE TO THE LICENSING OF GAS-FITTERS AND THE SUPERVISION OF 
GAS-FITTING IN THE TOWN OF BROOKLINE. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives in General 
Court assembled, and by the authority of the same, as follows :— 


SECTION 1. Noperson, firm or corporation shall engage in the business 
of gas-fitting or the installation or repair of gas fixtures in buildings in 
the town of Brookline, and no journeyman shall work at said business 
in the said town unless licensed therefor in accordance with the pro- 
visions of this act; but this section shall not take effect until ninety days 
after the acceptance of this act by said town. 

The word ‘journeyman,’ as used herein, means one who personally 
does any gas-fitting, or any work in connection therewith, which would 
be subject to inspection under this act. 

SECTION 2. There shall be a board of three examiners selected as fol- 
lows: The first a member of the board of health, designated by said 
board; the second, the inspector of buildings in said town; the third, a 
person holding no other office, to be appointed by the board of health; 
he shall be a practical gas-fitter of at least five years’ continuous experi- 
ence, lasting up to the time of his appointment. The first and third 
members shall be chosen within thirty days after the acceptance of this 
act, for a term ending on the first day of May following their appoint- 
ment, and thereafter annually. The first and second members shall 
receive no compensation. The third member shall be paid for his 
services by the said town at a rate not exceeding. five dollars for each day 
of actual service, and at the same rate for any fraction of aday. The 
said third member shall be entitled to receive a license under this act 
without fee or examination. As soon as may be after their appointment 
the members of the said board shall organize by the selection of a chair- 
man and clerk; and shall designate times and places for the examination 
of applicants for licenses. 

SECTION 3. Any person desiring to engage in the said business, or any 
person desiring to labor at it as a journeyman, shall make application to 
the inspector of buildings for a license, and he shall thereupon be exam- 
ined as to his qualifications by the said board, such examination to include 
some kind of practical test; and if he be found competent the said board 
shall so certify to the said inspector and the said inspector shall issue a 
license to him: provided, that he first registers with the said inspector 
his name, residence, place of business and license number, and pays 
the license fee. | 

In case of a firm or corporation the examination and licensing of one 
member of the tirm or the manager of the corporation, shall satisfy the 
requirements of this act. A license may at any time be revoked by the 
said board. It shall continue in force until so revoked, but it shall not 
be transferable. 
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SecTION 4. The fee for a license under this act shall be two dollars 
for any employer, firm or corporation, and fifty cents for a journeyman. 


Secrion 5. Any person, firm or corporation holding a license under 
chapter two hundred and sixty-five of the acts of the year eighteen 
hundred and ninety-seven shall be entitled to receive a license under this 
act, without fee or examination, upon registering with the inspector of 
buildings as provided in section three. 


SrecTION 6. The board of health of said town shall appoint as many 
inspectors of gas fitting and gas fixture installation in buildings as they 
may deem necessary from time to time. The compensation of the 
inspectors shall be determined by said board of health, subject to the 
approval of the town, and such inspectors shall hold office until removed 
by the board of health. 

Said inspectors shall inspect all new work relating to gas piping and 
gas fittings and fixtures in new and old buildings within said town, 
and shall report to the board of health all violations of this act or of any 
act, by-law or regulation relating to gas fixtures which now exists or 
may hereafter be enacted or made, and they shall also perform such 
other appropriate duties as may be required of them by said board of 
health. No inspector shall inspect or approve any work done by himself 
or by any person by whom he is employed or who is employed by him. 


SECTION 7. In new work done after the acceptance of this act in said 
town, gas pipes shall not be covered or concealed from view until they 
have been approved by one of said inspectors, who shall examine the 
same within two working days after notice that such pipes are ready for 
inspection; and such new pipes shall not be used until the same and the 
fixtures attached thereto have been tested by the person doing the work 
in the presence of one or more of said inspectors, by some test approved 
by said inspector or inspectors. 


SECTION 8. Every person licensed under the provisions of this act 
shall display his license number conspicuously at his place of business. 


SECTION 9. After the acceptance of this act as hereinafter provided, 
no building in said town shall be piped or fitted for gas, and no gas 
fixtures shall be placed in any building, nor shall any repairs be made 
upon any such piping or fixtures, unless a permit shall be granted there-. 
for by the inspector of buildings. Applications for such permits shall 
be made only by persons licensed as aforesaid, and they shall contain a 
full statement of the situation of the building, the name and address of 
the owner, of the work to be done and the materials to. be used; and, if 
the inspector so requires, a plan of the work contemplated. It shall be 
lawful, however, for persons licensed as aforesaid to make necessary 
repairs without a permit, in the case of leaks or breaks requiring imme- 
diate attention; but in such cases a report signed by the person making 
the repairs shall be filed in the office of the inspector of buildings within 
forty-eight hours after the repairs were made, stating the nature of the 
leak or break, and, in detail, the extent of the repairs made and the 
manner of making the same. 
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All materials used and work performed under the provisions of this 
section shall be subject to such regulations as now exist or may here- 
after be made by the board of health of said town. 

Nothing in this section shall apply to the taking off or replacing of the 
ordinary gas burner or tip. 


SECTION 10. No gas pipe which may be put in any building in said 
town shall be let into the timbers, beams, or girders unless the same is 
placed within thirty-six inches of the end of said timber, beam or girder, 
and in no building shall the pipes be let into the timbers, beams or 
girders more than two inches in depth. No pipes from which fixtures 
are to be suspended shall be run on the under side of the timbers, except 
when the boarding runs diagonally with respect to said timbers, in 
which case they shall be firmly secured to the timbers. No person shall 
disconnect or remove any gas meter except the representative of the gas 
company owning such meter. 


SECTION 11. All gas brackets shall be placed at least three feet below 
any ceiling or wood work, unless the same is properly protected by a 
shield, in which case the distance shall not be less than eighteen inches. 
Nothing in this act shall be construed to affect the operations of any gas 
company upon its own premises, or with respect to its mains or service 
pipes. 

SECTION 12. The board of health of saidtown may, by said inspectors, 
from time to time, as it deems proper, inspect the gas fixtures and 
appliances in any building, and shall make such regulations relating 
thereto as it deems that the public health and safety require, and the 
owner of such building shall comply with such regulations. 


SECTION 18. Any person violating any provision of this act or any 
ordinance, by-law, rule or regulation made thereunder, shall be deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor, and shall be subject to a fine not exceeding one 
hundred dollars for every such violation; andif such person has received 
a license under this act his license may be revoked by the board of health 
of said town; and if the license is revoked no new license shall be issued 
to him until the expiration of one year from the date of such revocation. 


SECTION 14. The said inspector of buildings shall annually make a 
full report in detail to said town of all his proceedings under this act 
during the year, and shal] include therein a report of the board of 
examiners appointed under this act, giving their proceedings during the 
year. 


SECTION 15. This act shall take effect upon its passage so far as to 
allow said town to vote upon the acceptance of the same, but it shall not 
take full effect until it has been accepted. by a vote of two-thirds of the 
voters of said town voting thereon at a meeting duly called for the pur- 
pose.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF HEALTH. 


OFFICE OF THE BOARD OF HEALTH, } 
BROOKLINE, Mass., January 31, 1899. 

The following report, prepared by the Agent of the Board, 
is respectfully submitted. 

The board organized with Horace James as chairman. 
George F. Joyce was appointed clerk; H. Lincoln Chase, M. 
D., agent; Michael Duffley, sanitary agent; Frederick H. 
Osgood, M. R. C. V.8., veterinary inspector and inspector of 
milk, also inspector of animals and provisions; Willard E. 
Ward, disinfector. 

Licenses were granted to J. C. Barthelmes, C. A. Bryant, 
W. H. McManus, J. J. O'Day, Mrs. T. F.O’Day and E. Smyth, 
as funeral undertakers. 

A license to collect grease and bones was granted to P. 
McCarthy ; and licenses to collect junk were granted to W. T. 
Carroll, M. Hughes, J. Lynch, T. J. McGarry and James 
Murnaghan. 

The usual orders relating to dangerous infectious diseases 
and to other matters connected with the public health were 
passed and are appended to this report. 

During the year ending December 31, 1898, there were 
reported to the board 17 cases of scarlet fever, 23 cases of 
diphtheria, 23 cases of typhoid fever and 104 cases of measles, 
occurring as follows :—

There were two deaths during the year from scarlet fever, 
three from diphtheria, two from typhoid fever, two from 
measles, eleven from whooping cough, and seventeen from 
consumption. 

The number of deaths from all causes between January 1st, 
1898, and December 31st, 1898, inclusive, was 264, as against 
220 in 1897, 239 in 1896, and 254 in 1895. Deducting the still 
births, 13 in number, leaves 251 deaths during the year. With 
a population of 19,228, as estimated by Dr. 8. W. Abbott, 
Secretary of the State Board of Health, who based his esti- 
mate upon the increase from 1890 to 1895, census years, 251 
deaths gives a mortality of 13.05 per one thousand inhabitants 
- for 1898. 

When it is remembered that this number of deaths includes, 
as is usual in the reports of this board, those of several resi- 
dents who died away from home, and also of several non- 
residents who died while temporarily sojourning in Brookline, 
the mortality the past year, though higher than that of the 
previous year, cannot be considered a high one. 


* No record kept of Typhoid Fever cases until 1882. 
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The number of births during the year was 452, as against 
426 in 1897, and 389 in 1896. 

The laws in regard to vaccination have been well observed, 
and there have been no cases of small-pox. 

It will be seen by reference to the first table that neither 
scarlet fever nor diphtheria has been epidemic the past year, 
and it was therefore not found necessary to make daily medical 
inspections of the schools. Nine diphtheria patients, who 
could not be properly isolated at home, were admitted to the 
Board of Health Hospital, and, with one exception, all 
recovered. 

By reference to the second table it will be seen that scarlet 
fever and diphtheria were very much less prevalent than for 
several years past, while the reverse was true of typhoid fever. 
At no time, however, was there a typhoid epidemic, the largest 
number of cases reported in any one month being six, five of 
which are known to have been contracted at Montauk Point 
and other places away from home. As each case of typhoid 
fever is reported a systematic effort is made by the board to 
discover, if possible, the source of the infection. In August 
and September the board, and especially Dr. Osgood, its 
Inspector of Milk, took prompt action to discover the cause of 
the threatened epidemic of typhoid fever in the village and 
elsewhere, following up every clue that could be discovered. 
The result of their thorough investigation was satisfactory, 
-and adequate measures were at once adopted to protect the 
public health. 

The unusually large number of deaths from whooping 
cough, eleven, shows it is not always the trivial ailment some 
persons seem to consider it. Much more might be done 
toward preventing its spread if all parents of school children 
and all teachers would conscientiously comply with the order 
of the board forbidding school attendance by children having 
whooping cough. 

The number of deaths from consumption, seventeen, shows 
a gratifying decrease when compared with other years. The 
vital importance as a preventative, as well as a curative 
measure, of the earliest possible recognition by the bacteriologi- 
cal test of this too common disease, and the removal of the pa- 
tient, as early as possible, from the climatic and other conditions 
in which he or she contracted it, to a more favorable climate

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and surroundings, cannot be over-estimated ; and the oppor- 
tunity for even the very poor is now offered by the Common- 
wealth of Massachusetts in the recently opened and very suc- 
cessful sanitarium for such patients at Rutland, in central 
Massachusetts. 

The bacteriological test for making an early and accurate 
diagnosis in typhoid, the so-called Widal reaction, arranged 
for by the board with Dr. Richard C. Cabot the previous year, 
was made use of in many cases by the physicians of the town, 
and with most valuable results. Not the least advantage 
from this test is the detection of light or “ walking” cases of 
typhoid fever, the class of cases most dangerous to the public 
health, because able to go about more or less, sometimes 
spreading the disease by engaging in the milk business. 

The free bacteriological examinations provided by the board 
for the early diagnosis of diphtheria and consumption have 
been even more extensively availed of than in the previous 
year, and with great benefit to both patients and their families. 
Until February 1st, 1899, these examinations were made by 
Dr. Harold C. Ernst and his assistant, in Boston, it not seem- 
ing practicable before that time for the board to establish its 
own laboratory. The obvious advantages of a local laboratory, 
among others the securing of earlier reports from diphtheria 
diagnosis examinations, are so great that the board took the 
necessary steps, and on February Ist, 1899, had its laboratory 
in operation, having appointed Dr. Francis P. Denny as 
bacteriologist on January 30th, 1899. 

To facilitate the making of these tests by physicians, 
diphtheria culture outfits and sputum bottles will be con- 
stantly kept on hand at the drug-stores of Messrs. Young & 
Brown, Harvard square, and A. J. Hayman, Beacon and Park 
streets. At six o’clock each evening all cultures made during 
the day are taken to the laboratory by a messenger. About 
nine the following morning the bacteriologist telephones his 
reports to the respective physicians. By this arrangement a 
physician receives his report six or eight hours earlier than 
before the local laboratory was established; a very important 
advantage to the patient and the household. 

Formaldehyde disinfection of rooms, bedding, etc., after 
scarlet fever and diphtheria has been continued and proves 
to be very effective. After cases of these two diseases the 
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disinfection is done by the disinfector appointed by the board, 
and is done free of expense where the householder is unable 
to pay for it. During the year ending January 31st, 1899, 
disinfection has been done after twenty-five cases of diphtheria, 
ten cases of scarlet fever, and by special request, after seven- 
teen other cases of infectious disease, for example, consump- 
tion and measles. 

Early in the summer the board authorized the preparation 
by its agent of a circular of general rules for the management 
of infants during the hot season, and the distribution of 
several hundred copies of it by the police in such parts of the 
town as it was believed would benefit most by them. This was 
done not because of any epidemic, but because most of the 
dangerous diarrhoeal diseases of children, and especially in 
the hot months, are primarily due to improper feeding and 
lack of general sanitation. These circulars were everywhere 
well received, and it is hoped were of assistance to mothers in 
preventing much suffering. 

Intermittent fever (malaria) seems to have been considerably 
less prevalent than in the previous few years, and it is believed 
this may be attributed, in part, to the draining of certain 
districts. 

The securing of greater cleanliness and tidiness of side- 
walks, streets and yards (especially back-yards) has had the 
attention of the board, and among other measures adopted, 
suitable rubbish barrels have been placed by the Superinten- 
dent of Streets in a number of places in need of them. A 
circular in the interest of greater cleanliness of sidewalks, 
streets and yards was also prepared and distributed to every 
house in town. In its efforts for this improvement of our 
town, the board earnestly asks for the help of all the citizens, 
and especially of the school children. 

Notices of the order directed against the spitting nuisance 
in street cars, on sidewalks and in certain other public places 
have been conspicuously posted by the police, and already 
improvement is noticeable. 

Kitchen garbage was removed the past year as heretofore 
by a contractor, who sold most of it to out-of-town farmers. 
More sanitary systems of garbage disposal continue to receive 
the attention of the board. 
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The appreciation of the value as a health measure of fre- 
quent bathing continues to be shown by the experience at our 
Public Bath-House, where over 46,000 baths were taken the 
past year, a good increase over the attendance of the pre- 
vious year. 

Before closing this report the agent of the board wishes to 
thank the physicians of the town, and the many other persons, 
whether town officers or private citizens, who have assisted 
him in his work, some with professional services, some with 
gifts of books for the Board of Health Hospitals, others with 
information or valuable suggestions, and nearly all, when 
possible, with their cheerful co-operation. 

The appropriation required by the Health Department for 
1899 is $19,000, based on the following estimate, compared

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[Acts of 1884, Chapter 98. | 
AN ACT CONCERNING CONTAGIOUS DISEASES. 


SECTION 1. [As amended by Act of 1890, Chapter 102.] When a 
householder knows that a person within his family or house is sick with 
small-pox, diphtheria, scarlet fever, or any other infectious or conta- 
gious disease dangerous to the public health, he shall immediately give 
notice thereof to the Board of Health of the city or town in which he 
dwells, and upon the death, recovery or removal of such person, such of 
the rooms of said house and suchof the articles therein as, in the opinion 
of the Board of Health, have been subjected to infection or contagion 
shall be disinfected by such householder to the satisfaction of said Board 
of Health.* Any person neglecting or refusing to comply with either of 
the above provisions shall be punished by a fine not exceeding one hun- 
dred dollars. 


Secr. 2. When a physician knows that a person whom he is called to 
visit, is infected with small-pox, diphtheria, scarlet fever, or any other 
disease dangerous to the public health, he shall immediately give notice 
thereof to the Selectmen or Board of Health of the town; and if he 
refuses or neglects to give such notice, he shall forfeit for each offence 
not less than fifty nor more than two hundred dollars. 


Stct. 3. The Boards of Health in the several cities and towns shall 
cause a record to be kept of all reports received in pursuance of the pre- 
ceding sections, and such record shall contain the names of all persons 
who are sick, the localities in which they live, the diseases with which 
they are affected, together with the date and names of the persons report- 
ing any such cases. The Board of Health shall give the School Commit- 
tee immediate information of all cases of contagious diseases reported 
to them according to the provisions of this act. 


Sect.4. The Secretary of the Commonwealth shall furnish the 
Boards of Health with blank books for the record of cases of contagious 
diseases as above provided. 


[The Board of Health considers small-pox, scarlet fever, measles, 
diphtheria, membranous croup, cholera, typhus fever and typhoid fever 
to come within the meaning of sections one and two of the above, but 
disinfection after measles and typhoid is not insisted upon. } 


EXTRACTS FROM THE PUBLIC STATUTES CONCERNING 
VACCINATION. 


CuaP. 80, Secor. 51. Parents and guardians shall cause their children 
and wards to be vaccinated before they attain the age of two years, and 
revaccinated when the Selectmen or Mayor and Aldermen shall, after five 
years from the last vaccination, require it. For every year’s neglect the 
party offending shall forfeit five dollars. 

CuaP. 80, Secr. 53. Towns shall furnish the means of vaccination to 
such of their inhabitants as are unable to pay for the same. 

CuHapP. 47, Sect. 9. The School Committee shall not allow a child who 
has not been duly vaccinated to be admitted to or connected with the 
public schools. 

[Application for vaccination, by persons who are unable to pay for it, 
may be made to any member of the board or to its clerk or agent. | 


*In Brookline disinfection after scarlet fever and diphtheria is in al] cases done by the 
Board of Health, and is done free of expense where the householder is unable to pay for it. 
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ORDERS OF THE BOARD OF HEALTH. 


1. Ordered, That no child be allowed to attend school from any house- 
hold in which there is or has been a case of scarlet fever, measles or 
diphtheria until the following conditions have been complied with, 
namely, that six weeks shall have passed from the commencement of the 
last case in the household if scarlet fever; two weeks shall have passed 
after the disappearance of the eruption, if measles; and if diphtheria, 
two weeks shall have elapsed from the date of the second suecessive 
negative bacteriological culture. Any pupil coming from such household 
shall be required to present to his or her teacher, a certificate from the 
attending physician, or the Board of Health, or its agent, stating the 
facts necessary to entitle the pupil to readmission, in accordance with 
this order. 


2. Ordered, That no child who has visited a house in which there was 
at the time a case of scarlet fever shall attend school until the expiration 
of two weeks following exposure, unless he has already had that disease. 


3. Ordered, That no child ill with whooping-cough be allowed to attend 
school, and further, that no child from a household in which there is a 
case of whooping cough shall continue in school, unless he or she has 
already had that disease. 


4. Ordered, That no child from any house where there is a case of 
scarlet fever or diphtheria, shall be allowed to mingle with persons from 
any other house, until after the removal, recovery or death of the patient 
and the disinfection of the premises. 


5. Ordered, That every house infected with diphtheria, scarlet fever 
or small-pox, shall have affixed on or near the front door a card, furnished 
by the Board of Health, stating the disease to be avoided, and any 
unauthorized person removing such card shall be liable to a fine not 
exceeding $100. 


6. Ordered, That the clerk of the Board of Health be directed to 
notify the Trustees of the Public Library of the existence of any case 
of contagious disease as soon as reported. 


7. Ordered, That such rooms and such articles in any house, as in the 
opinion of the Board of Health have been subjected to infection or con- 
tagion from small-pox, scarlet fever or diphtheria, shall be disinfected 
by the board. The attending physician or the agent of the board shall 
decide in each case as to the proper time for disinfecting, and shall then 
notify the board; but in no case of scarlet fever shall disinfection be 
done in less than four weeks from the commencement of the last case in 
the house (except by special permit of the agent of the board); in 
diphtheria disinfection shall be done after two successive negative 
bacteriological cultures; and in all cases a certificate of the attending 
physician shall be required, stating that all danger of infection has 
passed, said certificate in case of diphtheria to be based on the result of 
bacteriological examinations. 


8. Ordered, That no public funeral shall be held over the remains of 
any person who has died of small-pox, scarlet fever or diphtheria, unless 
the written permit of the Board of Health has been obtained, and under 
such regulations as may prevent the spread of disease. Ordered, further, 
that the remains of any person who has died from one of said diseases 
shall at once be placed in a tight or sealed coftin, and shall not thereafter 
be disturbed except for burial. 


9. Ordered, That the undertakers of the town be notified to warn 
families, in the case of the death of a member from contagious disease, 
against a public funeral. 


10. Ordered, That circulars suggesting means for preventing the 


spread of scarlet fever and diphtheria be sent to every house in which a 
case of said fever or diphtheria shall be reported. 
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11. Ordered, That no person infected with diphtheria, membranous 
croup or scarlet fever, shall leave the Board of Health Hospitals until the 
Board of Health or its agent shall find and certify that all danger of 
communicating such disease has passed. 


12. Ordered, That no persons other than patients, physicians and 
nurses, shall enter the Board of Health Hospitals, except with the special 
permission of the board, or of its agent. 


13. Ordered, That in case of death, where the deceased had not been 
attended by a practicing physician, the certificate of death shall be issued 
by the Medical Examiner. 


14. Ordered, That no dead body of any person shall be carried to any 
cemetery, or from one place to another within the town, in any public 
vehicle other than a hearse or undertaker’s wagon provided for that 
purpose. 


15. The Board of Health hereby adjudges that the use of ‘wall 
draperies”? at funerals is a source of filth and cause of sickness, and it 
is therefore Ordered, That the use of ‘‘ wall draperies” in any room or 
place used for a funeral or for the preparation or retention of any 
human body before or in connection with such funeral, be and the same 
is hereby forbidden. 


16. Ordered, That no person shall spit upon the floor of any public 
conveyance, shop, store, hall, church, school-house, railroad station, or 
other public building in said town, or upon the steps of any of said 
conveyances or buildings, or upon the sidewalk (spitting into the gutter 
or street is not forbidden) of any public way in said town. 


17. Ordered, That no person or corporation shall keep, or allow to be 
kept upon any premises in his or its possession, within the limits of this 
town, more than one cow, without securing a permit from the Board of 
Health to do so. Such permit shall expire on the first day of May, 
annually. 


18. Ordered, That no person or corporation shall use any building as 
a stable for cows, unless such building is properly lighted and ventilated ; 
has a tight floor and roof; good drainage, connecting wherever prac- 
ticable with the public sewer; a supply of pure water, and not less than 
1,000 cubic feet of air space for each animal. 


19. Ordered, That manure shall not be allowed to accumulate in the 
neighborhood of barns. Yards surrounding buildings where cows are 
kept must be well drained and free from standing water and filth. The 
barns shall be kept as clean as possible, and the floor shall be sprinkled 
before being swept. 


20. Ordered, That animals kept for the production of-milk shall not 
be fed upon swill. 


21. Ordered, That neither hogs nor manure shall be kept in cellars of 
cow stables, except by special permit of the Board of Health. 


22. Ordered, That any person having any infectious disease (the board 
considers consumption to come within the meaning of the statutes in 
regard to infectious diseases), or having recently been in contact with 
any such person, shall not be allowed to milk cows or handle cans, 
measures or other vessels used for milk intended for sale, or in any way 
take part or assist in the sale of the same, until the Board of Health is 
satisfied that all danger of communicating such disease is past. 


23. Ordered, That premises where cattle are kept shall be open at all 
times to inspection by the Board of Health, or its appointed officer. 


24. Ordered, That upon satisfactory evidence being furnished to the 
Board of Health of violation of any of the above regulations, the per- 
mit will be revoked. 
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25. Ordered, That from May Ist to November lst, no vault or cess- 
pool shall he emptied by any other than the odorless process, nor by 
carts not of the Odorless Excavating Company, except permission be 
first obtained of the Chief of Police. 


26. Ordered, That the manure from livery stables shall not be re- 
moved between the hours of sunrise and sunset. 


27. Ordered, That no manure heap shall be allowed within one hun- 
dred feet of any dwelling, unless so covered as not to prove offensive. 


28. Ordered, That all householders be required to keep the waste 
material set out by them for removal by the town in separate receptacles. 
In one or more of such receptacles, only ashes, tin cans, and other 
incombustible waste material shall be placed for removal; in a second, 
preferably made of sheet-iron and having a close-fitting cover, only the 
swill; in a third, only dry combustible waste, such as paper, old shoes, 
house sweepings and such other waste material as it is customary for the 
Health Department to remove. 


29. Ordered, That no person shall overhaul the contents of receptacles 
for waste material set upon the sidewalks to be removed by the town. 


EXTRACT FROM THE PUBLIC STATUTES. 


CuapP. 80, Sect. 18. The Board of Health of a town shall make such 
regulations as it judges necessary for the public health and safety, 
respecting nuisances, sources of filth and causes of sickness, within its 
town. . . . Whoever violates any such regulation shall forfeit a sum 
not exceeding one hundred dollars. 


REPORT OF THE SANITARY AGENT. 


OFFICE OF THE BOARD OF HEALTH, 
BROOKLINE, Mass., January 31st, 1899. 


To the Board of Health :— 


GENTLEMEN,—I have the honor to submit the following 
report for the year ending January 31st, 1899. 

The number of visits of inspection was 196. All written 
complaints received of alleged nuisances were fully investi- 
gated, and where actual nuisances were found to exist they 
were abated under direction of the board. ‘The usual sources 
of offence were defective house drainage, dirty yards and 
cellars, offensive stables, privies and dumps, stagnant pools 
and similar nuisances. During the year a great many inspec- 
tions were made in stables, in consequence of alleged bad 
drainage, offensive manure pits, improper ventilation, and 
other unsanitary causes. The board compelled the owners of 
three of the stables to make extensive alterations and to 
connect their buildings with the sewer, which they did under 
direction in each case. The orders of the board not being 
complied with in one instance, it became necessary to summon 
the offender into court; the required changes being afterwards 
made, the case was placed on file. Certain necessary changes 
were made in four other stables. From February Ist to 
October 17th, peppermint tests of the drainage and plumbing 
ventilation were made in seven houses, in six of them by 
request of the owners or occupants, and in one, by order of 
the board, where there had been several cases of infectious 
disease. No defects were found in the drainage of any of 
these, but the source of a very offensive odor was discovered 
and corrected in one of them. Inspections without tests were 
required and made in eleven other houses, and the board 
caused certain needed sanitary improvements to be made in 
three of them. 

For good and sufficient reasons, an order was passed by the 
board October 17th, directing the Sanitary Agent to make no

further tests of plumbing in houses already occupied, or in 
which plumbing was not being installed, except by special 
order of the board. 

During the year fifty-two permits were granted for improv- 
ing drainage. One public hearing was given by the board 
relative to a location for a stable, and two cesspools have been 
built as required by law, with the approval of the board, and 
under direction of the Sanitary Agent. 

The infected rooms after twenty-five cases of diphtheria and 
ten cases of scarlet fever were disinfected by the board. By 
special request the disinfector of the board disinfected the 
infected rooms after seventeen miscellaneous cases of infectious 
disease, for example, typhoid fever, consumption and measles. 
As a precautionary measure he also disinfected a number of 
school rooms, the cells in the Police Station, and the halls in 
three tenement houses. During the illness of Mr. Ward, his 
duties as disinfector were satisfactorily performed by Messrs. 
Young & Brown.

REPORT OF THE INSPECTOR OF MILK AND 
VETERINARY INSPECTOR. 


Brooking, February 13, 1899. 
To the Board of Health : — 


GENTLEMEN, — I have the honor to subinit the annual report 
for 1898. 

On April 27th parties licensed during the year 1897 to keep 
more than one cow were notified to make application for a 
renewal of their permit. 

Upon receipt of such application the premises were in- 
spected and a recommendation made that permits be granted 
by the board to all applicants, except Walter A. Griggs, who 
was notified that radical changes would have to be made in 
his buildings before his application could receive favorable 
consideration. Several subsequent inspections showed that 
there had been no attempt to improve the sanitary conditions 
and the matter was therefore brought to the attention of the 
board: The action taken resulted in numerous changes and 
improvements. 

There have been reported, examined and destroyed two 
horses affected with “glanders,” a contagious disease, under 
the law which provides that they shall be destroyed without 
compensation being paid to the owner. Such is not the case, 
however, with cattle affected with “tuberculosis,” also a con- 
tagious disease; but the law provides that animals so affected 
shall be destroyed and the carcass disposed of otherwise than 
for food ; that the owner shall receive, from the Treasury of 
the Commonwealth, the full value of the animal at the time of 
slaughter. 

There were reported, examined and found tuberculous, five 
cows which were quarantined in accordance with section 7, | 
chapter 491, Acts of 1894 of the Public Statutes, and reported 
to the State Cattle Commission, who, upon receipt of quaran- 
tine papers, without making any examination of the animals, 
at once released several of the animals, giving for their reason 
‘lack of funds.” Thus, animals which had been shown to be 
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tuberculous, after being carefully examined and subjected to 
the tuberculine tests, were released and the owners allowed, 
by the state authorities (to whose jurisdiction they had neces- 
sarily been transferred), to make such use or disposition of 
them as they saw fit. Fortunately, in these cases, the owners, 
all of whom were able to bear the loss, consented to the de- 
struction of the animals, each of which showed advanced 
lesions of the disease.

Besides these a large number of stores are authorized to sell 
milk, they having already paid the registration fee. 

Complaint has reached this office from licensed dealers that 
parties owning one or two cows were selling milk to their 
neighbors without a license. The matter was investigated and 
it was found that a large amount of milk was being sold in 
this. way, and in every case it seemed to be due to ignorance of 
the law rather than to any attempt to evade it. I therefore 
quote the law for the information of those whom it may con- 
cern : — 


“Jn all cities, and in all towns in which there is an in- 
spector of milk, every person who conveys milk in carriages 
or otherwise, for the purpose of selling the same in such city 
or town shall annually, on the first day of May, or within 
thirty days thereafter, be licensed by the inspector or in- 
spectors of milk of such city or town to sell milk within the 
limits thereof, and shall pay to such inspector or inspectors 
fifty cents each to the use of the city or town. The inspector 
or inspectors shall pay over monthly to the treasurer of such 
city or town all sums collected by him or them. Licenses 
shall be issued only in the names of the owners of carriages or 
other vehicles, and shall for the purposes of this chapter be 
conclusive evidence of ownership. No license shall be sold, 
assigned, or transferred. Each license shall record the name, 
residence place of business, number of carriages or other 
vehicles used, name and residence of every driver or other 
person engaged in carrying or selling said milk, and the num- 
ber of the license. Each licensee shall, before engaging in the 
sale of milk, cause his name, the number of his license, and his 
place of business to be legibly placed on each outer side of all 
carriages or vehicles used by him in the conveyance and sale 
of milk, and he shall report to the inspector or inspectors any 
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change of driver or other person employed by him which may 
occur during the term of his license. Whoever, without being 
first licensed under the provisions of this section, sells milk or 
exposes it for sale from carriages or other vehicles, or has it in 
his custody or possession with intent so to sell, and whoever 
violates any of the provisions of this section shall, for a first 
offence, be punished by fine of not less than thirty nor more 
than one hundred dollars; for a second offence, by fine of not 
less than fifty nor more than three hundred dollars; and for a 
subsequent offence by fine of fifty dollars and by imprisonment 
in the house of correction for not less than thirty nor more 
than sixty days.” 


Many of the dealers formerly licensed having failed to renew 
their licenses were notified that if license was not secured 
within seven days prosecution would be begun. This notice 
was all that was necessary, as prompt attention was paid to it 
in almost every instance. There has been one prosecution and 
conviction with fine of fifty dollars in the lower court for sell- , 
ing milk not of standard quality, from which appeal was 
entered. 

The milk supply was investigated in the outbreak of typhoid 
which occurred in the Somerset House, Rooney’s block. In 
this case there was no evidence to support the theory that the 
milk was in any way responsible for the outbreak. 

In the outbreak which occurred on Washington street, it 
was found that in both families the milk supplied was from 
the same source, and subsequent investigation revealed the 
fact that one of the employees was a recent convalescent from 
typhoid fever. Arrangements were at once made with the 
manager so that he immediately severed his connection with 
the business temporarily. 


Laboratory Work. 


The legal standard of Massachusetts requires that whole 
milk shall contain not less than 13 per cent of total solids, 
except during the months of April, May, June, July and 
August, when only 12 per cent of total solids are required.

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REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON CARE AND MANAGE- 
MENT OF THE PUBLIC BATH. 





Brooking, Mass., January 31, 1899. 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


GENTLEMEN,— The Committee on the Care and Manage- 
ment of the Public Bath respectfully submits its second 
annual report. 

The total number of baths taken during the fiscal year, 
February ist, 1898, to January 31st, 1899, inclusive, was 
46,147, as against 44,416 during the corresponding period of 
the previous year, a gain of 1731. The following tables 
explain themselves : —

The appropriation for maintenance for the fiscal year begin- 
ning February Ist, 1898, and ending January 31st, 1899, was_ 
$7,600.00, and the expenditure for the same period, $7,489.15. 
The details of this account appear in the report of the Town 
Treasurer. Deducting from the latter sum $4,358.55, which 
represents the receipts of the Bath House for the fiscal year, 
we find that the actual cost to the town for maintenance of its 
Public Bath for the twelve months was $3,130.80. 

This showing the committee thinks is a very favorable one, 
considering the fact that various repairs have been made and 
paid for, and in view also of the fact that a very large part of 
the time the use of the natatorium has been free to school 
children, while a third of the time the rain- and tub-baths have 
been free to all comers, and have been made use of by 6,243 
bathers. 


Heating and Lighting. 


The heating apparatus has worked easily and well, even in 
the coldest weather. One of the two boilers is amply sufficient 
to do all the required work; therefore they are used in alterna- 
tion. There is in this way a saving in wear and tear in the 
heating plant itself, as well as in labor and fuel. During the 
year, 368 tons of Pocahontas coal were used, costing $1,237.00; 
this was 44 tons less than was used the previous year, making 
quite a saving. 

The lighting, mainly by gas, but partly by electricity, cost 
$355.70. 
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Water. 

The large tank in the Natatorium holds a little over 70,000 
gallons of water. While the exact amount used in this part 
of the establishment cannot be given, it is interesting to know 
how much water has been consumed for every purpose of the 
Public Bath. For the twelve months this is found to be 
16,569,015 gallons as against $14,895,500 gallons during the 
same period of the previous year. 


Legislation. 

Legislative action clearly defining the town’s right to allow 
non-residents to use the Public Bath and as to instruction in 
swimming was asked for, and the passage of the following act, 
introduced by Mr. Codman, was secured : — 


AN ACT 


RELATIVE TO THE USE OF PUBLIC BATHS, WASH HOUSES, AND OPEN 
BATHING PLACES IN TOWNS, AND TO PROVIDE FOR INSTRUCTION IN 
THE ART OF SWIMMING. 


Be it enacted, etc., as follows : — 


SecTION 1. Anytown which has lawfully established or may hereafter 
lawfully establish public baths, wash houses or open bathing places, may 
authorize its officers having charge thereof to permit persons not resi- 
dents of said town to use said baths, wash houses and open bathing 
places under such rules and regulations and upon payment of such rates 
as may seem expedient to such officers; but such rules and regulations 
and rates of payment shall be subject to alteration at any time, and 
such town may at any time revoke such authority. 

SECTION 2. Any town which has lawfully established or may hereafter 
lawfully establish public baths or open bathing places may provide for 
giving instruction in the art of swimming in such public baths or open 
bathing places, under such rules and regulations as to rates and other- 
wise as may from time to time be made by the officers having charge 
thereof, and any such town may appropriate money for giving such 
instruction. 

SECTION 38. This act shall take effect upon its passage. 


4,255 non-residents have availed themselves of the privi- 
leges of the Public Bath during the year, 2,890 of them being 
men, 648 boys, 678 women and 39 girls. They have in no 
way interfered with resident bathers, and as they have 
paid a uniform rate of 25 cents, or taken private lessons, they 
have materially contributed to the receipts. Since January 
1st, 1899, they have had the privilege of buying commutation 
tickets, thus enabling many to come oftener than before. 
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A considerable number of students from Wellesley College 
and from the Boston Normal School of Gymnastics received 
Swimming instruction in small classes. As many of these 
students are soon to be teachers, there can be no doubt that 
the public will receive direct benefit from the knowledge they 
gained of bathing and swimming. 


Fee System. 

This system has continued to be an unqualified success. 
The charge on many days is so small that no one is debarred 
the privileges of the bath House. For those, however, pre- 
sumably unable to pay anything, rain- and tub-baths are 
entirely free on two days of the week. During the fiscal year, 
6,564 rain- or tub-baths were taken, and only 321 of these were 
paid for. If we add the 6,150 free baths in the natatorium by 
pupils of our public schools, we find that 12,373 free baths 
were taken. The total number of baths taken was 46,147. 
Therefore, over 26 per cent of these were furnished free. . 

The public school children, of course, took their swimming 
baths as part of their regular school instruction, but there is 
no doubt that a large proportion of the persons who took free 
rain- and tub-baths could have paid a five-cent fee and it is 
still a question whether it would not have been right for them 
to have done so. The rain- and tub-baths are more expensive 
to furnish as far as heating is concerned, than baths in the 
natatorium; but apart from the matter of expense, the com- 
mittee have found that the feesystem promotes self respect as 
well as decorum and good order. This was illustrated by 
the occasional rude and boisterous behavior of the free 
bathers, who did not always seem to appreciate the value of 
what they were getting without charge. Though the boys, 
bathing in the natatorium, are sometimes careless in the use 
of the dressing rooms, the committee can bear testimony to 
the general good behavior of nearly all persons who pay, even 
on the busiest days. As the public bath should have an edu- 
cative influence on the life of the community, it seems 
desirable to enhance this influence, if possible, and the fee 
system, judiciously regulated, is one means of so doing. 


Employees. 
The heating plant is necessarily expensive, as already stated, 
in proportion to the size of the building, and large numbers of 
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persons must be taken care of in varying numbers, not to be 
very definitely gauged in advance. Prompt and efficient ser- 
vice is therefore of the first importance. The staff as at pres- 
ent organized is composed of a superintendent, an assistant, 
a matron, two laundresses and two engineers. Rules have 
been drawn up specifying the duties of each one. In the 
busiest season occasional extra help is required in the nata- 
torium, and during vacations. There are also three experienced 
teachers of swimming. It will be readily seen that the salaries 
of this number of employees must be considerable, but there can 
be no reduction without impairing the efficiency of the estab- 
lishment. 


Bathing Suits. 


Much thought has been given to bathing costumes, which 
are furnished free, with towels, to all persons using the nata- 
torium, unless furnishing their own; such suits must meet the 
requirements of the committee. At first bathing suits were a 
large item in the expenditures, but strong, durable and in- 
expensive materials have now been secured, and this expense 
materially lessened. 


School Instruction. 


During the fiscal year 6,180 swimming baths, with or with- 
out instruction, were taken by pupils in the Brookline public 
schools. <A large number of these were taught to swim, and 
there is no reason why eventually most of our school children 
should not learn to swim well enough to save their own lives 
in emergencies, and occasionally the lives of others. Already 
school pupils who learned to swim in the Brookline Public 
Bath have saved valuable lives by swimming and by resuscita- 
ting the apparently drowned, which knowledge it is a part of 
Dr. Street’s duties as swimming instructor in the public schools 
to impart. With a few exceptions, both boys and girls enter 
upon this branch of their education with considerable enthusi- 
asim, and at the end of the school year give a very creditable 
exhibition in plain and fancy swimming under the direction of 
their teachers, Doctor and Miss Street. Certificates of pro- 
ficiency have now been issued to a considerable number. Regu- 
lar lessons are given to classes of pupils from the four higher 
grades of the Grammar schools, also to non-swimmers of the 
High School, and as stated, there is no fee charged. Though

swimming instruction is not made absolutely compulsory, it is 
part of the regular school curriculum, and the expense, #500, is 
defrayed from the school appropriation. 

This new department of our school work has met with the 
cordial approval of the Massachusetts Humane Society, which 
on December 2, 1898, passed a vote to the effect that a 
committee of one, to beappointed by the president, be authorized 
to confer with the Brookline School Committee, and in behalf 
of the society to offer a special certificate to be awarded the 
pupil acquiring the greatest proficiency in swimming and life 
saving during the year 1898-9. Dr. George B. Shattuck was 
appointed as the committee. This kind and stimulating offer 
of the society was accepted by the School Committee, and 
the award will be made at the annual school exhibition in 
swimming. 

Private Instruction. 

The total number of private lessons given was 2,612, an in- 
crease of 1,240 over that of the previous year. Of these les- 
sons 529 were given to men, 545 to boys, 1,843 to women, and 
195 to girls. Mr. John P. Fletcher and Dr. Street and his 
sisters furnished the instruction, paying over to the town 40 
per cent of all the money received. These lessons have fur- 
nished a considerable revenue, and have been the means of 
teaching hundreds of persons to swim; itis believed that in the 
future there will be still larger numbers to take advantage of 
the opportunities offered in this direction. 


Swimming Clubs. 


The Brookline Swimming Club and the Brookline High 
School Swimming Association are two flourishing organi- 
zations devoted to promoting the art of swimming and life 
saving. The older club was organized shortly after the open- 
ing of the Public Bath. It has a regular club night each week 
(Wednesday), though not interfering with the public use of the 
bath, when its members meet for practice in swimming, diving, 
water polo and other exercises. During the year each club 
gave an instructive and interesting exhibition. 


Improvements and Addition. 
When the Public Bath was completed in December, 1896, 
the entire second floor of the head house was purposely left 
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unfinished, and was not partitioned off into rooms. This was 
done in order that the active use of the building for a year or 
more might point out in what way the vacant space would be 
most needed. The experience of the past two years has shown 
the urgent need of more space both upstairs and downstairs 
for toilet rooms, meeting rooms and lockers, also more space for 
office room, storage, laundry and other purposes. The increas- 
ing number of patrons (there were over 46,000 during 1898) 
makes these improvements, including an additional room in 
the rear of the natatorium, necessary to the welfare of the 
bathers and more especially the women and girls. Mr. F. J. 
Untersee, the architect of the building, prepared plans and 
estimates at the request of the committee for the work most 
needed. The committee unanimously approved these, and 
brought the matter before the citizens in the town meeting 
held December 10, 1898, when the sum of $4,500 asked for by 
the committee was appropriated. 


Holidays. 

Finding an increasing demand for the use of the Public Bath 
on holidays, the committee considered the matter, and finally 
decided to have the Bath open during the usual hour on all 
holidays. It was found, however, that sofew women and girls 
would be likely to avail themselves of this privilege, that the 
committee reserve the use of the building for men and boys 
on those days and charge special fees. 


General Remarks. 

The committee thinks that the town has reason to be satis- 
fied with this the second year’s work of its Public Bath. 
Not only have its many thousands of bathers benefitted by it, 
in mind and body, but large numbers of persons from many 
parts of the country, who have visited it, have come away 
enthusiastic and delighted. The natatorium is made peculiarly 
attractive by the abundance of light from its large windows 
and skylight, and by the exceptionally clear and pure water. 
Experts pronounce our Bath one of the best of its size and 
class in the world. The combination of the transparent 
water, the glazed white brick and the adamantine mosaic 
bottom give the water a most delicate and beautiful emerald 
green color, and the temptation to instantly jump into it is 
almost irresistible. 
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Everyone emerges from the bath in fine spirits (if he has 
not lingered too long,) almost as if some tonic had been taken, 
which to some extent is true, for the mind has been wholly 
diverted from its ordinary cares, and the body, through 
stimulated action of the skin, is working with renewed 
activity. 

It is not only the action of the water and friction of the 
skin that produces this result, but the actual amount of 
exercise taken. It is probably true that a person swimming 
and diving, as all active bathers are in the habit of doing, 
does nearly if not quite as much work with the muscles, and 
uses as many, as if going through exercises in a gymnasium. 
Taking into account the hyper-activity, after a swim, of every 
nerve-ending in the skin, we are led to the conclusion that a 
twenty minutes’ bath is more sure to refresh the body, and 
react beneficially on all its organs, than ordinary gymnastic 
work for a similar period. ‘ 

The moral effect also, of a Public Bath on a community 
should be considerable, holding up all the time as it does, a 
standard of cleanliness and vigor. Such an effect we think 
must be produced on our community. Certainly our bathers 
appreciate the immediate benefits they obtain, and some of 
them must carry their high spirits and obvious cleanness 
into their homes, and there stimulate an interest in bathing as 
one of the things worth having. 

It is in this direction that we may confidently look to the 
Public Bath as an educative force, the parent getting his lesson 
through his child; and one of the pleasantest things about 
this particular kind of education is, that it comes in an at- 
tractive, almost joyful form, and notin a gloomy and repellent 
one. 

A very pleasing evidence of good-will for the institution 
has been the receiving by it of a number of gifts from its 
friends during the two years’ of its career. Christmas morn- 
ing it received from an unknown friend a neatly framed steel 
engraving of Hunt’s famous picture “The Bathers,” a most 
appropriate gift and one fully appreciated by the committee 
and by all the patrons of the Bath. 

Attention is called to the schedule of hours, rules 
and suggestions, copies of which may be obtained at the 
Bath. 
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Before closing this report the committee wishes to acknowl- 
edge its indebtedness to Superintendent George S. Rich, to 
whose judicious management the success of the Bath has so 
largely been due. His assistants in every department have 
each and all supported him in his efforts to make the institu- 
tion of the highest usefulness to the town, and the citizens, 
by words and by votes, have given unmistakable evidence of 
their appreciation of the value to the community of a well 
managed Public Bath.

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The board organized with the choice of Mr. James as chair- 
man, and Mr. George F. Joyce as clerk, and reappointed Mrs. 
Campbell as matron of the almshouse. 

Within afew weeks the board has learned with great regret 
that Mrs.‘Campbell desires to give up the position she has 
held acceptably for fifteen years. During that time she has 
carried out with judgment, discretion and economy the 
wishes of the Overseers, and has maintained a high standard 
of efficiency. 

To succeed her the board has appointed Mr. and Mrs. W. 
W. Estey, who come well recommended, and under whose 
management it hopes to keep up the reputation of the alms- 
house as one of the best in the state. 

The number of inmates has varied but little during the year 
and at the present time there are nine, one more than at this 
season last year. Eight persons have been admitted for short 
periods. One man became so ill and required such constant 
attendance that he was removed to the Carney Hospital, where 
he died. 

The total cost of maintenance of the almshouse has been al- 
most exactly the same as last year, but in reality the running 
expenses have been less, as $100 was spent for a wagon and 
harness. The one man wholly supported outside the alms- 
house has been visited by the agent of the board in accordance 
with the provisions of section 1 of chapter 396 of the Acts of 
1898, and the record of the visits is on file at the office. 

The number of those regularly relieved in their own homes 
is somewhat larger thanlast year Three of the older benefi- 
ciaries have died, two no longer receive help, and one has been 
otherwise provided for. Their places have been more than 
filled, however, by three old women, one old man boarded with 
his brother, four widows with young children, and one woman 
whose worthless husband has deserted her. 

Of those receiving occasional relief the list is also longer 
than usual. This is owing in part to the large amount of sick- 
ness during the winter, and in part to the general absence of 
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- work for men. In most cases the help is needed for a short 
time only, and it is sometimes repaid when better times come 
again. 

The number of cases of persons having no settlement in 
Brookline but aided here, has also increased, and it is some- 
times difficult to ascertain correctly where such people are 
really chargeable. This is specially true at this time, of a 
family helped for many months, who claimed to belong in 
Bridgewater, but whose settlement there has just been denied 
and the burden thrown upon the state. While technically 
Bridgewater, through failure to report at an earlier date, is 
undoubtedly liable for the aid furnished, it will probably be 
difficult to collect the debt. 

The four children in the board’s care last year continue in 
their homes at a somewhat reduced cost and are doing well. 
One boy has been for a few weeks at the House of the Angel 
Guardian. 

The cases of illness have been very numerous, but fortu- 
nately many of them have been of brief duration, and the 
amount expended has been a little less than last year. The 
board has little power to regulate the outlay for those treated 
in hospitals, and this is also true of aid furnished by other 
cities and towns to persons whose legal settlement is in Brook- 
line. 

The number of the insane has increased by one, and an in- 
spection of them in the various state institutions shows little 
change and very small hope of recovery. Three persons are 
still supported at the School for Feeble Minded, and there 
seems to be no improvement apparent in their condition. 
There are at present no persons supported by the town at 
the Hospital for Dipsomaniacs. 

The gross expenses for the support of the poor for the year 
ending February, 1898, were $9,771.03; for the present year 
$9,626.35; but the amount repaid has been much smaller than 
last year, so that our net expense has been $8,881.35, and we 
have exceeded our appropriation of $8,500.00 by $381.55. 

The same amount, $8,500, will probably be a sufficient appro- 
priation for the coming year.

REPORT OF THE WATER BOARD. 





The Brookline Water Board herewith submits its twenty- 
third annual report, it being for the fiscal year ending January 
31, 1899. As in former years the report of the Superintendent 
of the works and the engineers at the pumping station’, with 
pumping statistics, are appended. 

At the annual town meeting held March 31,1898, Mr. Wil- 
liam K. Melcher was re-elected for the fifth consecutive term a 
member of the board for three years. The board organized by 
the choice of William K. Melcher as chairman, and Zeph. R. 
Forbes was appointed as registrar and clerk. 

From a financial standpoint the most noteworthy event of 
the year in connection with this department has been that the 
revenue derived from private consumers was sufficient to cover 
the cost of the extension and maintenance accounts, the salaries 
of the Water Board, Water Registrar and Superintendent, and 
the interest on all outstanding bonds, and leave a balance of 
$14,856.98 in the treasury. The revenue derived from water 
rates the past year has been unusually large and shows an in- 
crease of $6,120.43 over that of the previous year. This, to- 
gether with the fact that the water debt was materially reduced 
on January 1, 1898, enables the department to make such an 
excellent showing. 

Should a statement be prepared, similar to that of a private 
corporation, showing the receipts of the past year, and includ- 
ing the rates now charged to the various departments of the 
town, it would be found that the works would pay over 3 1-2 
per cent on the capital invested, together with the total cost 
of maintenance, extension and salaries. 

The following brief report upon the extensions and main- 
tenance of this department is followed by a financial statement 
which gives receipts and expenditures in detail. 


Extensions. 
The principal extensions to the works the past year have 
been the laying of street-mains in various parts of the town in 
accordance with petitions received. This work may be divided 
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into two classes, first, the short extensions, laid principally to 
supply buildings under construction, and costing not more 
than $500, and second, the laying of mains costing more than 
$500 in new streets. 

Of short extensions the board have laid 4,774.3 feet of pipe 
ranging from two to ten inches in size, the revenue derived 
from each extension being in excess of the required 5 per cent 
guarantee on the cost of the work. As in former years the 
policy.of the board has been to make these short extensions as 
promptly as possible, as the building and development of vacant 
lands is dependent in a large measure upon an adequate water 
supply. 

In new streets 3,793.9 feet of six- and eight-inch pipe have 
been laid, principally in the territory located between Buck- 
minster and Clinton roads, the owners in each case guaranteeing 
5 per cent on the cost of the work. The work in thts terri- 
tory has not yet been completed, owing to the unfinished con- 
dition of several of the streets. The pipe and material for 
these extensions are on hand, however, and the work will be 
completed as soon as the streets are brought to a proper con- 
dition. | 

In all our street-mains have been increased by 8,568.2 feet, 
making a total of about 682 miles of pipe now in actual ser- 
vice. 

The contract for cast-iron pipe and special castings for the 
coming season has, in accordance with authority granted by 
the town, been awarded, and the material will be delivered in 
the early spring. 

SeRvicE-PieeE. During the past season 141 service-pipes 
have been laid, making a total of 8,278 now in use. It is 
noticeable that the call for large service-pipes, mainly to 
supply apartment buildings, has increased. The consumption 
in apartment buildings is large, and as all these supplies are 
metered, these calls have been, as far as practicable, complied 
with. 

For a detailed report of street-mains and service-pipe laid 
the past season, attention is called to the report of the Super- 
intendent hereto appended. 

Maintenance. 

The cost of maintaining our plant the past season has not 

exceeded the amount expended for this purpose the previous 
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year, although the general care has increased with the natural 
growth of the works, and the amount of water pumped ex- 
ceeds that of the previous year by 34,055,715 gallons. This 
showing is due to the continued economical results of the high- 
duty pumping engine, and the fact that less than $350, has been 
expended for repairs and care of street-mains and service-pipe. 


Meters. The demand for meters has been constant through- 
out the year, 121 having been set. During the past season 
many heretofore vacant buildings have been occupied and a 
larger part of these have, on application, been placed on metered 
service. The cost of maintaining our meters has increased 
during the past year, as it has been found that a meter having 
registered about 100,000 cubic feet should be removed and 
thoroughly overhauled and many parts replaced. This work 
has been carried on during the year, a greater portion of which 
was done by the regular employees of the department, thus 
reducing the cost to a minimum. The annual rentals which 
are charged for the use of meters are not available for repairs, 
as under the town ordinances they are made a part of the water 
rates. Unless the sum derived from this source can in some 
way be applied to the care of meters, the annual appropriation 
for maintenance will, in the near future, have to be in- 
creased.

Quality of Water. 


The water supply is of the same high standard as that of 
previous years, as frequent analyses made by the State Board 
of Health show. We consider the work of the State Board in 
making these analyses one of importance, as by this means the 
character of the water is practically always under observance. 
Similar analyses of other public water supplies are carried 
on at the same time, and the data thus obtained is of great 
value for reference and comparison. Attention is called to the 
report of the Superintendent, which gives figures compiled 
from the Annual Report of the State Board of Health, show- 
ing the relative degree of hardness between our water supply 
and those of certain towns and cities, and some of the well- 
known springs. 


Grounds. 


The grounds about the pumping stations have received their 
usual good care, and are in excellent condition. At the low- 
Service pumping station, West Roxbury, the shrubs furnished 
and planted under the supervision of the Superintendent of 
Parks have matured and greatly add to the general attractive- 
ness of the grounds about the buildings.

An examination of the report of last year and a comparison 
made with the figures of this report shows that the extensions 
to the street mains the past season have been somewhat 
greater, and that the number of service-pipes laid has been 


less. 
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The general maintenance of the works has run on quite 
smoothly, and we have to record no accident to the pumping 
machinery and no leaks of any kind in the force- or street- 
mains. The leaks in the service-pipes, few in number, have 
been confined to the old lead connections, and these have been 
renewed at a small expense. Cement-lined iron is still used 
and to the present time not a single case in diminution in the 
flow of water caused by the formation of rust has occurred in 
any of these cement-lined pipes. Our experience extends over 
a period of nearly twenty-five years. In fact several cement- 
lined service-pipes which have been removed on account of 
sewer construction, changes of grade in the streets, etc., were 
found as smooth and perfect on the inside as when laid twenty 
or twenty-five years ago. From a sanitary point of view, and 
this is really the most important one, no better pipe can be 
desired. 

The hydrants have received the usual care and inspection. 
All were painted during the summer months. Twenty-four 
hydrants have been cut in old mains near new blocks, and in 
other parts of the town where many single buildings have 
been erected during the last two or three years. As we have 
stated in former reports, short lines of hose are much more 
effective than long ones, and hydrants which practically last 
a lifetime are much cheaper than hose. The policy of adding 
hydrants as the town gains in new buildings will be continued, 
as we feel that money thus expended is a very wise investment 
for a town or city to make. 

The problem of maintaining the necessary amount of water 
with a sufficient pressure to provide for any conflagration 
which may occur, as the town gains so rapidly in population, 
has been carefully studied, and to assist in these studies, 
levels have been taken on nearly all the hydrants in town, and 
the head due to the height of water in the reservoir calculated. 
By attaching a pressure gauge to any of these hydrants during 
times of maximum draught, the loss of head can at once be 
obtained, and the needs of any particular district noted. In 
extending the street-mains in various parts of the town, this 
idea has also been kept in mind, so that when a second and 
much larger pipe is laid from the reservoir, the general dis- 
tributing pipes will as far as possible be ready to connect with 
it, and give increased pressure to all the pipes in the system. 
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We might add that it now seems quite certain that this second 
pipe from the reservoir must be laid within the next five years, 
and if Boylston street should be widened and regraded, it may 
be wise to lay the part in Boylston street at that time. 

The usual amount of time has been given to the inspection 
of water fixtures and the leakage traceable to defective plumb- 
ing has formed about the same percentage of the total consump- 
tion. A water meter is the best inspector, and those who have 
studied this subject most carefully are thoroughly convinced 
that water should be sold only by meter. With houses prop- 
erly piped and provided with good fixtures, meters would 
prove a hardship to no one, and in most cases would be an ad- 
vantage. From a careful reading of the reports of nearly two 
hundred cities and towns it is very evident that the use of 
water meters is rapidly growing, and that the prejudice 
against them is fast disappearing. 

The wood-work of both pumping stations has been painted 
on the outside with two coats of oil paint. 

The customary care has been taken of all the grounds under 
the charge of this department. It is desired that more of our 
citizens visit the low-service pumping station, as the outlook 
isa very pretty one, and many pleasant walks can be found in 
the woods nearby. 

A small sum of money has been spent in diking off small 
portions of the meadows, so that the river will not overflow 
such portions during high water. 

When the wells were driven some five years ago, it was 
expected that before this time the yield of water would be 
diminished by a collection of fine sand around them, but so 
far the yield has not been lessened. If trouble ever does occur 
from this cause, the sand can be removed with the tools the 
department now have, at a small expense, and the wells made 
as good as new. 

The quality of the water is of the same excellence which has 
characterized it for so many years. In connection with the 
frequent analyses made by the State Board of Health, studies 
are being made of all the conditions which can affect our 
water supply, and with intelligent management we feel fully 
assured that the same good quality of the water can be main- 
tained for an indefinite time. A few complaints of the hard- 
ness of the water have been made. Brookline water is not 
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hard for a ground water, and in fact is softer than many 
spring waters which are sold in this neighborhood. That the 
citizens may be able to compare the hardness of Brookline 
water with other waters, a table of the hardness of different 
waters is given. This compilation is made largely from the 
report of the State Board of Health of Massachusetts.

Some citizens also suspect that Brookline water may in some 
cases cause rheumatism on account of its hardness. But the 
chemist of the State Board of Health, who has carefully looked 
into the matter, tells us that not a single case of rheumatism 
has ever been traced to the use of water like that furnished 
Brookline, as far as he knows. And‘we have been able to find 
no evidence that rheumatism can at all be aggravated by the 
use of the water supplied to the town. Although ground 
waters will show a larger degree of hardness than surface 
waters in New England, the advantage possessed by ground 
water when stored in covered reservoirs, as it is in Brookline, 
makes it vastly superior. The water supplied to the town 
is practically free from all kinds of. bacteria, a cubic centimeter 
showing from none to three or five, while the best surface 
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waters usually contain from one hundred to one thousand. 
The bacteria in surface waters are of the harmless kind in 
nearly every case, but the fact that bacteria do live and thrive. 
in surface waters, makes it possible for the bacteria of disease 
to live in them also. Again, water which comes from driven 
wells and is stored in a covered reservoir is a clean water, a 
water in which no kind of animal life exists. Surface waters, 
on the other hand, are inhabited by numerous forms of animal 
and vegetable life, and the processes of life, death and decay 
are constantly going on in them. 

The percentage of increase in the consumption of water is 
less than the increase in per cent of revenue. The amount 
used per capita per day, including all the water used for 
watering streets, for fires, for the Public Baths, and for all other 
public buildings, is eighty gallons. 

The triple-expansion engine at the low-service station has 
given better economic results than in any previous year. The 
engine has been operated so far with practically no outlay for 
repairs, except for packing for the plungers and valve stems. 
There are few pumping stations in this country which can 
show as good a record for coal economy, and none, unless the 
amount of water pumped is larger. Not far in the future 
a second engine of equal capacity will be required. As long 
as the old duplex engines by working together can keep up 
the supply so that repairs can be made on the new engine, an 
outlay for this purpose will not be necessary. Ample room 
was provided in the engine house at the time of its construc- 
tion for the future engine, and no addition will be needed to 
the boiler plant, as the boilers are already in duplicate. 

The fire supply of the Sewall street district should be in- 
creased by laying a larger main from the twelve-inch pipe on 
Walnut street, and it is hoped that this can be accomplished 
the coming season. 

Many poles of the telephone line will need to be renewed as 
soon as spring opens. 

The prospect for a busy season seems well assured, and as 
more business means more revenue, we are well pleased at the 
outlook.

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LOW-SERVICE ENGINEER’S REPORT. 


Low-SERVICE PUMPING STATION, 
West Roxsury, Mass., February 1, 1899. 
To the Brookline Water Board: — 
- GENTLEMEN,—I have the honor to present the report of the 
engineer for the year ending January 31, 1899. 

The total amount of water pumped is 560,789,672 gallons, an 
increase of 52,492,649 gallons over last year. The coal con- 
sumption shows an increase of 62,156 lbs., and the pumping 
time an increase of 525 hours. 


Boilers. 

The boilers are in good condition. Slight repairs have been 
made on the furnace mouth-piece of boiler No. 1. The brick 
arches on top of boilers have been covered with magnesia, to 
prevent radiation of heat. 


Engines. 

Engines No. 1 and No. 2 have not been used during the year. 
They have been moved occasionally to keep them in working 
order. All the pumping has been done by the Allis engine, 
which is in excellent condition. The air-pump valves have 
been renewed, and the valves in the suction chambers of the 
pumps replaced with bushed valves. 

The duty of the engine is better than last year. I subjoin 
the record of engine No. 3, all of which is respectfully sub-

H1GH-SERVICE PUMPING STATION, 
BROOKLINE, Feb. 1, 1899. 


To the Brookline Water Board ;:— 


GENTLEMEN,— I have the honor to present herewith the 
report of the engineer of the high-service pumping station for 
the year ending Jan. 31, 1899. 

The boilers are in fair condition and with the reduced pres- 
sure which we now carry will last with perfect safety for a 
number of years. 

In May lasta crack was discovered in the pump barrel of ' 
engine No. 1, probably due to an imperfection in the casting, 
as no other reason could be assigned for its appearing at this 
time. The engine was repaired by covering the crack with an 
iron patch, which has been quite successful. Ifthe crack should 
continue to increase in length a new water-end will be neces- 
sary. 

The duty of the engine is better than it has been in former 
years, owing to two causes, first by using soft coal in the place 
of hard coal, and second by reducing the steam pressure so that 
the engine could be run at the desired speed with the throttle 
wide open. 

Engine No. 2 is in good working order. 

The buildings were painted on the outside last month and 
are now in a good state of repair. 

The following table will show the work done at this station 
the past year.

FORTY-SECOND ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


TRUSTEES OF THE PUBLIC LIBRARY. 


Death came into the ranks of our Board of Trustees early 
in the last autumn, and removed from our number one who 
for many years had been our secretary, the Hon. Benjamin F. 
Baker. With the exception of a short term, he had served on 
this board continuously from the foundation of the library. 
Instrumental, in fact, in establishing it, he brought to it the 
Same conscientious care and devotion which characterized his 
work in all the public trusts which he held in the town. We 
miss his counsel and his clear judgment in administering our 
library’s affairs, and recall for our guidance his example of 
thoughtfulness and thoroughness. At a convention of the 
Selectmen and Library Trustees Mr. 8. N. D. North was 
elected his successor. 

A less serious loss, but one very much to be regretted, was 
sustained in the resignation of our efficient librarian, Mr. 
Charles K. Bolton. In the latter part of February last he was 
elected librarian of the Boston Atheneum. Eminently fitted 
both in learning and in practice to take this higher position 
in the library world, we could but congratulate him on his 
advancement, as we reluctantly accepted his resignation. In 
his place we elected Mr. Hiller C. Wellman, a former Brook- 
line citizen, and who for some time had been in charge of the 
Branches of the Boston Public Library. His comparatively 
short administration of our own library testifies that no mis- 
take has been made. 

Mrs. Beal, who for many years served us as an assistant 
librarian, resigned her position in December. It is being 
supplied temporarily by Miss Allen, who has had experience in 
our library work heretofore. 

It is most gratifying to note the gift, among those of many 
others, made by Miss A. G. Thayer, of a large and valuable 
oil painting, which adorns the walls of our reading room, 
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together with some beautiful and costly models in marble of 
Roman ruins and some large books of expensive engravings ; 
also the recent munificent bequest of Mr. John L. Gardner of 
$25,000 which the library will ultimately receive. Such gifts 
and bequests can but show on the part of individuals an appre- 
ciation of the work done in the town by the library, and as 
its importance as an educator of the public is seen and known, 
it is to be hoped that others will be mindful of its needs in the 
same generous manner. 

A number of citizens, on the solicitation of Mr. Bolton, 
encouraged by our board, contributed sums of money last year 
for the purpose of adding choice photographs to our art 
collection. Mr. Bolton, with great pains and careful discrim- 
ination, was engaged in selecting copies of the best pictures 
from the celebrated European galleries, at the time of his 
resignation as librarian. He kindly volunteered to continue 
this work for us, in which he was ably assisted by Mrs. 
Bolton, till now we have some five hundred photographs, 
which at the present time are being arranged for inspection 
and circulation. The value of this collection to the young and 
to those who are debarred from seeing the originals can hardly 
be estimated. As the fund is not yet exhausted, the number 
will be constantly added to as occasion demands. 

To make the library more effectual in its work with the 
public schools, and a practical proposition for carrying this 
to success, is at present under your board’s consideration. 
But we find ourselves sadly hampered for want of room. Not 
only this most necessary work, but the growing constituency 
of a constantly growing town which is besieging us daily, 
the necessity of a larger reference room where students may 
study chosen subjects quietly and without interruption, pre- 
vents us from shutting our eyes to the fact that very soon, 
if not immediately, the town must come to our aid with an 
entirely new library building better adapted to modern ways, 
or a complete reconstruction of the present one. In fact we 
can say to the town today, that if we are to do the important 
and exacting work which we realize is the duty of a public 
library, the need is most imperative. And the sooner the town 
realizes this, the better will it be for our people, and the higher 
the plane along which we can lead them, as trustees of this 
most important work of mental education. 
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The details of the past year’s administration of the Public 
Library will be found in the report to us of our librarian, which 


is appended to this.

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~REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN. 





Brooking, Mass., February 1, 1899. 
To the Trustees : — 
I have the honor to submit my report for the year ending 
January 31, 1899. 
On May 16, I began my connection with the library, so that 
my personal knowledge of matters included here, extends only 
to what has occurred since that date. 


Accessions. 
During the year 266 pamphlets and 2,864 books have been 
received as follows :—

One hundred and thirty-five books were recommended by 
constituents for addition to the library. Seventy-six of these 
were purchased, while of the remaining fifty-nine, some were 
already owned or out of print, and the others were expensive, 
technical, or otherwise unsuitable.

The total circulation for home use shows a gain of 398 
volumes over that for last year. While this is not a large 
increase, yet, in view of the fact that during the period of the 
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war many people read newspapers to the neglect of books so 
that several libraries have complained of a marked falling off 
in circulation, any increase may be regarded as a fair indica- 
tion of growth. 

The library has sent 1,192 notices for books overdue. 

The number of volumes bound was 642, and 9,777 books 


have been covered. 
Registration. 


At the close of last year there were 9,471 persons enrolled 
as users of the hbrary. The register, however, had not been 
revised since 1885, and was known to contain many slips for 
persons who had died, moved from town, or for other reasons 
ceased using the library. With the beginning of the year, 
therefore, a re-registration was begun: the old cards were can- 
celled and fresh cards were issued in their place. 38,475 cards 
were in this way exchanged, and 880 new cards were issued. 
Thus there are at the present time 4,355 cards in active use. 


Free Access. 

The most important innovation of the year has been the 
admission of the public to the alcoves. The departments of 
art, history and travel were first thrown open experimentally. 
Careful directions were posted forbidding the public to replace 
books on the shelves, and the privilege of entering the alcoves 
was restricted to persons over eighteen years of age. 

As no confusion or misplacing of books resulted, in June 
freedom of access was extended to include the entire library, 
with the exception of the alcoves containing fiction. 

The new arrangement, although at the start not generally 
understood, has since rapidly grown in favor and in use. No 
inconvenience has resulted, and it is fair to say that up to the 
present time open access has proved an unqualified success — 
greatly valued by the public, and entirely satisfactory to the 


library authorities. 
Alterations, 


Considerable internal re-arrangement of necessity followed 
the opening of the shelves to the public. The music room was 
fitted up as a meeting place for the library committee and an 
office for the librarian. The music was shifted to the first 
fiction alcove, necessitating the addition of shelving along the 
passageway and under the windows in the rear book room, 
together with an entire re-distribution of the books on the first 
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floor. The art department was transferred toa light and com- 
modious alcove in the rear room. 

Additional chandeliers were placed in this room and in the 
reference room, while a few new electric lights were installed. 

Further changes should follow. The use of the shelves by 
the public makes it highly desirable to place books of certain 
classes in an alphabetical arrangement so that readers unas- 
sisted may find the volumes they desire. This is noticeably 
true of the sets of bound periodicals and of works of biography. 


The Reference Room. 

In the Annual Report of 1894, the librarian referring to 
the reference room said: “I should like to see students, old 
and young, so fill the room that it would soon become too small 
for our needs.” This wish has been amply realized. The 
reference room became so crowded that in the spring a smaller 
desk was purchased for the librarian and three round tables 
were substituted for the long table previously provided. 
Although by these means the seating capacity was increased 
more than one-half, the room is still at times distressingly 
overcrowded. It is not unusual at busy hours to find as many 
as twenty-five children — all using reference books in connec- 
tion with their school studies — thronging this room, which 
with the utmost crowding accommodates only twenty-one 
chairs. The swarm of children using the room causes bad air, 
more or less confusion, and effectually prevents its use by older 
people. Larger and separate accommodations for children con- 
sulting reference books in connection with their school studies 
is in my judgment the most pressing need of the library. 


Children’s Room. 

The books in the basement used as a reading room by the 
smaller children were purchased several years ago, and no con- 
siderable replacement or addition has since been made. The 
collection has naturally grown extremely worn in appearance 
and meager in interest. This fact undoubtedly accounts for a 
falling off in the number visiting the room. The statistics for 
the past year show thatit was used by 12,823 children, against 
16,905 the year previous. Excellent order has been main- 
tained by Mr. Orcutt in charge. Arrangements are making 
by which he will be relieved of the care of this room for ser- 
vice in the main reading room at certain hours, and Miss Grace 
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A. Robarts will take charge of the little ones. Copies of the 
Perry pictures have been placed on the walls and fresh books 
will shortly be added. 


Examination of the Shelves. 
During the fall and winter, for the first time since 1896, the 
shelf lists have been carefully compared with the books on the 
shelves. The results are as follows :—

In considering these figures it should be remembered that 
the statistics cover a period of more than two years, and fur- 
ther, that as the examination has but just been completed 
many of the volumes will undoubtedly later be found. 


Exhibitions. 

During the year two exhibitions of pictures have been held 
in the library, one a set of large and very beautiful photographs 
of White Mountain scenery, which were courteously loaned 
by the Boston and Maine railroad; the other, a selection from 
our own collection, consisting of Madonnas by Titian, Raphael, 
and later masters, was exhibited at Christmas. Both series 
attracted many visitors, and only fear of encroaching upon the 
legitimate uses of the reference room where the pictures have 
been hung has prevented extension of the work. 


Catalogues. 

The growth of the card catalogue made it necessary to con- 
dense it in compact cases with trays which may be removed 
and consulted ata table. The floor has been covered with 
linoleum, a table and stools supplied, so that in its present 
form the catalogue is even more convenient to consult than 
before. 

The printed list of historical fiction has been for some time 
entirely out of print and a new edition is desirable, while the 
supply of catalogues of English prose fiction printed in 1895 
is also nearly exhausted and a new edition or a supplement 
will shortly be required. But the most urgent need in the 
way of printed catalogues is for a finding list of children’s 
books. Many expedients have been resorted to in order to 
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furnish temporary relief. A collection of books is kept on the 
children’s shelf where they may be handled freely. In addi- 
tion the lists of the Ladies’ Commission on Sunday-schogl 
Books have been marked with the library call numbers and 
posted ; lists of fairy tales, notably that issued by the N. Y. 
State Library School, have been pasted in covers and made to 
serve. -A small but comprehensive printed list of juvenile 
books would not only be extremely useful to parents and chil- 
dren at home, but would save a great deal of wear to the card 
catalogue, and prevent crowding among those using it. 


Bulletins. 

The Bulletin was changed in October to a form which it is 
hoped may prove handier to consult and easier to preserve. 
The time of its issue has also been changed so that it now 
appears on the first instead of in the middle of alternate months. 

The bulletin boards have been continued much as usual with 
the hope of interesting visitors and sometimes aiding them in 
the choice of books. Besides portraits of authors, on the pic- 
‘ture boards have been shown maps of the Philippines, the 
Soudan, book-plates, facsimiles of autographs, of manuscripts, 
and of illuminated texts; while on the other board have ap- 
peared brief notices of books, pictures and items of current 
interest, lists of books by, or relating to, Gladstone, Bismarck, 
Frederic, Farrar, football, Cuba, the Philippines, etc., etc. In 
this connection a shelf has been constructed opposite the 
delivery desk, on which are placed from time to time collec- 
tions of books of current interest,—- as lives of Lafayette when 
the schools were celebrating Lafayette day, and the works of 
David A. Wells at the time of his death. This plan meets 
with more success in exciting interest in the books than listing 
them either in the Sulletin or on the boards. 


Chestnut Hill Delivery Station. 

Each year since the beginning, the use of the Chestnut Hill 
Delivery Station has decreased. In the year 1896-7 the cir- 
culation through this agency was 1,574 volumes, in 1897-8 it 
fell to 892 volumes, and for the first eleven months of the past 
year it amounted to only 264 volumes. The Trustees there- 
fore directed the discontinuance of the station after the 31st 
of December last. The station agent explained the decreased 
use by stating that many borrowers rather than pay fines 
which had been incurred relinquished the use of their cards. 
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Schools. 

No work has yet been undertaken in the way of sending 
books direct to public schools. Two teachers, however,—Miss 
Greene and Miss Buckley,—have been granted special cards 
on which to draw books for circulation among their pupils 
who are too young to hold cards of their own. Miss Rogers 
also has accepted the invitation printed in the October Bulletin, 
by bringing her class of twenty-two boys to the library for 
instruction in the use of reference books. 

School children individually are constantly referred to the 
library in connection with their lessons, so that an afternoon 
rarely passes when the reference room is not filled with these 
workers. I should, however, welcome opportunity for syste- 
matic teaching in the use of the card catalogue and the 
commoner reference books. 

Books Added. 

Especial attention has been directed to filling gaps in our 
collection, strengthening it, and making it uniform and well- 
rounded. To this end many titles have been purchased in the 
departments of history and art. The latter is not yet adequate 
to the demands made upon it. Many volumes have been 
added also in the alcove of Massachusetts town histories which 
contains a large and unusually comprehensive collection. 

French fiction which has had rather small representation on 
our shelves, has been increased by nearly a hundred volumes. 

Service. 

John T. Floyd and Edward Sharp, Jr., who served the 
library as runners with great efficiency, were obliged upon the 
completion of their school course to withdraw from the force. 
Their places have been filled by William R. Leary, Albert R. 
Sharp and Charles B. Floyd, who had already served an 
apprenticeship. 

Mrs. Mary I. Beal resigned on Dec. 16, after ten years of 
continuous service. Her presence at the desk is missed by 
many patrons of the library. 

My cordial thanks are due to Miss Hooper for her skillful 
and efficient administration of the library during my illness 
last summer, and to the Trustees for their great kindness and 
consideration at that time.

School Accommodations. 

The facilities for manual training in connection with the 
High School provided at the William H. Lincoln building 
have already proved inadequate, and the Committee recognize 
the need of a building near the High School for this purpose 
as most pressing at the present time. At the next town 
meeting they will therefore ask for authority to procure plans 
for such a building which shall be thoroughly adapted to the 
needs of this department. 

The anticipated occupation of the new grammar school on 
Harvard street the coming autumn will furnish relief to the 
Lawrence School. The enlargement of the Longwood School 
will provide for the younger children of that section of the 
town for the immediate future, so that no reeommendation 
will be made this year for the erection of a new building on 
Stearns road, although it is to be expected that such a build- 
ing will be required in the near future. 
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The growth of the neighborhood surrounding the John D. 
Runkle School makes it evident that a new grammar school 
will be needed very soon, and authority will be asked for to 
secure suitable plans for such a building, in order that the 
subject may receive suitable and adequate attention. 

There is a considerable demand on the part of people living 
near the High School for a primary building in that vicinity. 
The large kindergarten now accommodated in the High School 
will soon have to find quarters elsewhere, owing to the growth 
of that school. The Committee is not prepared at the present 
time to make any definite proposition, as the matter may be 
affected considerably in case the proposed widening of 
Boylston street is consummated. 


Heath School Manual Training Shop. 

At the annual meeting an appropriation of $1,000 was made 
to provide facilities for manual training for the boys at the 
Heath School. At the meeting held January 10, 1899, an 
additional sum of $700 was appropriated, to complete the 
building and to furnish a suitable equipment. Plans fora 
neat wooden building to be located in the rear of the present 
school building were prepared by Mr. I’. Manton Wakefield, 
and proposals from local. builders were invited. The contract 
for the erection of the building was awarded to the lowest 
bidder, Mr. P. J. Cantwell, who has completed his contract in 
a satisfactory manner. Accommodations for a class of twenty- 
four pupils in wood-working is provided, and the building is 
fully equipped for a class of twenty pupils.

New Grammar School on Harvard Street. 

At the annual meeting an appropriation of $45,000 was made 
to pay for the erection of a grammar school-house on the 
Edward Devotion lot on Harvard street. Messrs. Loring and 
Phipps, who were the architects of the primary school-house 
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on the same lot, were engaged to prepare the plans, which 
were ready by March Ist. It was not, however, until after the 
adjournment of the town meeting held June 30, that your 
Committee felt authorized to proceed with the erection of the 
building. 

After advertising for proposals in accordance with the town 
by-laws, contracts were made with the following parties :—

The building contains six class rooms, laboratoy, sewing 
room, two recitation rooms, cooking-school kitchen and dining 
room, with a manual training room, a principal’s office, and a 
teachers’ room. ‘Two of the class rooms on second floor are 
arranged so they can be thrown together for assembly purposes. 

The exterior is in a classic style with lines in harmony with 
the Edward Devotion School which is on the same lot. The 
facades are of buff and gray face brick, and trimmings are of 
gray terra cotta and freestone, steps and buttresses are of 
planed North River bluestone. The roof is covered with green 
Vermont slate, and trimmings, gutters and conductors are of 
copper. 

The entrances are at each end and are entered through 
covered porches. The class rooms are all on the south side 
of the building, making sunny and warm rooms. ‘The 
windows on the three cold sides are all arranged with four 
runs of sash, for economy of fuel. The two flights of stairs 
from first to third floors are all of iron, with asphalt treads 
and landings. Sanitary rooms are provided for each sex, with 
individual closets, and the rooms are specially ventilated. 
Wardrobes are to be of a special type ventilated pattern. 

Inside finish is to be of ash; upper floors of best matched 
rift hard pine; class room doors are to be of a new type double 
swing pattern. Blackboards are to be of natural slate. 

The building is to be heated with two steam boilers, and the 
ventilating system is to be run with a fan and electric motor. 
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The cooking school is to be fitted with individual sinks set 
in white tiled tables, with drawers, compartments and lockers 
for utensils, etc., for pupils. 

The building will be finished about May first next. 

A small additional appropriation will be needed to complete 
the building. 

As the care of the grounds is vested in the Park Com- 
missioners it seemed proper that they should have charge of 
the grading for which no provision has yet been made, and 
they have been requested to include in their estimates for the 
coming year a sum sufficient to put the grounds adjoining the 
new school-house in proper condition. 

The best part of the lot in the rear of the present primary 
school-house is now occupied as a nursery by the Tree Plant- 
ing Committee. It is very much needed for use as a play- 
ground, and the Park Commissioners have been requested to 
grade a suitable place for the use of the pupils of both schools 
as a playground. 


The Longwood School on St. Mary’s Street. 


At the town meeting held June 380, an appropriation of 
$7,000 was made to pay for alterations and additions to the 
Longwood School, which was a two-story frame building 
inadequate in size, ventilation, sanitary provision, and other 
requirements of a modern school-house. 

Mr. F. Manton Wakefield was engaged to prepare the plans 
and specifications ; these comprehended the entire remodelling 
of the existing building, and the construction of an addition, 
making it, as completed, a four-room building, together with 
ample provision for corridors, coat rooms, staircases, teachers’ 
rooms, closets, bookcases, etc., a new and complete plumbing 
system with sanitaries for the pupils in the basement, sinks, 
teachers’ lavatory, etc., and the installation of a complete and 
adequate system of heating and ventilation. 

The heating is accomplished by a system of two large size 
warm-air Walker & Pratt furnaces, supplemented by a low- 
pressure steam boiler for supplying the ventilation shafts, and 
the indirect stacks for the corridor, and radiators for the 
teachers’ room and lavatory. 

The plumbing fixtures for the sanitaries are earthen-ware 
watercloset ranges, with individual seats and local vents for 

17 
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each seat. The urinals are of slate with local vents and water- 
flush. 

The interior of the building is finished throughout in North 
Carolina hard pine, with low wainscot in the school rooms, and 
high wainscot in the halls and on the stairways. The stair- 
ways are of ash. The interior woodwork is finished in the 
natural, and with large window space the school rooms are 
thus made bright and attractive. The plaster walls of school 
rooms are tinted in a soft green, and the hallways terra cotta. 

The external appearance of the building is entirely changed 
and renewed. A covered entrance porch with fluted columns 
is provided, and an ornamental over-hanging cornice with frieze 
and brackets. The roofs are slated and the vent shafts and 
ornamental ventilator above the roof are of galvanized iron. 
The building has been occupied since the Christmas vacation.

Mr. Reynolds, the contractor for the building, has a claim 
for extra work amounting to $180 which has not been settled, 
and on another claim of some $400, which by mutual consent 
was left to arbitration, he has been awarded the sum of $220. 
An additional appropriation of $300 will therefore be needed. 


The Schools. 

We believe the general condition of the schools to be satis- 
factory. The last ten years have brought much change and 
development in our system of instruction. More emphasis 
has been laid on the strengthening of the mental powers, the 
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reason, the observation, the perception, and less on the simple 
acquirement of information. It may be found that the pupils 
are less sure of their spelling, slower in repeating their multi- 
plication tables and their tables of measures, but they know 
what multiplication means and they know how to measure a 
pint and a quart. They may not give us a long list of the 
branches of the Mississippi river, but they will tell us why it 
flows from north to south and why St. Louis is the principal 
city on its banks. There is an apparent neglect of the memory 
in this system which was formerly the mental power most used 
in the schools, but we try to store our children’s memories 
with poetry, with the habits of birds and plants and trees, 
and with those things that will enrich their lives. 

While we do not underrate the importance of accurate 
spelling and adding and multiplying for the business of life, 
we believe that such acquirements are not the most important 
results that the schools should show, but that to give the 
pupils the power and the desire to use their minds on what- 
ever subject lies before them, is the essential part of school 
training. 

The pupils are happy and alert at their work, and there is 
a strong and sympathetic relation between pupils and teachers 
which did not always exist when the child regarded his 
teacher as a master who compelled him to learn his task. 

The principle of correlation which is now a fundamental one 
in all our work is more important than many parents realize. 
The fact that history, geography, literature, spelling and read-. 
ing may be and should be included in one lesson, and that 
each subject illuminates the others, so that the child grasps 
the whole, instead of the fraction of an idea, is now so thor- 
oughly understood that no lesson which is not conducted on 
that plan is considered satisfactory. We hope that our 
fellow townspeople will appreciate that this system is a great 
advance on the past, and will be patient under the apparent 
shortcomings in the work. We, on the other hand, are con- 
stantly studying how to include the past in the present work, 
so that nothing may be lost or undone, and are aware that no 
perfect fulfillment has been attained. 

To give breadth without losing accuragy, to allow a whole- 
some variety without losing concentration is the problem we 
are seeking to solve. 
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Sprague Lecture Course. 

Through the generosity of Hon. Charles F. Sprague a High 
School Extension course of free lectures and readings have 
been given in the lower Town Hall, with a very large attend-

The Education Society and the Schools. 

The Music Committee of the Brookline Education Society 
has continued its work of providing an occasional half-hour 
of music for those schools of the town where it seemed to be’ 
especially needed. The same committee has organized a free 
Singing Class under the direction of Mr. Bertram C. Henry of 
Brookline, which already gives promise of being highly success- 
ful. If this class can be continued so as to become a nucleus 
for a musical organization of the town, it will furnish a new 
incentive for the pupils in the public schools to make the best 
use of the advantages which are there furnished. 

The Child Study Committee of the Education Society has 
held Mothers’ Meetings in the Winthrop and the Sewall 
Schools, when those topics which pertain to the interest of 
children in the home and their proper care and training have 
been considered. The meetings have been well attended and 
a good degree of interest has been manifested. 


The School Room in the Public Library. 


The School Committee have recently approved by unani- 
mous vote a plan for bringing the Library and the schools into 
more helpful cooperation. This plan, which is printed in the 
recent report of the Education Society, was devised by the 
Committee of the Education Society on School Libraries, and 
an appropriation from the town will be asked to carry its 
suggestions into effect. It is earnestly hoped that this plan 
will have the active support of all those interested in the 
schools. 
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Gifts. 

Mr. Desmond FitzGerald of the Art Committee of the Edu- 
cation Society has presented to the Heath-street School ten 
large solar prints suitable for hanging in the school rooms. 
The subjects are as follows: The Pantheon, Castle of St. 
Angelus, Arch of Constantine, St. Peter’s, St. John Lateran, 
Arch of Titus, at Rome; St. Mark’s, Ducal Palace and Reva 
Degli Schlavoni, at Venice. 

Mr. Edmund Dwight presented to the High School thirty 
fine Braun photographs of Raphael, also the Albertina collec- 
tion of drawings by the old masters, consisting of one hundred 
or more valuable plates. 

A friend has presented to the Lawrence School a fine picture 
entitled “« Prince Balthasar Charles,” by Valasquez. 

The patrons of the Longwood School have undertaken the 
work of placing suitable pictures upon the walls of that 
building. 

Penny Savings. 

The Committee have felt for some time that the expense 
of collecting the penny savings in our schools was large in 
proportion to the amount collected, and yet they were of 
opinion that the system was of such educational value, as 
tending to teach and encourage habits of thrift, that they were 
unwilling to give it up. The matter was finally referred to a 
special committee consisting of Mrs. Cabot and Mr. Walker, 
with power to investigate and devise a plan for reducing this 
expense. As a result a system of stamp savings similar to 
the Postal Savings Systems in operation in European 
countries and, under private auspices, in some places in this 
country, has been decided upon and is about to be put in 
operation. The saving of expense will amount, it is expected, 
to over fifty per cent. 

Finances. 

During the past year the Committee has made a special 
effort to keep the expenses of our schools down to the lowest 
point possible without decline in standard and efficiency. 
It will be seen from the statistics following this report, that 
the cost of the schools per pupil has been lessened. It will be 
seen also that the school accounts have been thoroughly 
analyzed, and what is of especial importance the ordinary 
running expenses of the schools have been carefully separated 
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from the extraordinary expenses. As a result, if this system 
is maintained, the ordinary running expenses can be compared 
from year to year, and by comparing the expense per pupil 
it can be seen at a glance whether the general expense for 
any particular year or the expense of any item in any year 
is unusually large, and if so an explanation can be required 
of the Committee. It is believed that in this way the town 
will have a firmer grasp of the finances of this department of 
its work. 

The Committee wishes to express its appreciation of the 
generous cooperation of the Accounting Department in making 
this analysis of the school accounts, a work which involved 
much time and labor.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS. 


To the School Committee of Brookline :— 


I have the honor of presenting my ninth annual report upon 
the progress and work of the schools of the town. 

In any intelligent community the education and training of 
children is a matter of paramount interest and there are prob- 
ably few towns or citiesin the Commonwealth where parents 
and citizens generally have watched more closely the work of 
the schools, thanin Brookline. This is the result, in part, of an 
atmospheric condition which extends throughout the country. 
Everywhere it has come to be seen that public education is the 
special means of conserving and improving our social life and, 
in this town particularly, where there are many studious and 
philanthropic people interested in the public welfare there has 
been an active participation in school affairs which has given 
a distinct mark to the community. Parents are frequent visi- 
tors to the schools; they become familiar with the spirit and 
aims of the work which is done, and while they see imperfec- 
tions here and there and are able to criticise some features, 
these criticisms become more intelligent and more helpful as 
the years pass. This friendly interest on the part of parents 
and citizens reacts upon the schools as wellas upon the homes 
and tends to remove all cause of friction and to produce a high 
degree of co-operation. 

As stated in the report of last year an effort has been made 
to make the school a social institution and to improve the con- 
ditions for social lifetherein. This principle has been applied 
measurably not only to the government of the school but to the 
conduct of recitations and to all those relations which connect 
the school with the world outside of itself. The highest results 
in this direction could not be achieved in a single year and the 
same kind of effort must be continued until a high grade of 
social excellence is reached. 

During the past year teachers have been asked to seek for 
new avenues whereby pupils may express themselves and may 
thus realize the highest possibilities of self-activity. Teachers 
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who were educated in former days and who have taught for 
many years are somewhat incapable of seeing the possibilities 
in this direction. Itis hard for them to escape the idea that ex- 
pression is solely through written or oral speech, whereas, 
during all the early years of childhood the child’s movements 
and activities, what he does with his hands, the way in which 
he uses his eyes, ears, and other senses are all of vast import- 
ance. There has been palpable gain in improving the kind 
and quality of hand work in the primary grades, but there is 
still vast room for improvement and growth in this direction. 
If parents could only be led to understand that there is some- 
thing better in the mental growth of the child than learning 
to read and spell and cipher it would be easier to promote in 
the schools those activities that give a more abundant life and 
lay the foundations for a broader and better education. Prob- 
ably we have progressed in this direction as rapidly as has 
been done in any other community and it goes without saying | 
that we cannot go far beyond a point to which public opinion 
is prepared to follow. 

As a result of social co-operation, which is so marked in our 
schools, accompanied as it is with more or less freedom and 
spontaneity, most encouraging results are seen in the oral and 
written language of the higher grades. Pupils stand upon 
their feet and talk more sensibly and grammatically than 
formerly. Teachers of English in the High School report that 
each succeeding class as it enters is stronger in this depart- 
ment of school life. When we remember that power of thought 
and facility in expression constitute the great end and aim of 
all education in its higher ranges, we may justly find cause for 
encouragement in the fact that with a broadened curriculum 
withitsaccompanying demands there is still manifest a growing 
ability to state clearly and concisely what has been experienced 
or what has been gathered from the pages of a book. 


School Buildings. 


It is well understood that we have been very much crowded 
in the sections occupied by the Pierce, the Lawrence and the 
Edward Devotion schools. Considerable relief will be afforded 
next September, when it is expected that the new school on 
Harvard street will be occupied. It will be wise to open at 
least three new rooms there so that some pupils may be drawn 
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from the Lawrence and the Pierce schools. When the new 
Pierce grammar school is completed not only will the village 
section of the town be better accommodated than it has been 
before, but the facilities provided here, in connection with those 
furnished by the new building mentioned above, will give such 
complete and perfected arrangements for instruction in manual 
training and domestic arts that the school system of the 
town will be able to take a long step in advance. In short 
these two buildings promise to be better equipped in all those 
particulars that pertain to physical and manual training than 
any in this neighborhood. 

The Runkle school is fully occupied, but it will probably be 
possible to keep all the pupils there another year by having 
two classes in the room now occupied simply by the first 
grade. After next year the classes will have to be promoted 
from there regularly to the Edward Devotion and Pierce 
schools. 

It was most fortunate that two classes from the Pierce 
school could be accommodated in the High School, so that by a 
little condensing and crowding all pupils have been housed 
without incurring expense for the renting of other buildings. 
Practically the same conditions will exist next year as far as 
the Pierce school is concerned. 

Perhaps the next pressing demand to which the Building 
Committee will have to give attention is the need of a building 
for manual training to be located near the High School. As 
the Committee has voted unanimously that such a building is 
needed nothing more need be said except that a vote of the 
town authorizing the Committee to procure plans and erect 
this building at the earliest possible moment, should be secured. 

Another subject which has been referred to the Building 
.Committee ;is the need of a primary school-house in the 
section occupied by the High School. ‘The room now occupied 
by the Kindergarten will be needed by the High School very 
soon and, in fact, could be used to advantage at once, and the 
residents of that section cannot be properly accommodated 
until another building is provided. 

The reconstruction of the Longwood school has given the 
residents of that section a thoroughly hygienic and attractive 
building in the place of one that was somewhat below the pres- 
ent standard. 
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While the lot provided for a new school-house on Stearns 
road will be required before many years, there are other needs 
of the town which at the present moment are more pressing. 

It is pleasant to make reference to the new shop which has 
been provided for manual training in connection with the 
Heath school. It provides an excellent room which has been 
thoroughly equipped with the most approved tools and benches 
so that the boys of the Heath school will now have advantages 
in manual training not surpassed by those of any other school. 


The Teachers. 

The improvement of schools consists, for the most part, in 
elevating the personnel of the teaching force and in securing a 
more intelligent recognition of the ideals and aims which ought 
to govern all effort. Teachers may roughly be classified under 
three heads, first, those who are excellent, second, those who 
are good, and third, those whose work is poor.. A very large 
majority of our teachers could easily fall under the first head, 
a few would probably need to be classified as simply good, and 
it is doubtful if any would have to be classed in the third list. 
The constant query is, Can those who are simply good be made 
excellent ? It is doubtful if this can be accomplished in every 
case. At the same time, the very few who are not able to 
attain the highest standard, by reason of long and faithful 
service are entitled to a certain consideration which I am sure 
the Committee as well as the patrons of the schools are not dis- 
posed to ignore. As long as they are attentive and conscien- 
tious and are cheerful in responding to all reasonable requests 
it has seemed to be the part of justice and wisdom to let them 
continue in their work. There has been no disposition in 
recent years to tolerate inferior service on the part of new 
comers. Few mistakes have been made and nearly all - 
who have been invited to come here from other places have 
readily adapted themselves to the work and have given a 
Superior quality of service. 

A step has been taken recently which promises to promote 
co-operation. The whole teaching force has been organized 
into groups or clubs. Each club, which usually includes the 
teachers of two grades, holds a monthly meeting which is 
managed entirely by themselves, when reports are made upon 
educational progress in other places and upon various lines of 
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work carried on here. Discussion is also held from time to 
time upon various departments of teaching. The regular 
monthly teachers’ meetings have been continued, with full 
attendance and a good degree of interest. Quite a number of 
the teachers have availed themselves of the opportunity of 
attending the valuable lectures given in Boston under the 
auspices of the Twentieth Century Club. 


Manual Training. 


The work as conducted in the grammar schools has not been 
unlike that of recent years, excepting that an improvement is 
manifest in the quality of the work as regards nicety of form 
and finish of the models. The erection of the Heath-street 
school shop, to which allusion has already been made, affords 
the opportunity to extend this work so that the boys in all 
gramniar schools will have the same instruction. 

Mr. Hutchinson, who is in charge of manual training in con- 
nection with the High School, reports that sixty-five boys are 
now taking the work. The appointment of Mr. Minot A. 
Bridgham as assistant in this department has made it possible ~ 
to give each class a proper amount of work, both in mechani- 
cal drawing and at the bench. Mr. Bridgham has also two 
divisions in bookkeeping in the High School. It should be 
understood that in connection with this department there is a 
good deal of time required for the planning and preparation of 
the work, so that the instructors must have some time when 
they are not engaged in actual teaching. The growth of 
classes has taxed our present facilities to the utmost capacity, 
and, as mentioned above, the time has come when the School 
Committee are warranted in providing a building which is 
adequate in its size and equipment, not only to the present 
needs of the school, but to the requirements which will exist a 
few years later. The course of study calls for certain machine 
tool work, for which it will be impossible to provide with our 
present accommodations, neither would it be wise to put any 
more machinery into the Lincoln building. 


Domestic Science. 


Instruction in this department has been given along much 
the same lines as last year. The experiment of giving the 
boys one half year in the kitchen, and the girls experience for 
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an equal time in the shop, has worked exceedingly well. In 
both cases there has been great interest, and it is recommended 
that this plan, which was undertaken as an experiment, be 
continued for the present. Mrs. Alice P. Norton, who has 
general charge of this branch, reports that twice as many 
pupils entering the High School elected domestic science this 
year as last year, the total number, including the graduating 
class, being forty-six. 
The High School. 

Our High School has gradually become differentiated and 
organized to meet the various needs of the community. More 
than sixty per cent of the pupils are preparing for college. Of 
the others, some are looking to industrial pursuits, some to 
mercantile life, and others are anxious to get the best general 
training that is possible. It has been found that those in 
preparation for college can only take a small portion of the 
studies that are not actually required. However valuable 
work in manual training, domestic art, general history and 
literature, science or drawing may be, unless pupils are 
especially strong physically and intellectually it has not been 
found possible for them to add all these studies to the ordinary 
preparatory course. This seems, to a certain extent, unfortu- 
nate, but as long as Yale and Harvard universities insist upon 
entrance examinations of the character of those given in recent 
years, it is necessary to do violence to the soundest educational 
principles and to narrow somewhat the field of study for col- 
lege pupils. | 

The absence of the Head Master for a year of study and 
visitation of schools abroad has thrown upon the Vice-Principal 
and his assistants new responsibilities. It is but justice to 
say that the school has prospered during the half year just 
passed, and there is every evidence that the work in all depart- 
ments will be accomplished in a satisfactory manner. The 
school has grown rapidly during the past few years, so that 
with the development of new courses and the necessary 
employment of new teachers it has been a difficult problem to 
reach the high efficiency that is desired. With the present 
outlook there is every reason to expect that the school as a 
whole will not only continue to hold the high rank it has 
already gained, but will become still more worthy of the 
patronage and support of all the people. 
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Report from the High School.

The graduating exercises took place in Shailer Hall, June 
23d. Diplomas were given to twenty-eight girls and twenty- 
three boys. Mr. Samuel T. Dutton delivered the address; 
subject, ‘“‘ National Ideals.” 

Of the Senior class, two were admitted to Harvard College, 
one to the Lawrence Scientific School, one to Cornell, three to 
the Massachusetts Institute of Technology, one to Radcliffe 
College, one to Vassar College, one to Boston University, and 
eleven to Smith College. One member of the Junior class 
and one special student were admitted to the Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology, and one graduate student was ad- 
mitted to Radcliffe College.

The J. Murray Kay prizes were awarded as follows: —

Physical Training. 

The recent action of the board in appointing Mr. David H. 
Holmes as director of physical training in the schools of the 
town promises good results. As stated in the report presented 
to the School Committee last year by Dr. Channing and Dr. 
Hartwell, good foundations have been laid in this field of 
training and some excellent results have been accomplished, 
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but it would seem now that we have the elements that would 
insure something far better than has hitherto been reached. 
If we can continue the games and free-play in the lower 
grades, the Swedish gymnastics and those of a more rhythmic 
nature in the grammar and high school classes, and at the 
same time, with the High School gymnasium well supplhed 
with apparatus, can give those forms of physical training that 
are appropriate to the age of high school pupils, we may feel 
sure that a good deal will be accomplished not only for the 
tone and discipline of the schools but for the moral and physi- 
cal welfare of the individual pupils. The opportunity of using 
swimming as a supplement to gymnastics which is furnished 
by the excellent Bath House of the town is one that should be 
appreciated by the older pupils. 


Music and Drawing. 

As the civilized world becomes more intelligent concerning 
the ends to be served in education, those subjects that appeal 
to the emotions and the feelings are likely to receive more and 
more attention. The schools of the town have been fortunate 
in having at the head of the esthetic studies of music and 
drawing persons who are well equipped in their several de- 
partments and who have high ideals of what should be 
accomplished. ‘The excellent quality of tone and the good 
taste with which selections of music are rendered in the vari- 
ous grades of the schools are a daily witness to the skill and 
care that have been bestowed upon this branch of study. Mr. 
Cole, Supervisor of Music, reports as follows:— 


“The real problem to be solved in teaching music in the 
public schools is to gain the most artistic results possible with 
the voices of all the pupils and not with those of a picked few. 
From this point of view the present results are indeed gratify- 
ing. Practically al the children are singing and are happy in 
so doing. That it is no longer considered ‘girlish’ for a boy 
to sing is shown by the fact that the boys not only do not seek 
to avoid the music lessons but participate in them with evident 
pleasure. The quality of tone too is good; this is proved by 
the fact that the singing, although done in the majority of 
schools without instrumental accompaniment, is both harmon- 
ious and tuneful. It is not at all rare to hear a class sing for 
half an hour and yet end every exercise and song exactly on 
the pitch. 

“It gives me great pleasure to be able to state that there is 
now scarcely a school room in town where the music lessons 
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are not intelligently and interestingly given by the regular 
teachers between the visits of the music teacher, and the results 
obtained are an interesting illustration of what can be done by 
conscientious co-operation. The music at the High School has 
given me more Satisfaction this year than at any time since 
the school removed to the new building, so that I have begun 
to hope that we might at length reach the same point of excel- 
lence which the school possessed in 1894. If, with a largely 
increased membership and the new conditions which came 
with the occupancy of the new building, we can reach or excel 
the attainments of those days we shall have won a great vic- 
tory. The orchestra too, is doing better in the mattcr of 
attendance and good order than it has done for a number of 
years. Six new players joined us this year; on this account 
it was necessary to start from the beginning again in building 
up a repertory and we have already made excellent progress.” 


The results attained in drawing are of an equally high order 
and Miss Weir reports that the interest which the teachers 
have shown toward a higher standard of perfection in the 
teaching of drawing has been very marked. They have at- 
tended willingly all meetings called by the supervisor and the 
work in drawing and painting has surpassed that of any pre- 
vious year. There has been a decided advance in ‘geograph- 
ical sketching and illustrative drawing. Progress has been 
seen also in nature drawing, including flowers, leaves, 
fruit, sections of fruit, vegetables, seed life, etc. There has 
been much illustrative sketching in all grades and a greater 
use has been made of pictures in history and geography. The 
loan collection of photographs at the High School has been 
frequently drawn upon by teachers, that subjects in history, 
geography, literature and art might be illustrated. Miss Weir 
has given lectures on Greek art to the fourth class in the High 
School, illustrated by lantern slides which were loaned by Prof. 
Moore of Harvard University. ‘Two lectures were also given 
to the students of domestic science on the building and fur- 
nishing of the home, illustrated by photographs. An elective 
class of twenty has been conducted in the ‘* History of Archi- 
tecture and Painting of Italy,” in connection with which the 
students have used the so-called Perry pictures with their 
notes. 

The Training Class. 

At the close of last year it was felt that the Training Class 

had been continued long enough as an experiment and should 
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either be discontinued or put upon a somewhat stronger basis. 
An advisory committee was formed, which includes three 
members of the School Committee, and with their advice the 
class was reorganized this year and has continued successfully 
with a membership of twenty-four. Great care has been taken 
to instruct a certain number of the teachers in the town as to 
the method of dealing with the members of this class, so that 
they may be a positive help in carrying on the school work. 
Great care has been taken, also, in having those in training 
understand the conditions under which they are permitted to 
observe and assist and to call forth their most faithful efforts. 
The work of the class has been conducted thus far with the 
utmost harmony and with mutual satisfaction, both on the 
part of its members and the teachers to whom they have been 
assigned. In many instances the service which they have 
been able to render has been a positive benefit to the schools. 


Recent Legislation. 
Among the laws which were passed in 1898 touching public 
schools the most important are briefly as follows: — 


1. No child under fourteen shall be employed in a factory or a work 
shop. 

2. All schools must be kept at least eight months in the year. 

3. The distinction between first grade and second grade, High School, 
has been abolished. 

4. Elementary manual training as well as high is required in towns 
and cities of 20,000 inhabitants or more. 

5. The compulsory age limits are changed from 8 to 14, to 7 to 14. 

6. The time of taking the school census is changed to Sept. 1st. 

7. Truancy laws are simplified and strengthened. 

8. The system of truancy by-laws is abolished. 


Evening Schools. 


The evening school for girls has accomplished a good work 
and has demonstrated that in addition to the ordinary studies 
there is an appreciative demand for instruction in stenography 
and typewriting and elementary work in bookkeeping. Miss 
Eleanor J. McKenzie, the principal of this school, reports that 
the results have been gratifying and that during the term of 
five months a large number have gained good proficiency in 
the above-named subjects. Those who were not able to study 
outside of the class, of course did not make the same degree of 
progress. 
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The membership in this school has been made up of young 
women who are thoroughly in earnest, and who were glad to 
attend unless prevented by exceedingly bad weather or some 
other necessity. There seems to be some demand for instruc- 
tion in sewing and domestic science, and the principal recom- 
mends that some step be taken in this direction another year. 
The whole number of pupils enrolled was 89 and when the 
weather was favorable there was an attendance of 75. While 
typewriters have been rented for this year, it is recommended 
that hereafter the town purchase and own its machines. Miss 
Mckenzie has been assisted by Mrs. Clara G. Bacon and 
Miss Lilian C. Brown. 

The evening school for young men has been conducted in 
the William H. Lincoln building with three teachers, Mr. 
George A. Swertfager, Mr. Edwin R. Crane, for the ordinary 
branches, and Mr. Minot A. Bridgham as instructor in drawing. 
Upon the resignation of Mr. Swertfager in January, Miss Ma- 
tilda B. Doland took his place. The total number enrolled for 
instruction in the ordinary branches was 73, average attend- 
ance 15. The number enrolled for instruction in drawing was 
15, average attendance 7. These figures show that the young 
men of the town not attending day schools are not as zealous 
in continuing their education as might be expected. If the 
low regular attendance is due to the fact that all have been 
thoroughly educated in the day schools and do not need 
the service of the evening schools, then there is no cause for 
regret. If, on the other hand, there are some who need what 
the evening schools furnish, it is unfortunate that their par- 
ents are not wise enough to see that they reap these advan- 
tages. 


In conclusion, it may be said that the school system has 
passed the point where there is need for radical changes or for 
the introduction of new studies. Theobligation now rests upon 
all members of the teaching force to make the work in the 
several branches as thorough, direct and positive as possible, 
to see that all unfruitful and irrelevant matter is eliminated, 
to make such correlation and cross-references as shall enable 
students to grasp the natural relations which exist between all 
branches of knowledge and in so doing to acquire a habit of 
mind which enables them to see problems in their true per- 
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spective. The policy of school management has been consider- 
ate and humane. It has seemed better to run the risk of being 
criticised for lack of rigor and severity than to run the risk of 
causing serious discomfort and perhaps loss of health to children 
because of over-pressure. In no case where a parent has 
requested temporary consideration in the way of shorter hours 
or less study which seemed to be based upon good judgment, 
has the request been refused, and it can be truthfully said that 
there has been no apparent disposition on the part of parents 
to take advantage of this method of treatment. Individual 
pupils who are able to do more work than the grade provides 
have been permitted to do extra work and so in time to earn 
promotion to a higher grade. The practice of skipping which 
was permitted some years ago has been discountenanced. 

It can always be said with truth that the people of the town 
are loyal to the schools and are ready to perform acts of gener- 
osity and helpfulness. During the past year several valuable 
gifts have been made, and the Sprague Lectures which are now 
giving so much satisfaction are but another instance of the 
generous feeling which has ever been manifest. 

The Brookline Education Society, through its various com- 
mittees, especially those of Music and Child-study, continues 
to do a work which is to a certain extent being copied in vari- 
ous parts of the country. The spirit of co-operation which has 
been illustrated here has exerted a wide influence elsewhere 
and is the one thing needed to make the public schools of the 
land what they should be. 

I cannot close this report without grateful mention of the 
cordial assistance rendered by all my associates and for your 
own hearty support.

REPORT OF THE PARK COMMISSIONERS. 





The Board of Park Commissioners submit herewith their 
eighteenth annual report for the year ending January 31st, 
1899. 

The appropriations for the work under charge of the Com- 
missioners were as follows :—

Longwood-avenue Bridge. 

Last year’s report contained a description of the former 
bridges at this point, and the steps leading to the construction 
of the present structure. During the past year the con- 
tractors have pushed work upon the foundations and arches. 
On September 8th the sheeting of the main arch was com- 
pleted, and on October 31st the arch over the Boston and 
Albany railroad was turned. On December 28th the whole 
bridge was sufficiently completed to allow the opening of the 
roadway to public travel. 

The wooden center which supports the large arch, 100 feet 
span, has not yet been taken out, and the pointing of the 
masonry remains to be done. 


Playgrounds. 

With the approval of the Selectmen, a lot of land containing 
157,288 square feet, has been purchased of Sylvester B. 
Hinckley for $15,728.80. It adjoins other land of the town 
near Warren and Clyde streets containing 193,600 square feet, 
making the combined area 350,888 square feet, or somewhat 
more than eight acres, which we believe will in the future 
prove of value to the town for school-house sites and for play- 
grounds whenever the demand arises. The new parcel 
acquired contains a large amount of gravel which can be used 
by the town as required. 
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Negotiations are now in progress for the purchase of about 
sixty acres of land in the Putterham meadows, and for the 
purchase of land on Boylston street adjoining the present 
Boylston primary school. 

The total amount expended from the $100,000 appropriation 
has been $20,433.80. 

Flag-staff. 


On May 20th a contract was awarded the Boston Spar 
Company for the erection of a new flag-staff upon the Cypress- 
street Playground, and on June 18th the work was completed. 
The lower mast is of Oregon pine, and the top mast of spruce, 
the latter having formed a part of the old staff since 1876,.and 
was found to be in sufficiently good condition to use in the 
new staff. The height of the new staff is about 128 feet. 


Maintenance. 


The work of maintenance of the parks, school-house grounds, 
and other public grounds in the town has been carried on by a 
small day-force in the immediate charge of Mr. David H. 
Sheehan. 

The grounds connected with several of the schools have been 
graded and otherwise improved by the building of fences and 
the planting of shrubbery. 

A large amount of filling has been placed upon the Long- 
wood. Playground on account of the settlement of the mud 
underlying the old filling. 

In regard to the manner of finishing the Linden-place lot, 
the Park Commissioners have considered the question of pre- 
paring it either for a playground for children, with a cinder 
surface and granite curbing at an expense of $400, or as a 
park with granite curb, grass surface, planted with trees and 
shrubs, and laid out with diagonal walks, at a cost of $1,200. 
The Commissioners would like to be advised by the town as 
to the method of treatment to be pursued in this matter. 


The Devotion School and Playground. 


A new grammar school is being built near the present 
Devotion school. There is a large amount of grading neces- 
sary in connection with this building, and it should be done 
in connection with the land in the rear, which will furnish a 
moderate-sized playground for small children. 
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The following vote has been received from the School 
Committee : — 

Voted, That the Park Commissioners be requested to include in their 
estimate for next year an amount sufficient to grade and put in order the 
land about the Devotion school-house, including enough land in the rear 


for a playground, taking the whole or such part of the land now used 
for a tree nursery as may be necessary for this purpose. 


We have accordingly caused plans to be prepared which we 
think will best adapt the grounds to the uses of the town. 
The plans contemplate a simple but ornamental treatment of 
the land in front and adjacent to the school buildings, while 
that in the rear will be treated as a playground. It is proposed 
that the upper part of the playground shall be laid down to 
grass, and that the lower part shall be covered with fine 
gravel or cinders, as either of these materials will form a dry 
or nearly dry surface during wet weather. 

k The Town Engineer estimates the total cost to be $9,500.00, 
and we recommend an appropriation of $6,000 for work to be 
done the coming season.

The growth of trees has, during the last two years, been very 
rapid, owing to favoring rainfall, and the labor of pruning and 
re-wiring has consequently been much increased. 

It is surprising how quickly a tree, like a boy, outgrows its 
jacket. This wire guard cannot be left very loose, otherwise 
it gets torn ; hence a constant but gradual enlargement is neces- 
sary. Thesame jackets will, however, lasta great many years, 
as they can lap over at first and be let out from time to time; 
and on large trees it is only needful to wear them on the street 
side to afford ample protection against the horse, their direst 
enemy. 

This committee having experienced difficulty in getting such 
trees as were needed, at the times when they were wanted, 
some years ago established a nursery in an unoccupied part of 
the Nahum Smith lot, just off Harvard street. Trees of various 
sizes were procured; the largest suitable for immediate use, 
and the smallest not more than two feet high. Since the 
nursery was established it has furnished all the trees needed and 
there still remain enough for several years to come. Owing, 
however, to the increased attendance at the Nahum Smith 
school and the number of additional pupils who will come to 
the new building, the land now occupied by the nursery may 
soon be required for a playground. If this land is taken for 
school purposes it will be necessary for the Committee on 
Planting Trees to find another location or lose its nursery. 
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From the very satisfactory results, financially and other- 
wise, resulting from this experiment the committee feels dis- 
inclined to abandon raising its own trees, and hopes that in 
case of need, another small area elsewhere on town property 
may be found available for a similar purpose. 

The Committee on Planting Trees was invested with powers 
of Tree Wardens by special act of the Legislature of 1898, and 
acting under the authority so conferred it ordered the removal 
of trees as follows : — 

One maple from Boylston street, in front of Mr. Andrew 
White’s new house; two horse-chestnuts from the westerly 
side of Prescott street, near Mountfort street ; one horse-chest- 
nut from the northerly side of Mountfort street, near Prescott 
street; one elm from the westerly side of Essex street, opposite 
Mountfort street; one maple from the northerly side of Webster 
street, near Beacon street; one maple from the westerly side of 
Upland road ; one maple from the southerly side of Beech road, 
near Kent street ; three elms from the northerly side of Beech 
road near Kent street ; one elm from the southeast corner of 
Kent street and Beech road; one elm from the easterly side of 
Kent street, near southeasterly corner of Kent street and Beech 
road; one maple from northerly side of Boylston street, near 
northwesterly corner of Boylston and Cypress streets; two 
maples from the southerly side of Brington road, near Cypress 
street ; one elm and two horse-chestnuts from southerly side 
of Ivy street, near St. Mary’s street. 

There are many trees in the public streets of the town which 
ought to be removed to give place to new ones or to relieve 
other trees, and the committee hopes to be able to accomplish 
more under this head in the future than in the past, if cireum- 
stances permit. 

There has been expended up to February 1, 1899, $1,901.61, 
leaving a balance of $98.39 to return to the town. The com- 
mittee recommend the usual appropriation of $2,900 for the 
ensuing year.

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REPORT OF THE ASSESSORS.

The Assessors of the town of Brookline for the year 1898 
submit the following report : — 


The board organized with R. G. F. Candage, chairman, and 
Harry H. Whitney, clerk. | 

The clerk has performed the duties of his office to the satis- 
faction of the board, who recommend that his salary for the 
year ensuing be $1500. 

The appropriation for additional clerical assistance was one 
- absolutely required by the necessities of the board. By means 
of it the board were enabled to place the warrant in the hands 
of the Collector in advance of the time possible under the 
previous small appropriation. We recommend that it be con- 
tinued. 

The districts made in 1895 for the convenience of the board 
in their work have been maintained in 1898, with allotments 
to members as heretofore. 

The Assessors gave the notice required, and in addition 
published it in the Brookline Chronicle during the month of 
May, and left printed duplicates of same at all dwellings 
and places of business in the town, requesting tax-payers to 
bring in true lists of their polls, real and personal property. 

The work of canvassing the town to ascertain the names of 
poll tax-payers and the examination and valuation of real 
estate began the first of May, and was completed in June. 

The probate records of several counties, registry of deeds, 
corporation and bank stock lists in the office of the Tax Com- 
missioner at the State House, were examined and noted as in 
former years. 

The number of polls assessed was 5091, a gain over last 
year of 288; transfers of real estate, 629, a gain of 140; poll 
tax-payers only, 3287, a gain of 172; resident tax-payers on 
property, individuals, 2722, a gain of 320; resident estates, 
firms and trusts, 453, a gain of 82; non-resident individual 
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tax-payers, 457, a gain of 72; non-resident estates and trusts, 
126, a gain of 40; dwelling houses, 2808, a gain of 191; other 
buildings, 822, a gain of 27; whole number of tax-bills 7046, a 
gain of 717; acres of land assessed, 3,766.78, a skrinkage for 
new streets of 40.35 acres. Live stock: horses, 1576, a gain of 
5; cows, 362, a gain of 1; sheep, 125,same as last year.

The total town appropriations were $942,009.16; state tax, 
$36,360.00; county tax, $54,107.14; metropolitan sewer tax, 
$18,282.87 ; high-level sewer tax, $1,218.00; overlay, $13,- 
119.58 ; total, $1,065,096.75. Cash in treasury and estimate of 
receipts, $270,000.15, deducted, left amount to be raised by 
taxation, $795,096.60, which made the rate $11.80, a decrease 
of 40 cents on the $1,000 from the previous year. 

A careful reading of this report by the citizens will give 
them a clear idea of the growth of the town for the past year. 

Herewith is presented a condensed statement of the taxation 
of the town for 1898, and a table of aggregates of debt, ex- 
penditure, valuation and rate from Feb. 1, 1847.
